Bt  \i  enacted  by  the  LegiskUure  of  the  State  of  Minnesota :

crued to  either  of  said  companies,  by  reason  of  such  coa- 
I^^^SJmJ^  struction,  which  was  granted  to  the  company  or  companies^ 
lendb  pertaining  thus  failing  to  cemply  with  the  provisions  hereof,  by  act  of 
to  the  portion  of  the  Legislature  of  the  Territory  of  Minnesota,  vesting*  said 
t^anadanoteon-i^^^  in  Said  Companies  respectively. 

Sec.  2.  The  foregoing  amendment  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  electors  of  the  State,  at  an  election  to  be  held  on  the  fif- 
teenth day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty- 
eight,  in  the  several  elective  districts  of  this  State.  The 
ballots  at  such  election  shall  be  written  or  printed  as  fol- 
lows :  those  in  favor  of  the  amendment  "  Loan  of  State 
Credit  for  Railroads — Yes."  Those  against  the  amendment, 
''Loan  of  State  Credit  for  Eailroads — No."  The  polls  at  said 
election  shall  be  opened  between  the  hours  of  eight  and  ten 
o'clock  A.  M«,  and  closed  at  six  o'clock  P.  M.,  and  the  said 
election  shall  be  conducted  and  the  returns  thereof  made  and 
certified,  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  for  returning'  votea 
for  Territorial  Delegate  to  Congress,  except  that  the  said  re> 
turns  shall  be  addressed  to  the  Governor,  by  whom  the  same 
shall  be  canvassed  within  twenty  days  after  said  election  : 
and  if  it  shall  appear  that  a  majority  of  voters  present  and 
voting  at  said  election  have  ratified  the  proposed  amend- 
ment, the  Grovernor  shall  incorporate  the  foregoing  amend- 
ment in  the  Constitution,  and  shall  make  proclamation  of  the 
result,  and  deposit  the  election  returns  in  the  office  of  the 
Secretary  of  State. 

Sec  3.  Besides  the  publication  prescribed  by  existing 
laws,  this  Act  is  hereby  directed  to  be  published  in  all  the 
newspapers  of  this  State,  for  which  publication  the  same  rate 
of  compensation  is  hereby  fixed  as  for  similar  insertions  in 
the  official  paper  of  the  Legislature. 

Sec  4.  This  Act  shall  take  efiect  frdin  and  after  its 
passage.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Minnesota: 

Section  1.  The  following  amendment  to  Section  seven  of 
Article  five  of  the  Constitution  of  this  State,  is  hereby  pro- 
posed for  publication,  to  be  approved  or  rejected  by  the  peo- 
ple, pursuant  to  Section  one  of  Article  fourteen  of  said  Con- 
stitution, said  Section  seven  to  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows: 

Sfia  7.    The  term  of  each  of  the  Executive  officers  named 
in  this  Article,  shall  commence  on  taking  the  oath  of  office  j^^Q^ig^^ot  to 
en  or  after  the  first  day  of  May,  1868,  and  continue  until  theeecTanscr  eon- 
first  Monday  of  January,  1860,  except  the  Auditor,  who  shall  ■**^**'^ 
continue  in  office  till  the  first  Monday  of  January,  1861,  and 
until  their  successors  shall  have  been  duly  elected  and  qual- 
ified; and  the  same  above-mentioned  time  for  qualification 
and  entry  upon  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices  shall  ex- 
tend and  apply  to  all  other  officers  elected  under  the  State 
Constitution,  who  have  not  already  taken  the  oath  of  office 
and  commenced  the  performance  of  their  official  duties. 

Sec.  2.    The  proposed  amendment  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  people  of  the  several  districts  of  this  State,  for  their  ap-  Tima  or 
proval  or  rejection,  on  the  15th  day  of  April,  1868,  and  said  «ioiito  tot* 
election  shall  be  governed  and  returns  thereof  made  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  present  law  pertaining  to  elections. 

Sec.  3.    The  ballots  used  at  said  election,  shall  be  writ- 
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•TMiot  tenor  printed  as  folloins:  "For  amendment  to  Section  7  Ar* 
tide  5/'  or  "Against  amendment  to  Section  7  Article  5/'  as 
the  case  may  be. 

Sbg.  4.    No  action  shaD  be  taken  by  tbe  people  on  tbe^ 
above  proposed  amendments,  and  this  Act  shall  be  void,  in 
case  the  State  of  Minnesota  shall  be  admitted  into  the  Union 
prior  to  the  time  of  holding  said  election  for  the  ratification 
or  rejection  of  the  foregoing  proposed  amendment. 
Sec.  5.    This  Act  shall  take  effect  on  and  after  its  passage.

An  Act  to  authorize  a  loan  of  tioo  hundred  and  jlf^ 
thousand  dollars  to  defray  the  citrrent  expenses  of  the 
State.

Bt  it  madid  by  the  Legidaiure  of  the  State  of  Minnesota  : 

Section  1.  That  the  Governor  and  Treasurer  of  the  State 
of  Minnesota  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  borrow, 
at  any  time  within  six  months  from  the  passage  of  this  Act,. 
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on  ihe  credit  of  the  State,  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty 
thoQsuid  dollars,  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  ten  per 
oeDt  per  annum,  pajable  semi-annually  in  the  City  of  New 
Toii,  which  loan  shall  be  paid  and  reimbursed  in  nine  years 
fiom  the  time  on  which  the  same  is  negotiated — which  money 
00  borrowed  shall,  on  first  being  duly  appropriated  therefor, 
be  applied  in  addition  to  whatever  money  may  be  in  the 
Treasury  unappropriated  to  the  defrayment  of  the  current 
expenses  of  the  State  for  the  first  fiscal  year,  commencing  on 
the  second  day  of  December,  A.  D.  1857,  and  for  the  indebt- 
edness of  the  State  already  accrued. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  loan  mentioned  in  section  first  of  this 
Act,  shall  be  made  upon  State  Bonds,  with  coupons  attached,  g^^^  tondi'to  \» 
issued  and  signed  by  the  Treasurer,  and  countersigned  by  iMue^i  thenfor 
the  Secretary  of  State,  which  bonds  shall  specify  the  rate  of 
interest,  and  time  when  the  principal  and  interest  shall  be 
paid,  and  each  bond  so  issued  shall  not  be  for  a  less  sum 
than  five  hundred  dollars,  and  shall  specify  therein  to  whom 
the  same  shall  be  made  payable. 

Sec.  3.  The  State  shall  annually,  in  addition  to  the  taxes 
levied  for  the  current  expenses  of  the  State,  levy  a  tax  suffi- 
cient to  pay  the  interest  of  the  loan  provided  for  in  this  Act.  '"^'**'**'^ 

Sec.  4.    There  shall  also  be  levied  the  annual  tax  of  twen- 
ty-seven thousand  seven  hundred  and  seventy-seven  dollars 
aid  seventy-seven  cents ,  to  bo  held  and  retained  as  a  sink-  Principal  tax 
ing  fund  with  which  to  cancel  the  bonds  mentioned  in  this 
Act,  at  the  time  the  same  shall  becomo  due. 

Sec.  6  The  tax  above  mentioned  in  Section  four  of  this 
Act,  shall  be  invested  annually  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  State 
of  Minnesota  in  United  States  and  Minnesota  St^te  stocks,  ^hncipAi^^'be'inp 
or  in  case  the  same  cannot  be  obtained  at  par  or  under,  thentesud 
in  other  State  stocks  on  which  the  interest  is  regularly  paid, 
which  stocks  shall  be  equal  to  six  per  cent,  stocks,  and  which 
be  shall  procure  at  as  low  rates  as  the  same  can  be  purchased 
which  stocks  shall  be  held  and  retained  by  the  Treasurer  un- 
til the  time  the  loan  mentioned  in  this  Act  shall  become  due, 
and  shall  then  be  disposed  of,  and  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of 
such  United  States  stocks  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  pay- 
ment of  the  loan  authorized  in  this  Act. 

Sec.  6.    That  whenever  the  interest  on  the  above  mention- 
ed bonds  shall  become  due,  the  same  shall  be  paid  by  tlie 
Treasurer  of  the  State,  upon  presentation  at  such  banking  ^^^•"'**^**' 
house  in  the  City  ot  New  York,  as  the  Treasurer  shall  desig- 
nate, of  the  coupons  for  the  interest  then  due. 

Sec.  1.  The  Treasurer  of  the  State  is  hereby  authorized, 
and  it  is  made  his  duty,  to  obtain  blank  bonds  with  suitable 
devices  to  prevent  counterfeiting,  and  of  such  material  as  he 
loay  deem  proper. 

Sec.  8.    The  credit  of  the  State  is  hereby  pledged  to  the 
payment  of  the  interest  and  principal  of  the  bonds  Die'^tioned  ^JJ^*  jjij^ 
in  this  Act,  as  the  same  may  become  due. 
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Sec.  9.    This  Act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

Fourth — The  amount  of  capital  necessary  to  construct  said 
road.  Such  statement  verified  by  the  affidavit  of  two  or 
more  of  the  persons  therein,  shall  be  acknowledged  before 
some  one  authorised  to  take  the  acknowledgment  of  deeds, 
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and  certified  by  the  Clerk  of  the  District  Court,  and  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  to  be  by  him  recorded  in 
a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  the  original,  or  copy  there- 
of, duly  certified  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  shall  be  evidence 
of  the  existence  of  such  company. 

Ssc.  2.    That  when  such  certificate  shall  have  been  filed

Every  compAnj  organized  under  this  Act,  shall 
be  required  to  erect,  at  all  points  where  their  road  shall  cross ^^^*^^  ' 
any  pablic  road,  at  a  sufficient  elevation  from  such  public |     '^ 
ro«d  to  admit  of  the  free  passage  of  vehicles  of  every  kind,  a 
sigD  with  large  and  distinct  letters  placed  thereon,  to  give 
notice  of  the  proximity  of  the  railroad,  and  warn  persons  of 
the  necessity  of  looking  out  for  the  cars;  and  any  company 
oef  iecting  or  refusing  to  erect  such  sign,  shall  be  liable  in

number  of  shares  of  capital  stock  in  the  new  corporation; 
the  amount  of  each  share,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  one 
hunted  dollars;  the  manner  of  converting  the  shares  of 
capital  stock  in  each  of  said  two  or  more  corporations  into 
shares  in  such  new  corporations;  the  manner  of  compensa* 
ting  stockholders  in  each  of  said  two  or  more  corporations, 
who  refuse  to  convert  their  stock  into  the  stock  of  such  new 
corporation;  with  such  otiier  details  as  they  shall  deem  ne- 
cessary to  perfect  such  consolidation  of  said  corporations; 
and  such  new  corporation  shall  possess  all  the  powerSy

hundred  dollars;  the  manner  of  converting  the  shares  of

terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  agreed  on  between  said 
companies  respectively;  or  any  two  or  more  railroad  com- 
panies whose  lines  are  so  connected  may  enter  into  any 
arrangement  for  their  common  benefit,  consistent  with  and 
calculated  to  promote  the  objects  for  which  they  were 
created;  Provided,  That  no  such  aid  shall  be  furnished,  nor 
any  purchase,  lease  or  arrang^ement  perfected,  until  a  meet- 
ing of  the  stockholders  of  each  of  said  c<»npanies  shall  have 
been  called  by  the  directors  thereof,  at  sucn  time  and  place, 
and  in  such  manner  as  they  shall  designate,  and  the  holders 
of  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  stock  of  such  company  repre- 
sented at  such  meeting,  in  person  or  by  proxy,  and  voting 
thereat  shall  have  assented  thereto.

SicnoN  1.  There  shall  be  established  under  the  direction 
ttid  saperrision  of  the  Board  of  Directors  hereinafter  speci- 
fied, an  institution  for  the  education  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  i^awirtimawt  of 
by  the  name  and  title  of  the  Minnesota  State  Institution  for  ^*^  in^titattoB 
the  Education  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb.  The  said  institution 
flhall  be  located  within  two  miles  of  the  Town  of  Faribault^ 
in  the  County  of  Rice,  Provided,  Said  town  or  county  shall 
donate  to  the  State  forty  acres  of  land  for  the  location,  use 
And  benefit  of  said  institution,  within  one  year  from  the 
passage  of  this  Act.

On  the  trial  of  every  action  in  which  a  town  will 
ooBip««wfiyof  be  a  party  or  interescted,  the  electors  and  inhabitants  of  such 
wi^^'wS^  town,  shsdl  be  competent  witnesses  and  jurors,  except  that 
wvamMB^n^  in  suits  and  proceedings  by  and  against  towns,  no  iDhabi- 
i««n  tant  of  either  town  shall  be  a  juror. 

Seo.  6.  Any  action  in  favor  of  a  town,  which  if  brought 
by  an  individual,  could  be  prosecuted  before  a  Justice  of  the- 
siriitbytmbe-  Peaco,  maybe  prosecuted  in  such  town  in  like  manner  before 
ftnjoattoeff  tiM  ^^j  ^^^  Jurticcs;  but  no  action  to  recover  shall  be  brought 
before  any  of  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  residing  in  the 
town  for  ihe  benefit  of  which  the  same  is  prosecuted,  but  all 
such  actions  may  be  brought  before  any  one  of  the  Justices 
of  the  Peace  residing  in  any  other  town  in  the  same  county. 
Sec  7.  Whenever  any  action  shall  be  brought  to  re* 
cover  a  penalty  imposed  for  any  trespass  committed  on  the

they  may  be  formed  into  a  battalion,  under  the  command  of

The  several  yolunteer  companies  of  cavalry, 
artillery,  infantry,  light-infantry  and  riflemen  in  each  brigade, 
shall  be  numbered  by  the  proper  commandant  of  brigade,  andv»imm»8m 
a  record  made  of  such  members  in  his  office,  and  in  the  Adju-JJJ^J^-J^;"^ 

tant-Oeneral's  office,  and  when  they  exist  in  sufficient  num-« ^     ^^

pany. 
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Sec.  12.    Whenever  there  are  not  less  than  three  nor* 
more  than  six  volunteer  or  independent  companies  of  in- 
2lJ2^^dw5^^*^*^'  light-infantry,  or  rifle  of  any  one  description  within 
■MBis  the  bounds  of  any  brigade,  the  commandant  thereof  may  ch:- 

ganize  such  companies  into  a  battalion  under  the  ccHumand 
of  a  Lieutenant-Colonel  and  Major  with  all  the  staff  officers 
necessary  to  a  regiment,  or  battalion,  as  provided  for  by  this 
Act,  Provided,  also.  That  whenever  there  are  over  five  and 
under  eleven  companies  of  any  one  description  as  above  pro- 
vided, within  the  bounds  of  any  brigade^  the  commandant 
shall  organize  the  same  into  a  full  regiment,  commanded  by 
oncOolonel,  Lieutenant-Colonel  and  Major,  and  a  full  staff,  and

OFYICEBS  TO   MAKB!  RETUUKS — WBBM   AHn.*  WHAT  TO    BE    JIETUBNED. 

That  every  commandant  of  any  volunteer  inde 
pendent  company  shall  make  a  return  of  aU  non-commissioned 
officers,  musicians  and  privates  under  his  command  belonging 
to  his  company ;  and  all  the  arms  and  accoutrements  belonging 
offlcwwrf^inn- tkoreto,  to  the  commandant  of  his  regiment,  squadron  or 
tondto^rai  battalion  ;  but  if  his  company  does  not  form  a  part  of  any 
oftiMirMiBvaiiy  regiment^  squadron,  or  battalion^  then  he  shall  make  return 
to  the  commandant  of  his  brigade,  but  in  either  case  shall 
make  his  return  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  August  in  each 
year  ;  and  the  commandants  of  each  and  every  regiment, 
squadron,  or  battalion  shall  make  return  to  the  commandants 
of  brigades  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  September  annually; 
and  the  conmiandants  of  brigades  shall  return  to  command- 
ants of  divisions,  on  or  before  the  first  of  October  annually; 
and  the  conmiandants  of  divisions  to  the  Adjutant-General  on 
or  before  the  first  day  of  November  in  each  year.  All  com*

Sec.  16.     That  all  military  commissions  issued,  except  the

commissioned  and  staff  officer,  except  chaplains,  shall  uni- 
form themselves  within  four  months  from  the  date  of  his  or 
their  commissions,  and  every  non-commissioned  staff  officer 
shall  uniform  himself  within  four  months  from  the  date  of  his 
appointment,  and  every  member  of  any  volunteer  company  or 
independent  company,  shall  uniform  himself  within  four 
months  from  the  date  of  the  organization  of  such  company, 
or  from  the  date  when  he  attached  himself  to  such  company.. 

MAJOR  GENERALS  MAY  OBOANIZS  COMPANIES.

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'  tlionir,  duly  certified  hj  the  Refgwrtcr  of  Deeds  of  the  county,  or  hy  ffie 
banl  OomptroUer,  may  hie  used  m  evidence  in  all  Oourtg  for  or  againat 
any  such  hank,  or  any  person  or  persons  fur  or  against  whom  any  sudi 
evidence  may  he  necessary,  whether  on  civil  or  criminal  trial 

Sac.  Id.  Such  person  or  association  of  persons  shall  have  power  to 
carry  on  the  business  of  banking* 'by  discounting  bills,  notes  and  otter 
eridences  of  debt,  by  receiving  deposits,  by  buying  and  seUing  gold  and 
silver  bullion,  foreign  corn,  and  foreign  and  inland  bills  of  exchange,  \n 
loaning  money  on  real  and  personal  securities,  and  by  exercising  suA 
incidental  powers  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  on  such  business;  may 
choose  one  of  their  number  as  President,  and  appoint  a  Cashier,  and 
such  other  oflScers  as  their  business  may  require,  and  to  remove  buA 
President,  Cashier,  ofiBcers  and  agents  at  pleasure  and  appoint  others  in 
their  place ;  but  no  such  association  or  banker  shall  commence  the  busi- 
ness of  banking  under  this  Act  until  such  association  or  banker  shall 
have  deposited  with  the  Bank  Comptroller  the  securities  required  by  this 
Act,  to  the  amount  of  at  least  twenty-five  thousand  dollars. 

Sac.  14.  The  shares  in  such  bank  shall  be  deemed  personal  property, 
and  shall  be  transferrable  on  the  books  of  the  bank  in  such  manner  as 
may  be  agreed  upon  in  the  articles  organizing  such  bank,  and  every  pe^ 
son  becoming  a  stockholder  therein  shall,  in  proportion  to  his  tntei^flft^ 
succeed  to  all  the  rights  and  l)e  subject  to  all  the  liabilities  of  prier 
shareholder  or  shareholders.

But  the  maker  er 
makers  of  such  note  or  notes,  shall  not  be  liable  for  the  expense  of  so 
protesting  the  same,  unless  on  such  demand  and  refusal  so  to  redeem  tlito 
same,  he  or  they  shall  refuse  to  waive  protest,  and  notice  of  prcHeat 
thereon,  and  such  waver  of  protest  shall  in  all  cases  be  deemed  equiva-

Qsnal  place  of  business  of  such  association  or  bankers,  damages  for  nofl^ 
payment  thereof,  in  lieu  of  interest  at  and  after  the  rate  of  twelve  per  cent. 
per  annum  from  the  time  of  such  refusal  until  the  payment  of  such  e^- 
dence  of  debt,  and  damages  thereon.  ' 

Sec.  n.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  Comptroller  or  his  deputy,  to 
countersign  bills  or  notes  for  any  association  or  banker,  to  an  amount  ila 
the  aggregate  exceeding  the  securities  «it  their  value,  as  before  provided 
in  this  Aict,  deposited  with  him  in  trust  by  such  association  or  bankcif, 
or  to  use  or  dispose  of  such  securities  in  any  nianner  other  than  provide

Fourth — Such  as  it  shall  acquire  by  sale  on  execution  or  decree  of  any 
Court  in  its  favor.  The  said  bank  shall  not  purchase,  hold  or  convey  real 
:estate  in  any  other  case,  or  for  any  other  purpose  whatever,  and  all  con- 
Teyances  of  such  real  estate  shall  be  made  to  the  corporation,  and  which 
real  estate  the  President  and  Cashier  may  sell,  assign,  grant,  or  conv^ 
mnder  the  direction  of  the  association  free  from  any  claim  thereon,  in 
favor  of  or  against  the  shareholders,  or  any  person  claiming  under  them. 

Skc.  21.  The  President  and  Cashier  of  every  bank  formed  pursuant  to 
£he  provisions  of  this  Act,  shall  at  all  times  keep  a  true  and  correct  list 
.of  the  names  of  all  the  shareholders  of  such  bank,  with  the  amonot  of 
stock  held  by  each,  the  time  of  transfer,  and  to  whom  transferred,  and 
«hall  file  a  copy  of  such  list  in  the  ofiSce  of  the  Register  of  Deeds  of  the 
county  wherein  such  bank  may  be  located,  and  also  in  the  ofScc  of  the 
Bank  Comptroller,  on  the  first  Monday  in  January  and  July  in  each  year, 
and  the  stockholders  in  each  bank  shall  be  individually  liable  in  an 
amount  equal  to  double  the  amount  of  stock  owned  by  them  for  all  the 
debts  of  such  bank,  and  such  individual  liability  shall  continue  for  one 

Jear  after  any  transfer  or  sale  of  stock  by  any  stockholder  or  stock- 
olders 

Sec.  22.  In  the  event  of  the  insolvency  of  any  bank  established  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Act,  the  bill  holders  thereof  shall  be  entitled  to 
preference  in  payment  over  all  other  creditors  of  such  bank. 

Sec  23.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  bank  formed  under  the  pro- 
vision of  this  Act,  to  make  any  of  its  bills  or  notes  to  be  put  in  circulation 
as  money,  payable  at  any  other  place  than  the  office  where  the  business 
of  the  bank  is  carried  on  and  conducted,  nor  to  issue  or  procure  the  issne 
{Of  the  same  at  any  other  place  ;  and  said  bills  or  notes  shall  be  nuade 
.payable  on  demand  and  without  interest 

Sec  24.  When  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  bank  desirous  of  relinquish- 
ing the  banking  business  shall  have  redeemed  at  least  ninety  per  cent  of 
their  circulating  notes,  and  shall  have  returned  cancelled  the  said  notei 
to  the  Comptroller,  and  shall  produce  [to]  the  Comptroller  a  certificate  of 
deposit  to  his  credit  in  such  bank  as  he  shall  approve,  to  an  equal  amount 
with  the  circulating  notes  of  such  bank  unredeemed,  in  shall  be  lawful 
for  him  to  receive  the  same  and  give  up  all  the  securities  heretofore 
deposited  by  such  banking  association  or  banker  for  the  redemption  of 
circulating  notes  issued. 

Sec.  25.    Such  banking  association  oi^  banker  after  having  complied

ARTICLE  I. 

m 

SicnoN  1.  The  County  CommiBsioners  of  each  Coanty  shall,  oa  or  before 

Toeflday,  the  6th  day  of  April,  A.  D.  1858,  proceed  to  divide  such  Ooan^ 

into  towns  by  making  as  many  towns  as  there  are  townships,  according' 

to  6o7erninent  survey.    Fractions  of  townships,  or  whole  townships,  or ' 

either  of  them,  may  be  attached  to  an  adjoining  town,  or  may  be  divided 

between  two  or  more  towns,  for  the  time  being,  according  to  the  wishes 

of  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters  to  be  affected  thereby;  and  when  rivers 

or  creeku  so  divide  a  township  as  to  be  inconvenient  for  doing  towB 

bi23ioe»,  the  fraction  so  formed  may  be  disposed  of  as  other  fractions  : 

and  any  township  having  two  or  more  villages  or  cities,  may  be  divided 

•for  township  purposes,  whenever  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters  of  any 

^lageorcity  shall  petition  the  County  Commissioners  for  such  division; 

»d  whenever  the  County  Commissioners  are  so  petitioned,  they  shall 

.FTOceed  to  divide  such  township  in  such  manner  as  will  best  suit  the  coo- ' 

venience  of  the  people. 

Skc.  2.    Towns  shall  be  named  in  accordance  with  the  expressed  wish ' 
of  a  plurality  of  the  inhabitants  thereof. 

Sec.  3.  The  County  Commissioners  shall  cause  a  record  of  their  pro* 
eeedings  to  be  made  by  their  Clerk,  on  or  before  the  19th  day  of  April 
next  succeeding,  giving  the  names  and  bounds  of  each  town,  and  the

Before  the  electors  shall  proceed  to  elect  any  town  officer^ 
proclamation  shall  be  made  of  the  opening  of  the  polls,  by  the  presiding 
officer,  and  proclamation  shall,  in  like  manner  be  made  of  each  adjourn- 
ment and  of  the  opening  and  closing  of  the  polls,  until  the  election  is 
ended.

The  neglect  or  refusal  of  any  Collector,  Constable  or  other 
town  or  county  officer,  who  shall  have  collected  or  received  any  siuns  of 
money  in  his  capacity  as  such  officer,  to  pay  over  such  money  or  any  pvt 
thereof,  to  the  person  or  persons  to  whom  such  money  shall  be  due  or

The  Chairman  of  the  Supervisors  of  each  town  shall  attend 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  County  Board  of  Supervisors  and  at  every  ad- 
journed meeting  or  special  meeting  of  said  board,  of  which  he  shall  have 
BOtice,  he  shafl  receive  all  accounts  which  may  be  presented  to  him 
against  the  town,  aad  shall  lay  them  before  the  Board  of  Town  Auditors 
at  or  before  their  annual  meeting.  He  shdl  lay  before  the  Board  of  Su- 
pervisors such  copies  of  entries  concerning  moneys  voted  to  be  raised  in 
nii  town,  as  shall  be  delivered  to  him  by  t£e  Town  Clerk.

<!ii8tody  of  all  records,  books  and  papers  of  the  town,  and  he  shall  duly 
file  all  certificates  of  oaths  and  other  papers  required  by  law  to  be  filed 
hi  hia  office. 

Sic.  2.  He  shall  transcribe  in  the  book  of  records  of  his  town,  the 
Kunutes  of  the  proceedings  of  every  town  meeting  held  therein,  and  he 
^  enter  in  his  bodk  every  order  or  direction  ana  all  rules  and  regular 
tionamade  by  any  town  meeting. 

Ssc  3.  He  shall  deliver  to  the  Chairman  of  Supervisors,  before  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Boai:d  of  Supervi9or8  of  the  county,  in«each  year, 
<iMfied  copies  of  all  entries  of  votes  for  raisincp  money,  a{^  tfaet  last 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  County  Supervisors  and  recordeojMa  the  iqyifu 
lecords. 
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Sec.  4.  The  Town  Clerk,  immediately  after  the  election  or  appoiBtment 
of  any  Justice  of  the  Peace,  or  the  qualifying  of  any  Oonstablea  elected 
or  appointed  in  their  respective  towns,  shall  return  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
County  Board  of  their  respective  counties,  the  warrants  of  said  Justices 
or  Constables. 

Skc.  5.  Copies  of  all  papers  duly  filed  in  the  oflBce  of  the  Town  Cleik, 
and  transcripts  from  the  book  of  records  certified  by  him,  shall  be  evi- 
dence in  all  Courts  in  like  manner  as  if  the  originals  were  produced. 

ARTICLE  IIL 

Sec.  1.  In  each  town,  the  Town  Clerk  and  Justices,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Auditors  to  examine  the  accounts  of  tiie 
Overseer  of  the  Poor  or  Supervisors  of  such  town,  for  moneys  received 
and  disbursed  by  them. 

Sec.  2«  The  Board  of  Auditors  of  the  town  accounts,  shall  meet  for  the 
purpose  of  examining  the  same  annually  on  the  Tuesday  preceding  the 
annual  town  meeting. 

Sec.  8.  The  accounts  so  audited  shall  be  delivered,  with  the  certificate 
of  the  Auditors  to  the  Town  Clerk,  to  be  by  him  kept  on  file  for  the  i»- 
spection  of  any  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town.  They  shall  also  be  pro- 
duced by  the  Town  Clerk  at  the  next  annual  meeting,  and  shall  be  there 
read  by  him. 

Sec  4.  The  Board  of  Auditors  shall,  at  the  same  time  and  place  as  ia 
section  two,  examine  and  audit  all  charges  and  claims  against  their  re* 
spective  towns,  and  the  compensation  of  all  town  officers,  except  the 
Chairman  of  the  Supervisors  for  county  services. 

Sec  5.  The  said  Board  shall  make  a  certificate  to  be  signed  by  a  ma- 
jority of  said  Board,  specifying  the  nature  of  the  claim  or  demand  and  to 
whom  the  amount  is  allowed,  and  shall  cause  said  certificate  to  be  deliv- 
ered to  the  Town  Clerk,  to  be  by  him  kept  on  file  for  the  inspection  of  any 
of  the  inhabitants  of  said  town,  and  the  aggregate  amount  shall  be  deliv- 
ered to  the  Chairman  of  the  Supervisors,  to  be  by  him  laid  before  the 
Board  of  County  Supervisors  at  their  annual  meeting.  The  Board  of 
County  Supervisors  shall  cause  said  amount  to  be  levied  on  the  property 
of  said  town,  and  collected  as  other  taxes  are  levied  and  collected.  The 
claims  and  compensation  so  audited  and  allowed,  shall  be  read  to  the 
electors  at  the  next  annual  town  meeting,  as  directed  in  section  three. 

Sec.  6.    The  following  officers  shall  receive  compensation  at  the  fol- 
lowing  rates,  for  each  day  necessarily  devoted  by  them  to  the  duties  of 
their  respective  offices,  viz:  The  Town  Clerk,  Assessors,  Overseers  of  fbe 
Poo|:  and  Supervisors,  shall  receive  two  dollars  per  day  when  attending^ 
to  business  out  of  town,  and  one  dollar  per  day  for  business  in  town; 
Provided,  That  the  Town  Clerk  shall  be  paid  fees  for  the  following  and 
not  a  per  diem:  For  serving  notices  of  election  upon  town  officers  as  re- 
quired by  law,  twenty-five  cents  each;  for  filing  any  paper  required  by 
nrw  to  be  filed  in  his  office,  fifteen  cents  each;  for  posting  up  notices 
required  by  l€tw,  twenty-five  cents  each ;  for  reeoraing  any  order  or 
inArument  of  writing  authorized  by  law,  ten  cents  for  each  hundred 
words,  to  lie  paid  by  the  town;  for  copying  any  record  in  his  office  and 
certifyin^^e  same,  ten  cents  for  each  hundred  words,  to  be  paid  by  tke 
person  appVfing  for  the  same. 
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ARTICLE  IV. 

Sic.  I.  The  following  shall  he  deemed  town  charges,  viz:  The  com- 
pensatioD  of  town  officers  for  their  services;  contingent  expenses  neces- 
sarily incurred  for  the  benefit  of  the  town;  the  money  authorized  to  be 
raised  by  the  vote  of  a  town  meeting  for  anj  town  purposes;  and  every 
sum  directed  by  law  to  be  raised  for  any  town  purpose. 

Sec.  2.  The  moneys  necessary  to  defray  the  town  charges  of  each 
town  shall  be  levied  on  the  taxable  property  in  such  town,  in  the  manner 
in  which  other  moneys  are  raised  for  State  and  county  purposes,  and  shall 
be  collected  by  the  Town  Collector  and  paid  over  by  him  to  the  Chairma& 
•f  the  Supervisors. 

Sic.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  person  going  out  of  office  to  de- 
hVer  upon  oath,  to  his  successor,  all  the  records,  books,  or  papers  in  his 
possession  or  control,  belonging  to  the  office  held  by  him.  It  shall  bo  the 
daty  of  any  officer  so  going  out  of  office,  to  pay  over  to  such  successor 
the  balance  of  any  moneys  remaining  in  his  hands,  as  ascertained  by  the 
Auditors. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Sec.  1.    Each  county,  as  a  body  corporate,  has  capacity, 

Ftrst-^To  sue  and  be  sued  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law; 

Seamd — To  purchase  and  hold  lauds  within  its  own  limits,  and  for  the 
Me  of  said  county; 

JUrd — To  make  such  contracts  and  to  purchase  and  hold  such  personal 
property  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  exercise  of  its  corporate  or  admin- 
istrative powers ; 

Fourth — ^To  make  such  orders  for  the  disposition,  regulation  or  use  of 
its  corporate  property  as  may  be  deemed  conducive  to  the  interest  of  its 
iohabitants. 

Sec.  2.  No  county  shall  possess  or  exercise  any  corporate  powers  ex- 
cept sach  as  are  enumerated  in  this  Act,  or  shall  be  specially  given  by 
Iaw,  or  shall  be  necessary  to  the  exercise  of  the  p.owers  so  enumerated  or 
given. 

ARTICLE  VL 

Sechon  1.  The  chairmen  of  the  Supervisors  of  the  several  towns  shall 
tteet  annually,  at  the  county -seat,  on  the  second  Monday  of  September,  in 
their  respective  counties,  for  the  dispatch  of  business,  as  a  Board  of  County 
Sopervisors.  They  may  also  hold  special  meetings  at  such  times  and 
places  as  they  may  think  expedient,  and  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  from 
time  to  time  as  they  may  deem  necessary. 

Sec,  2.  The  Board  of  County  Supervisors,  at  their  first  meeting  in  each 
year,  shall  organize  by  choosing  one  of  their  number  as  chairman,  who  shall 
preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  during  the  year.  In  case  of  his  ab- 
Knce  at  any  meeting,  the  members  present  shall  choose  one  of  their  num- 
ber as  temporary  chairman. 

Sec.  3.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  each  county  shall  have  power,  at 
their  annual  meetings,  or  at  anv  other  meeting, 

First — ^To  make  all  such  orders  concerning  the  corporate  property  of 
the  County  as  they  may  deem  expedient ; 
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Second — To  audit  all  accounts  against  such  County,  and  to  direct  the 
raising  of  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  the  same ; 

Third — ^To  audit  such  accounts  of  town  ofScers,  and  other  poaons, 
against  their  respective  towns  as  are  not  otherwise,  by  law,  provided  for, 
and  to  direct  the  raising  of  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  the 
same  ; 

Fourth — ^To  appropriate  funds  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  bridges  and 
roads  in  any  part  of  the  County,  whenever  a  majority  of  the  whole  Bond 
may  deem  it  proper  and  expedient ; 

Fifth — ^To  perform  all  other  duties  not  inconsistent  with  this  Act,  which 
may  be  required  of  or  enjoined  on  them  by  law. 

Sec.  4t,  A  majority  of  the  Supervisors  of  any  County  shall  conslitirte 
a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  ;  and  all  questions  which  shall 
arise  shall  be  determined  by  a  majority  of  the  members  present,  except 
in  cases  otherwise  provided,  and  all  their  meetings  shall  be  open  to  tk 
public. 

Sec.  5.  The  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  have^  power  io 
administer  oaths  to  any  persons,  concerning  any  matter  submitted  to  the 
Board,  or  connected  with  their  powers  and  duties. 

Ssc.  6.  The  Register  of  Deeds  shall  be  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Goiu^ 
Supervisors,  and  whose  general  duty  shall  be  : 

First — ^To  record  in  a  book  for  that  purpose  all  the  proceedings  of  Uie 
Board ; 

Second — To  make  regular  entries  of  all  the  resolutions  or  decisions  on 
all  questions  concerning  the  raising  or  payment  of  moneys,  or  for  regula- 
ting affairs  under  their  control ; 

TTdrd — ^To  record  the  vote  of  the  members  on  any  question  submitted 
to  the  Board,  if  required  by  any  member,  and  to  file  and  preserve  all  ac- 
counts voted  upon  by  the  Board. 

Sec  T.  The  Clerk  shall  receive  a  compensation  of  two  dollars  perdaj 
for  his  services,  during  the  session  of  said  Board. 

Sec  8.  The  books,  records  and  accounts  of  the  Board  shall  be  depos- 
ited with  the  Clerk,  and  shall  be  open  without  reward  to  the  ezamination 
of  any  inhabitant  of  the  County. 

Sec.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  designate  in  every  accoa&t 
the  sum  audited  and  allowed  on  such  account  by  the  Board,  and  the  charges 
for  which  the  same  was  allowed  ;  he  shall  deliver  to  any  person  who  maj 
demand  it  a  copy  of  any  account  on  file  in  his  office,  on  receiving  from 
such  person  ten  cents  for  each  hundred  words  contained  in  such  copy. 

Sec.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  several  Boards  to  cause  to  be  bailt 
in  their  respective  Counties  a  Court  House  and  Jail,  or  repair  the  same 
when  two-thirds  of  the  whole  Board  shall  deem  it  expedient,  at  the  ex- 
pense of  such  County. 

Sec  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  take  charge 
of  the  poor  of  their  respective  Counties,  and  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  of 
the  several  towns  shall  be  accountable  to,  and  their  compensation  shall 
be  audited  by  the  Board  and  paid  by  the  County, 

Sio  12.  Each  member  of  the  Board  of  County  Supervisors  shall  be  al- 
lowed a  compensation  for  his  services  in  attending  the  meetings  of  the 
Board,  or  attending  to  any  other  business  for  the  benefit  of  the  County, 
At  the  rate  of  two  dollars  per  day,  and  mileage  at  the  rate  of  ten  cents 
per  mile,  to  be  audited  by  the  Board  and  paid  by  the  County. 
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Skc.  13.  If  any  Supervisors  shall  wilfully  refuse  or  neglect  to  perform 
aoj  of  the  doties  required  of  him  by  law  as  a  memJber  of  the  Boan*d,  he 
jhali,  for  every  such  offence,  forfeit  the  sum  of  ten  dollars. 

ARTICLE  VIL 

SvrnoK  1.  Every  person  elected  or  appointed  to  the  office  of  County 
Treasarer,  shall,  within  ten  days  after  he  is  notified  of  his  election  or  ap- 
pointmeD^  file  in  the  office  of  the  Register  of  Deeds  a  written  notice  of 
nis  acceptance  of  the  office.  It  shall  then  be  his  duty  to  receive  all  mo- 
neys belonging  to  the  Connty,  from  whatever  source  they  may  be  derived, 
and  ill  moneys  belonging  to  the  State,  which  are  directed  by  law  to  be 
paid  to  him,  and  to  pay  and  apply  such  moneys  in  the  manner  required  by 
law.  He  shall  keep  a  just  and  true  aoeount  of  all  moneys  received  by 
bh&,  in  a  book  for  that  purpose. 

Sic.  2.  The  County  Treasurer  shall  have  the  same  power  to  collect 
the  taxes  charged  against  the  lands  or  town  lots  of  delinquents  or  non- 
residenta,  and  to  make  a  sale  thereof,  as  is  now  vested  in  the  Sheriff,  or 
Collector,  or  Register  of  Deeds  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  and  shall 
aooonnt  for  and  pay  over  the  State  tax  in  like  manner,  and  at  the  same 
time  that  the  County  Collectors  or  Register  of  Deeds  are  required  to  pay 
over  said  tax,  and  he  shall  within  twenty  days  after  having  completed 
the  collection  of  the  delinquent  tax,  deposit  the  assessment  rolls  or  tax 
hooks  returned  by  the  Town  Collectors,  in  the  office  of  the  County  Clerk. 

Sk.  3.  At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  County  Board  of  Supervisors,  or 
atsQch  other  times  as  they  shall  direct^  the  County  Treasurer  shall  ex- 
hibit to  them  all  his  books,  and  accounts  and  all  vouchers  relating  to  the 
Mffie,  to  be  credited  or  allowed. 

^.  4.    Upon  the  death,  resignation  or  removal  from,  office  of  any 

^kmty  Treasurer,  all  the  books  and  papers  belonging  to  his  office,  shall 

he  delivered  to  his  successor,  on  oath,  that  all  has  been  so  delivered,  or 

iacaee  of  his  death,  on  the  oatii  of  his  executors  or  administrators.    In 

ttte  such  Treasurer  shall  have  left  the  County,  any  one  having  charge  of 

the  books  or  papers  belonging  to  said  office  shall  deliver  them  up,  and  oa 

^th,  if  required.    And  if  any  person  whose  duty  it  is  to  deliver  up  said 

hooks  and  papers  as  aforesaid,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  do  so  when  law- 

wUy  required,  shall  forfeit  to  tiie  use  of  said  County  the  sum  of  one 

thooaand  dollars,  or  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  till  such  delivery  is 
fluida 

Sic.  5.  The  County  Treasurer  shall  be  allowed  two  per  cent  on  the 
State  tax  received  and  paid  into  the  State  treasury,  and  shall  be  allowed 
^^  per  cent  for  receiving  the  county  tax,  and  one  per  cent  for  paying 
<^t  the  same,  except  that  he  shall  not  be  allowed  any  commission  for 
pacing  over  to  his  successor. 

Sbo.  6.  Whenever  ^ny  County  Treasurer  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  pay 
^^the  ceunty  revenue,  he  shall  be  subject  to  the  penalty  named  in 
^^^1  seventeen,  in  Article  on^  of  this  Act 

ARTICLE  yra. 

-SiG.  1.    Every  person  shall  be  assessed  in  the, town  where  he  resides 


't 
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for  all  lands  owned  by  him  in  such  town,  land  owned  by  a  person  lesi- 
ding  in  a  town  where  the  same  is  situated,  but  occupied  by  another  per- 
son,  may  be  assessed  to  the  owner  or  occupant,  at  the  election  of  the 
Assessor.  All  lands  owned  by  any  person  which  are  not  situated  in  the 
town  where  such  owner  may  reside,  shall  be  taxed  as  non-resident,  aa 
hereinafter  provided. 

Sio.  2.  Every  person  shall  be  assessed  in  the  town  where  he  reside^ 
where  the  assessment  is  made,  for  all  personal  estate  owned  by  him,  in* 
eluding  all  such  personal  estate  in  his  possession  or  under  his  conuol  as 
Trustee,  Guardian,  Executor  or  Administrator,  and  in  no  case  shall  pio{K 
erty  held  under  either  of  these  trusts,  be  assessed  to  any  other  person. 

Sec.  8.  The  real  estate  of  all  incorporated  companies  liable  to  taxar 
tion,  shall  be  assessed  in  the  town  where  the  same  shall  lie,  in  the  sune 
manner  as  the  real  estate  of  individuals.  All  the  capital  stock  of  anj 
incorporated  company  liable  to  taxation,  shall  be  assessed  in  the  town 
where  the  principal  office  of  said  company  is  located  or  business  trani- 
acted.  In  cases  of  toll  bridges ,  the  company  owning  such  bridge  shaQ 
be  assessed  in  the  town  where  the  tolls  are  collected.  The  horses  and 
stages  of  stage  companies  shall  be  taxed  in  the  town  where  they  aie 
usually  kept. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Ssc.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  of  the  County  Board  in  each 
county,  to  procure  or  prepare  in  conformity  with  the  instructions  he  may 
from  time  to  time  receive  from  the  State  Auditor,  blanks  or  books  prop- 
erly  ruled,  with  suitable  heading,  for  the  use  of  the  Assessors  of  tbe 
several  towna  in  his  county,  a  suitable  number  of  which  shall  always 
be  ready  for  the  Assessors  throughout  the  county,  and  each  Asseasor 
shall  be  supplied  with  the  same  before  the  first  day  of  June  in  each  year. 
The  expense  of  purchasing  the  same  shall  be  audited  by  the  County  Board 
and  paid  by  the  county.  He  shall  also  present  each  Assessor  with  a  list 
of  all  taxable  lands  within  their  respective  towns  that  have  not  been  be- 
fore furnished. 

Sec.  2.  Between  the  first  days  of  June  and  July  in  each  year,  the  Aa- 
sessor  shall  proceed  to  ascertain,  by  diligent  inquiry,  the  names  of  all  tha 
taxable  inhabitants  in  his  town,  and  also  the  taxable  property,  real  or 
personal,  within  the  same,  and  he  shall  set  down  in  separate  columna  as 
headed,  the  number  or  quantity  and  value  of  each  article  or  taxable  prop- 
erty, according  to  the  best  of  his  information  and  judgmCTd 

Sec.  8.  The  Assessor  shall  complete  the  assessment  on  or  before  the 
first  Tuesday  in  July  in  each  year,  and  shall  on  that  day  meet  with  the 
Town  Clerk  and  Chairman  of  Supervisors  at  the  office  of  the  Town  (Serk, 
and  on  the  application  of  any  person  aggrieved,  they  shall  review  the 
assessment,  and  if  the  Board,  or  a  majoritrf  of  them,  think  it  advisable, 
they  may  reduce  the  assessment  of  such  person,  and  in  such  case  the  i^ 
sessor  shall  correct  his  list. 

Ssc.  4.  After  the  assessment  roll  is  corrected,  according  to  Secti(» 
Three  of  this  Article,  the  Assessor  shall  attach  thereto  and  sign  a  certfi- 
cate  in  the  following  form  : 

"I  hereby  certify,  that  I  have  set  down  in  the  above  assessment  roll^ 
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all  the  real  aad  personal  estate  situated  in  the  town  (or  district,  as  the 
case  may  be^)  according  to  my  best  information,  and  titat  I  have  estima- 
ted the  true  Falue  thereof,  according  to  the  best  of  my  judgment  and 
belief  » 

Sia  5.  The  Assessors^  in  the  execution  of  theii*  duties,  shall  use  forms 
md  pnrsue  the  instructions  which  shall  from  time  to  time  be  transmitted 
to  tbem  by  the  State  Auditor  or  Clerk  of  the  County  Board. 

Sic.  6.  In  assessing  lands  and  town  lots,  the  Assessor  shall  assess 
each  lot  and  each  section,  and  so  far  as  practicable,  each  government 
nbdiTision  of  a  section  by  itself,  and  shall  return  the  assessment  roll, 
•ertified,  to  the  Clerk  of  the  County  Supervisors,  on  or  before  the  first  day 
•f  September  in  each  year. 

Sia  7.  The  Clerk,  upon  the  receipt  of  the  several  assessment  rolls, 
shall  carefully  compare  the  same  with  the  list  of  taxable  lands  on  file  in 
his  office,  correcting  all  errors  that  he  may  discover,  and  add  to  the  roll 
•f  the  proper  town  the  name  of  the  purchaser  and  the  description  of  all 
such  lands  as  have  been  omitted  by  the  Assessor,  which  are  liable  to  tax- 
ation. He  shall  then  make  a  fair  copy  of  the  several  assessment  rolls  ; 
which  copy,  with  the  original,  shall  be  laid  before  the  County  Board  at 
their  annual  meeting  in  each  year  ;  for  which  service  the  Clerk  shall  be 
allowed  three  cents  for  each  tract  of  land  and  one  cent  for  each  person's 
lame,  and  valuation  of  personal  property  contained  in  said  rolls. 

Sec.  8.  If  any  assessor  shall  wilfully  neglect  or  refuse  to  perform  any 
ef  the  duties  required  of  him  by  this  Act,  he  shall  forfeit  to  the  county 
the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Sic.  1.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  each  county,  at  their  annual 
meeting,  shall  examine  the  assessment  rolls  of  the  several  towns  in  their 
tonnty,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  the  valuations  in  one 
town  or  district,  bear  a  just  relation  to  all  the  towns  or  districts  in  the 
county,  and  they  may  increase  or  diminish  the  aggregate  valuation  of 
^l  estate  in  any  town  or  district,  by  adding  or  deducting  such  sums 
tt  may,  in  their  opinion,  be  necessary  to  produce  a  just  relation  be- 
tween all  jthe  valuations  of  real  estate  in  the  county  ;  but  they  shall  in  no 
nutance  reduce  the  aggregate  valuations  of  all  the  towns  and  districts 
Mow  the  aggregate  valuation  thereof  as  made  by  the  Assessor.  They 
nay  make  such  alterations  in  the  descriptions  of  lands  of  non-residents 
as  they  shall  deem  necessary,  and  they  shall  assess  the  value  of  all  such 
unds  as  have  been  omitted  by  the  Assessor,  and  listed  by  the  Clerk,  and 
cause  the  same  to  be  placed  opposite  the  description  of  said  lands  in  a 
tolnom  for  that  purpose. 

Sic.  2.  They  shall,  at  their  annual  meeting,  fix  upon  a  certain  rate  on 
we  hundred  dollars,  to  be  levied  upon  the  taxable  property,  both  r^l  and 
penoaal,  in  their  respective  <sounties,  for  county  purposes,  which  they 
^all  cause  to  be  entered  on  their  recoid.  They  shall  carefully  cconpare 
the  copy  made  by  the  clerk,  with  the  original  assessment  roll ;  and  whea 
BO  compared  and  corrected,  they  shall  cause  the  taxes  to  be  extended  o^ 
the  copy.  They  shall  also  cause  to  be  indorsed  on  the  original  assessi 
Whi  roll  the  amount  per  cent,  levied  on  each  hundred  dollars  of  valua- 
41 
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tioxi;  as  ta^es  thereon,  under  the  hand  of  their  cbairman,  attested  bjtte 
clerk  and  the  seal  of  the  connl^  ;  which  roll  shaTl  remain  in  the  coonty 
clerk's  office  until  the  month  of  March  thereafter.  The  town  cl^k  ahaH 
call  on  the  county  clerk  during  the  month  of  March  in  each  year  for  said 
roll  of  the  previous  year  of  their  respective  towns,  which  rolls  they  sM. 
file  in  their  respective  oiBces  for  the  use  of  the  town. 

Sec.  3  They  shall  cause  to  be  estimated  and  set  down  in  a  separate 
column  for  that  purpose,  in  the  copied  assessment  roll  opposite  the  sev- 
eral sums  set  down  as  valuations  of  real  and  personal  estate,  the  respe& 
tive  sums  in  dollars  and  cents,  to  be  paid  as  a  tax  thereon.  They  shall 
also  cause  to  be  added  up  and  set  down,  the  aggregate  valuation  of  the 
real  and  personal  estate,  in  the  several  towns  and  districts  as  corrected 
by  them,  and  the  county  clerk  shall  transmit  to  the  State  Auditor,  by 
mail,  a  certificate  of  such  aggregate  valuation  showing  separately  the 
^ggvegKte  valuation  of  real  and  personal  estate,  and  the  amount  of  State 
and  county  tax. 

Ssc.  4.  The  board  of  county  supervisors  shal '  cause  the  copied  and 
corrected  assessment  roll  of  each  town  or  district  in  their  respective 
counties,  with  the  taxes  extended  thereon,  to  be  delivered  to  the  Collector 
of  such  town  or  district  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  November  in 
each  year. 

Sec.  5.  To  each  assessment  roll  so  delivered  to  a  collector,  a  warraat 
under  the  hand  and  seal  of  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  Supervisors,  at- 
tested by  the  county  clerk  shall  be  annexed,  commanding  such  collector 
to  collect  from  the  several  persons  named  in  the  assessment  roll,  the  sev« 
eral  sums  mentioned  in  the  last  column  of  such  roll  opposite  their  respeo* 
tive  names.  The  warrant  delivered  to  the  Collector  of  a  town  shall  direct 
the  collector,  out  of  the  moneys  to  be  collected,  after  deducting  the  com- 
pensation which  he  may  legally  be  entitled  to,  which  compensation  shall 
be  three  per  cent,  on  the  hundred  dollars  of  tax,  to  pay  over  to  the  chair* 
man  of  the  supervisors,  the  amount  of  tax  collected  for  the  support  of 
highways  and  bridges,  and  to  the  county  treasurer,  the  State  and  couih 
ty  tax  collected  by  them.  The  county  treasurer  shall  pay  over  to  the 
proper  officers  the  amount  of  tax  collected  by  them  on  delinquent  and  non- 
resident's estate. 

Sec.  6.  In  all  cases  the  warrant  shall  authorize  the  Collector,  in  case 
any  person  named  in  such  assessment  roll  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay 
*  his  tax,  to  levy  the  same  by  distress  and  sale  of  the  goods  and  chattels 
of  such  person,  and  it  shall  require  payment  therein  specified  to  be  made 
by  such  collector  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  February  next  ensuing,  in 
gold  or  silver  coin. 

Seo.  7.  The  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  Clerk,  as  soon 
as  the  assessment  rolls  have  been  deliverea  to  the  several  Collectors^ 
with  such  warrant  annexed,  shall  transmit  under  their  hands  and  seals  to 
the  Treasurer  of  the  county  an  account  thereof,  stating  the  names  of  the 
several  Collectors,  tiie  amount  they  are  respectively  to  collect^  the  put' 
poses  for  which  the  same  are  to  be  collected,  and  the  persons  to  whom, 
and  the  times  when  the  same  are  to  be  paid,  and  the  County  Treasurer  on 
receiving  such  accounts,  shall  charge  to  such  Collector  the  sunia  to  be 
coUectea  by  him.

ARTICLE  XL 

Sec.  1.  Every  Collector  on  receiving  the  tax  list  and  warrant,  shall 
proceed  to  collect  the  taxes  therein  named,  and  for  that  purpose  shall  call 
at  least  once  on  the  person  taxed,  or  at  his  or  her  place  of  residence,  and 
demand  payment  of  the  taxes  charged  to  him  on  his  property.  In  case 
^7  person  shall  refnse  or  neglect  to  pay  the  tax  imposed  on  him,  the  Col* 
lector  shall  levy  the  same  by  distress  and  sale  of  goods  and  chattels  of 
the  persons  who  ought  to  pay  the  same. 

Ssc.  2.  The  Collector  shall  give  public  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of 
sale,  and  of  the  property  to  be  sold,  at  least  ten  days  previous  to  the  sale, 
bj  advertisement,  to  be  posted  up  in  at  least  three  public  places  in  the 
town  where  such  sale  is  to  be  made.    The  sale  shall  be  by  public  auction. 

Sec.  3.  If  the  property  distrained  shall  be  sold  for  more  than  the 
tmopnt  of  taxes,  the  surplus  shall  be  returned  to  the  person  in  whose  pos- 
session such  property  was  when  the  distress  was  made. 

Sk.  4.  In  case  any  person  upon  whom  any  tax  shall  be  assessed, 
raider  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  in  any  town  or  district,  shall  have  re- 
moved out  of  such  town  or  district,  aftex  such  assessment  and  before  pay- 
ment of  such  tax,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Collector  of  the  town  where 
snch  tax  was  assessed,  to  levy  and  collect  such  tax  of  the  goods  and 
chattels  of  the  person  assessed,  in  any  town  or  district  in  this  State  to 
which  such  person  may  have  removed  or  in  which  he  may  reside^ 

Sec.  6.  Every  Collector  shall  pay  over  within  one  week  after  the  time 
mentioned  in  his  warrant  for  paying  the  moneys  directed  to  be  paid  to 
flie  town  officer  of  his  town,  and  to  the  County  Treasurer,  the  sums  re- 
quired in  such  warrant  to  be  paid  to  them  respectively,  retaining  the  com- 
pensation to  which  he  may  be  legally  entitled.  The  town  officers  to  whom 
any  moneys  shall  be  paid,  shall  deliver  to  the  Collector  duplicate  receipts 
therefore,  one  of  which  shall  be  filed  by  the  Collector  with  the  County 
Treasurer,  which  shall  be  to  the  credit  of  the  Collector,  and  no  other  evi- 
dence of  such  payment  shall  be  required  by  the  Treasurer. 

Sec.  6.  If  any  of  the  taxes  entered  in  his  tax  bill  shall  remain  unpaid 
&nd  the  Collector  shall  not  be  able  to  collect  the  same  in  the  time  required 
hy  his  warrant,  he  shall  then  deliver  to  the  County  Treasurer  his  tax 
hook,  and  a  list  of  such  taxes  due  and  unpaid,  and  on  making  oath  before 
the  County  Treasurer,  or  in  his  absence,  before  a  Justice  of  the  Peace, 
that  the  sums  named  in  said  list  remain  unpaid,  and  that  he  has  pot,  upon 
diligent  enquiry,  been  able  to  find  any  goods  or  chattels  belonging  to  the 

Grsons  liable  to  pay  such  taxes,  whereon  he  could  levy  the  same,  he  shall 
credited  by  the  Treasurer  the  amount  thereof,  and  the  Treasurer  shall 
give  the  Collector  a  receipt  therefor. 

Sic,  t.  If  any  person  chosen  or  appointed  to  the  office  of  Collector  of 
ttiy  town  or  district  shall  refuse  to  serve  or  shall  die  or  resign,  or  the 
office  becomes  vacated  in  any  other  way,  before  he  shall  have  entered 
on  or  completed  the  duties  of  his  office,  or  shall  be  in  any  way  disabled 
from  completing  the  same,  the  Chairman  of  Supervisors  and  Justices  of 
wch  town  or  district,  or  any  two  of  them,  shall  forthwith  appoint  a 
Collector  for  the  remainder  of  the  year,  who  shall  be  subject  to  like  penal* 
ties  and  have  the  same  powers  and  cooopensation  as  the  Collector  in 
whose  place  he  was  appointed,  and  the  Town  Clerk  shall  forthwith  give 
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notice  of  such  apppointment  to  the  County  Treasurer.  But  such  ai^dnt- 
ment  shall  not  relieve  the  former  CoUecter  from  any  liability  incared  bj 
him, 

Seo.  8.  If  any  warrant  shall  have  been  issued  as  by  law  provided,, 
prior  to  any  appointment  under  the  last  section,  the  original  warrant,  i 
it  can  be  obtained,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Collector  so  appoiated,  and 
shall  be  considered  as  giving  him  the  same  powers  as  if  originally  issued 
to  him.  But  if  such  warrant  cannot  be  obtained,  a  new  one  shall  be  made 
out  in  the  same  manner  as  the  original  was,  and  upon  every  such  ap- 
pointment, the  Chairman  of  the  Supervisors  of  such  town  may  extend  the 
time  for  collection,  not  e^^ceeding  thirty  days,  if  he  shall  think  it  neces- 
sary, of  which  extension  he  shall  forthwith  give  notice  to  the  County 
Treasurer,  "the  Collector  so  appointed  shall  keep  an  account  of  all  col- 
lections made  by  the  former  Collector,  so  far  as  he  can  ascertain  the  same^ 
and  when  any  one  shall  present  a  receipt  for  taxes  paid  to  the  former  Col- 
lector, he  shall  mark  against  the  amount  of  taxes  so  paid,  to  whom  paid, 
and  the  time  when  paid. 

Sbc.  9.  If  any  Collector  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  pay  over  the  suma 
required  by  his  warrant  to  the  proper  person,  or  account  for  the  same  as 
unpaid,  the  County  Treasurer  shall,  within  twenty  days  after  the  time 
when  such  payments  ought  to  have  been  made,  issue  a  warrant  under  his 
hand  and  seal,  directed  to  the  Sheriff  of  the  county,  commanding  him  to 
levy  such  sums  as  shall  remain  unpaid  and  unaccounted  for  by  such  Col- 
lector, of  the  goods  and  chattels,  lands  and  tenements  of  such  Collector, 
and  pay  the  same  to  the  County  Treasurer,  and  to  return  such  warrant 
within  forty  days  after  the  date  thereof ;  which  warrant  the  Treasurer 
shall  immediately  deliver  to  the  Sheriff  of  the  County. 

Sec.  10.  The  Sheriff  to  whom  such  warrant  is  directed  shall  imr 
mediately  cai^e  the  same  to  be  executed,  and  shall  make  return  thereof 
to  the  Treasurer,  within  the  time  specified,  and  shall  pay  to  him  the 
money  received  in  virtue  thereof,  deducting  therefrom  as  his  fees,  the 
same  compensation  as  the  Collector  would  have  been  entitled  to  retain. 
Such  part  of  the  moneys,  if  any,  as  ought  to  Ijiave  been  paid  by  the  Col- 
lector, to  the  town  officers,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  to  the  officers 
to  whom  the  Collector  was  directed  to  pay  the  same,  but  if  the  whole 
amount  of  moneys  due  from  the  Collector,  shall  not  be  collected  in  sadi 
warrant,  the  County  Treasurer  shall  first  retain  the  amount  which  ought 
to  have  been  paid  to  him  before  making  payment  to  the  town  officers. 

Sec  11.  If  the  whole  sum  due  from  said  Collector  shall  be  collected, 
the  Sheriff  shall  so  state  in  his  return  ;  but  If  part  only,  or  if  no  part  of 
such  sum  shall  be  collected,  the  Sheriff  shall  state  in  his  return,  the 
amount  levied,  if  any,  exclusive  of  his  fees,  and  shall  also  certify  that 
sach  Collector  has  no  goods  or  chattels,  lands,  or  tenements  in  his  countf, 
from  which  the  moneys,  or  the  residue  thereof,  as  the  case  may  be,  conld 
be  levied,  and  in  either  case  the  Treasurer  shall  immediately  give  notice 
to  the  Chairman  of  the  Supervisors  of  the  town  or  district  of  the  amonnt 
due  from  such  Collector,  and  the  Chairman  shall  immediately  proceed  to 
put  in  force  against  such  Collector ,  the  penalty  named  in  Section  sevea- 
teen  of  Article  one  of  this  AcL 

.  Sso.  12.    If  any  Sheriff  shall  n^glect  to  return  any  such  warrant,  or 
to  pay  the  money  QQ}]ept^4  ther^on^  within  the  time  limited  for  the  return 
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of  said  warrant,  or  ehall  make  any  false  return  thereon,  the  Coonty 
Treasurer  shall  forthwith  proceed  to  collect  the  whole  sum  directed  to  be 
levied  bj  such  warrant,  by  a  proper  suit  therefor  ;  aud  he  may  proceed 
in  the  first  instance  by  a  writ  of  attachment  against  the  goods  and  cahtF 
tels,  lands  and  tenements,  rights  and  credits  of  such  Sherin^  and  the  same 
proceeding  may  be  had  thereon  in  any  proper  Court  as  provided  by  law 
iQ  ordinary  cases  of  attachment.  In  case  the  Treasurer  shall  fail  to  col* 
lect  such  moneys  by  suit  or  attachment,  as  is  provided  in  the  next  pre- 
ceding Section,  he  shall  proceed  to  enforce  the  penalty  provided  for  such 
default  in  Section  seventeen  of  Article  one  of  this  Act. 

Sec.  13.  Upon  the  settlement  of  the  amount  of  taxes  directed  to  be 
collected  by  any  Collector  in  any  of  the  towns  or  districts  of  this  State, 
the  Comity  Treasurer  shall  give  to  such  Collector  a  certificate  of  the  se^ 
tiement,  which  shall  be  his  discharge  in  fulL 

ARTICLE  XII. 

Sic.  1.  The  Supervisors  in  the  several  towns  in  this  State  shall  have 
the  care  and  superintendence  of  Roads  and  Bridges  therein  ;  and  it  shall 
he  their  duty  to  give  directions  for  the  repairing  of  the  roads  and  bridges 
in  their  respective  towns  ;  to  regulate  the  roads  already  laid  out,  and  to 
alter  such  of  them  as  they  or  a  majority  of  them  shall  deem  proper,  as 
hereinafter  provided  ;  to  cause  the  roads  and  the  bridges  which  are  or 
may  be  erected  over  streams  intersecting  roads  to  be  kept  in  repair  ;  to 
divide  their  respective  towns  into  so  many  road  districts  as  they  shall 
deem  convenient,  by  writing,  under  their  hands,  to  be  lodged  with  the 
Town  Clerk,  and  by  him  to  be  entered  in  the  town  records — such  division 
to  be  made  annually  if  they  shall  think  it  necessary,  and  in  all  cases  to 
be  made  at  least  ten  days  before  the  annnal  town-meeting  ;  to  assign  to 
each  of  the  said  road  districts  such  of  the  inhabitants  liable  to  work  on 
highways  as  they  shall  think  proper,  having  such  regard  to  proximi^  of 
residence  as  may  be,  and  to  require  the  Overseers  of  Highways,  from 
time  to  time,  as  often  as  they  shall  deem  necessary,  to  warn  all  persons 
liable  to  work  on  roads  to  come  and  work  thereon,  with  such  tools, 
carriages,  cattle  or  teams  as  the  said  Overseers  or  either  of  them  shall 
direct 

Sec.  2.  The  Supervisors  of  each  town  shall  render  to  the  Board  of 
Town  Auditors,  at  their  annual  meeting  for  auditing  the  accounts  of  town 
officers,  an  account  in  writing,  stating  the  labor  assessed  and  performed 
in  such  town,  the  sums  received  by  such  Supervisors  for  fines  and  com- 
mntations,  and  all  other  moneys  received  under  this  Act ;  a  statement  of 
the  improvements  necessary  to  be  made  on  the  roads  aud  bridges,  and  an 
estimate  of  the  probable  expense  of  making  such  improvements,  beyond 
what  the  labor  to  be  assessed  iji  that  year  and  the  road-tax  will  accpm' 
plish  ;  also,  a  statement  in  writing  of  all  expenses  and  damages  in  con- 
flequence  of  laying  out,  altering  or  discontinuing  roads. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  Overseers  of  Highways  in  each  town 
to  repair  and  keep  in  order  the  roads  within  their  several  districts  for 
which  they  shall  have  been  elected ;  to  warn  all  peraosns  from  whom 
labor  is  due,  to  work  on  the  highways^  at  such  times  and  places  withia 
their  several  districts  as  they  may  .think  .proper  4  to  collect  all  fine^  an^d 
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commutation  money,  and  to  execute  all  lawful  orders  of  the  Snpervisors; 
and  to  deliver  to  the  Town  Clerk,  within  sixteen  days  after  their  election 
or  appointment,  a  list  suhscribed  by  such  Overseer,  of  the  names  of  all 
the  inhabitants  in  his  road  district  who  are  liable  to  work  on  the  high- 
ways. 

Sec.  4.  If  any  person  chosen  or  appointed  to  the  office  of  the  Overseer 
of  Highways  shall  refuse  to  serve,  or  if  his  office  shall  become  vacant, 
the*  Supervisors  of  the  town  shall,  by  warrant  under  their  hands,  appoint 
some  other  person  in  his  stead  ;  and  the  Overseer  so  appointed  shall  have 
the  same  powers,  be  subject  to  the  same  orders,  and  liable  to  the  same 
penalties  as  Overseers  chosen  at  the  town  meeting. 

Sec.  5.  The  Supervisors  making  the  appointment  shall  cause  such  wa^ 
rant  to  be  forthwith  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Town  Clerk,  who  shall  give 
notice  to  the  person  appointed,  as  in  other  cases. 

Sbo.  6.  Every  Overseer  of  Highways  who  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to 
perform  any  of  the  duties  of  this  Act,  or  which  may  be  lawfully  required 
of  him  by  the  Trustees  of  his  town,  shall,  for  every  such  refusal  or  neg- 
lect, forfeit  the  sum  of  ten  dollars,  to  be  sued  for  by  the  chairman  of  tbe 
Supervisors  of  the  town,  and  when  recovered  to  be  applied  by  him  in  mar 
king  and  improving  the  roads  and  highways  therein. 

Sec.  T.  The  Supervisors  of  each  town  shall  meet  at  the  Town  Clerk's 
office  within  eighteen  days  after  they  shall  be  chosen,  on  such  day  as  they 
shall  agree  upon,  and  afterwards  at  such  other  times  and  places  as  they 
ohall  think  proper. 

Sec  8.  The  Town  Clerk  shall  deliver  the  lists  filed  by  the  Overseers  to 
the  Supervisors  of  the  town,  who  shall  proceed  to  ascertain,  estimate  and 
assess  the  highway  labor  and  road  tax  to  be  performed  and  paid  in  their 
town  the  next  ensuing  year. 

Sec  9.  Every  male  inhabitant  being  above  twenty-one  years  and  un- 
der the  age  of  ^ty,  (excepting  paupers,  idiots,  lunatics,  and  such  otheis 
as  aie  exempt  by  law),  shall  be  assessed  at  least  two  days  in  each  year. 
The  Supervisors  shall  assess  a  road  tax  on  all  real  estate  liable  to  taxa* 
tion  of  the  town,  to  any  amount  they  may  deem  necessary,  not  exceeding 
fifty  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  of  value,  as  valued  on  the  assess- 
ment roll  of  the  preceding  year.  They  shall  affix  the  name  of  each  person 
named  in  the  lists  so  furnished  by  the  Overseers,  the  number  of  days  as- 
sessed to  each  person  for  highway  labor,  and  also  a  description  of  each 
tract  of  land  and  the  name  of  the  owner,  if  known,  with  the  valuation 
thereof  as  taken  from  assessment  roll  of  the  previous  year,  and  the  a^nonnt 
of  road  tax  assessed  thereon  in  a  separate  column.  The  lists  so  prepared 
shall  be  signed  by  the  Supervisors  and  deposited  with  the  Town  Clerk,  to 
be  filed  in  his  office. 

Sec  10.  The  Supervisors  shall  direct  the  Town  Clerk  to  make  a  copy 
of  each  lipt,  shall  sign  such  copies,  after  which  they  shall  cause  the  sev- 
eral copies  to  b^  delivered  to  the  respective  Overseers  of  Highways  of 
the  several  districts  in  which  the  highway  labor  is  assessed.  One  copy 
for  each  Overseer  shall  contain  the  name  and  number  of  days  assessed  U> 
each  person,  the  other  the  land  road  tax. 

Sec  11.  The  names  of  persons  left  out  of  such  list,  and  of  new  inbab- 
Hants,  shall  from  time  to  time  be  added  to  the  several  lists,  and  they  shall 
be  rated  by  the  Overseers  in  the  same  proportion,  to  work  on  the  bigb- 
ivays,  as  otiiers  rated  by  the  Supervisors  on  such  lists. 
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ABTICLE  Xin. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  Overseerg  of  Highways  to  give  at 
least  three  days  notice  to  all  persons  assessed  to  work  on  highways,  and 
liviBg  within  the  limits  of  their  respective  districts,  of  the  time  and  place, 
when  and  where  they  are  to  appear  for  that  purpose,  and  with  what  im- 
plements ;  but  no  person  being  a  resident  of  the  town  shall  be  required 
to  work  on  any  highway  other  than  in  the  district  in  which  he  resioes. 

Sec.  2.  Every  person  liable  to  work  on  the  highways,  shall  work  the 
whole  number  of  days  for  which  he  shall  have  been  assessed  i  but  every 
such  person,  other  than  Overseers  of  Highways,  may  elect  to  commute 
for  the  same,  or  for  some  part  thereof,  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  and  fifty 
oeots  per  day;  in  which  case  such  commutation  money  shall  be  paid  to 
the  Oyerseers  of  Highways  of  the  district  in  which  the  person  commuting 
shall  reside,  to  be  applied  and  expended  by  the  Overseer  in  the  improve- 
ment of  the  roads  and  bridges  in  the  same  district. 

Sfio.  3.  Every  person  intending  to  commute  for  hid  assessment,  or  any 
part  thereof,  shall,  within  twenty-four  hours  after  he  shall  be  notiiSed  to 
appear  and  work  on  the  highways,  pay  the  commutation  money  for  the 
work  required  of  him  by  such  notice,  and  the  commutation  shall  not  be 
considered  as  made  until  such  money  be  paid, 

Sec.  4.  Every  Overseer  of  Highways  shall  have  power  to  require  a 
team  or  cart,  wagon  or  plow,  with  a  pair  of  horses  or  oxen,  and  a  man  to 
manage  them,  from  any  person  having  the  same  within  his  district,  who 
shall  have  been  assessed  two  days  or  more,  and  who  shall  not  have  com- 
moted his  assessment,  the  person  furnishing  the  same  upon  such  requisi- 
tion shiUl  be  credited  for  two  days  for  each  day's  eervice  therewith. 

Sic.  5.  Every  person  assessed  to  work  on  the  highways  alid  warned 
to  work,  may  appear  in  person,  or  by  an  able  bodied  man  as  a  substitute, 
and  the  person  or  substitute  so  appearing  shall  actually  work  ten  hours 
IB  each  day,  under  a  penalty  of  fifteen  cents  for  every  hour  such  person 
or  substitute  shidl  be  in  default,  to  be  imposed  as  a  flue  on  the  person 
assessed. 

Sbo.  6.  Every  person  so  assessed  and  duly  notified,  who  shall  not 
commute,  and  who  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  appear  as  above  provided, 
shall  forfeit  for  every  day's  refusal  or  neglect  the  sum  of  two  dollars.  If 
he  was  required  to  furnish  a  team,  carriage,  man ,  or  implements,  and  shall 
refbse  or  neglect  to  comply,  he  shall  be  fined  as  follows  : 

For  wholly  omitting  to  comply  such  requisition,  four  dollars  for  ettch 
day. 
For  omitting  to  famish  a  cart,  wagon  or  plow,  one  dollar  for  each  day. 
For  omitting  to  furnish  a  pair  of  horses  or  oxen,  one  dollar  and  fifty 
cents  for  each  day. 

For  omitting  to  furnish  a  man  to  manage  the  team,  one  dollar  and  fifty 
cents  for  each  day. 

Sic.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Overseer  of  High wavs,  within  six 
ixj%  after  any  person  so  assessed  and  notified,  shall  be  guilty  of  any  re- 
insa,  or  neglect  for  which  a  penalty  or  fine,  is  prescribed  in  ihis  Act,  un- 
less a  satisfactory  excuse  shall  be  rendered  to  him  for  sueh  refusal  or 
neglect,  to  make  complaint  to  one  of  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  of  the 
town. 
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Sbc.  8.  The  Jmrtice  to  \^hom  such  complaint  shall  be  made,  shall  forA- 
with  issue  a  summons,  direci  to  any  constable  of  the  town,  requiring  him 
to  summon  such  delinquent  to  appear  forthwith  before  such  Justice,  at 
some  place  to  be  specified  in  the  summons,  to  show  cause  why  he  shoiiM 
not  be  fined  according  to  law  for  s.uch  refusal  or  neglect,  which  summooi 
shall  be  served  personally,  or  by  lea  ring  copy  at  his  abode. 

Sec.  9.  If  upon  tbe  return  of  such  jiummons,  no  sufScient  cause  shaD 
be  shown  to  the  contrary,  the  Justice  shall  impose  a  fine  as  is  pronded 
in  this  Act  for  the  offense  complained  of,  and  shall  forthwith  issue  a  war- 
rant, under  his  hand,  directed  to  any  constable  of  the  town  where  suck 
delinquent  shall  reside,  commanding  him  to  levy  such  fine,  with  the  costs 
of  proceedings,  of  the  goods  and  chattels  of  such  delinquent. 

Seo.  10.  The  constable  to  whom  such  warrant  shall  be  directed,  shaft 
forthwith  collect  the  moneys  therein  mentioned,  fie  shall  pay  the  fine, 
when  collected,  to  the  Justice  who  issued  the  warrant,  who  is  hereby  re- 
quired to  pay  the  same  to  the  Overseer  who  entered  the  complaint,  to  be 
by  him  expended  in  improving  the  roads  and  bridges  in  the  district  07er 
which  he  is  overseer. 

Sec  11,  Every  penalty  collected  for  the  neglect  or  refusal  to  appear 
and  work  on  the  highways,  shall  be  set  off  against  his  assessment  npoa 
which  it  was  founded,  estimating  each  two  dollars  collected  as  a  satit- 
fection  for  one  days  work. 

Sec  12.  The  acceptance  by  an  Overseer  of  any  excuse  for  refusal  or 
neglect,  shall  not,  in  any  case,  exempt  the  person  excused  from  coQunv- 
ting  for,  or  working  the  whole  number  of  days  for  which  he  shall  have 
been  assessed  during  the  year. 

Sec  13.  Every  Overseer  of  Highways  shall  be  entitled  to  one  dollar 
and  fifty  cents  per  day,  to  be  paid  out  of  fines  and  commutation  money, 
for  every  day  he  is  necessarily  employed  in  the  execution  of  his  duties  ai 
Overseer,  beyond  the  amount  of  his  own  highway  labor  and  tax— tlie 
number  of  days  to  be  accounted  to,  and  audited  by  the  Supervisor  of  the 
town.  When  there  are  no  funds  from  fines  or  commutations,  the  Super- 
visOTS  may  pay  the  Overseers  out  of  other  funds  in  their  hands. 

Sec  14,  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Overseer  of  Hignways  to  wi^m  all 
residents  of  his  district  against  whom  a  land  road  tax  is  assessed,  giving 
them  three  days  notice  to  work  out  the  same  on  the  highways,  and  be 
€hall  receive  such  tax  in  labor  from  every  able  bodied  man,  or  his  8u]t)sti- 
tote,  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  per  day,  and  any  person  or  his  agent  may 
pay  such  tax  in  road  labor  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  per  day,  or  any  person 
may  pay  such  tax  in  money  if  he  elect  to  do  so.   ' 

Sec.  16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Overseer  of  Highways,  when  sock 
land  tax  has  been  paid,  either  in  money  or  labor,  to  write  the  word  •'paid" 
distinctly  against  each  name  or  tract  in  his  list  on  which  the  same  haa 
been  paid. 

Sec  16.  Every  Overseer  of  Highways  shall  deliver  to  the  Chairmsi 
of  the  Supervisors  of  his  town,  at  least  five  days  previous  to  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Supervisors,  a  list  furnished"  by  the  Supervisors,  con- 
taining the  land  road  tax,  with  his  certificate  thereon,  that  on  all  tracts 
of  land  in  said  list,  opposite  which  the  word  "paid"  is  not  written,  suA 
tax  is  due  and  remains  unpaid,  according  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge 
and  belief. 
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Sia  IT.  If  any  OTereeer  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  delirer  snch  list 
^rith  his  certificate,  as  provided  in  the  last  section,  he  shall,  for  every 
«ach  offenoe,  forfeit  the  sum  of  five  dollars,  and  also  the  amount  of  tazre- 
painiDg  unpaid,  to  be  recovered  by  the  Supervisors  and  applied  by  tiiem 
is  improving  the  bridges  and  roads  of  such  town. 

Sbo.  18.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Supervisors  of  such  town,  to  cause 
the  amount  of  such  arrearages  of  road  tax  to  be  levied  on  the  lands  .so  re- 
turned, and  to  order  the  same  when  collected,  to  be  applied  to  the  con- 
•tniction  or  repair  of  roads  and  bridges. 

Seo.  19.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Overseer  of  Highways,  to  havv 
at  least  three-fourths  of  the  road  labor  assessed  in  his  district,  worked  out 
or  actually  expended  on  the  highways  previous  to  the  first  day  of  Octo- 
te  in  each  year. 

Sic.  20.  Every  Overseer  of  Highways  shall,  on  the  second  Tuesday 
tteit  preceding  the  time  of  holding  the  annual  town  meeting  in  his  town, 
within  the  year  for  which  he  is  elected  or  appointed,  render  to  one  of  the 
the  Soper visors  of  the  town,  an  account  in  writing,  containing: 

Bnt^The  names  of  all  the  persons  assessed  to  work  on  the  highways 
in  the  district  of  which  he  is  overseer. 

Seamd,  The  names  of  all  those  who  have  actually  worked  on  the  high- 
▼ftJB,  with  the  number  of  days  they  have  worked. 

f^d.  The  names  of  all  those  who  have  been  fined  and  the  sums  in 
which  they  have  been  fined. 

Fowrth,  The  names  of  all  those  who  have  commuted  and  the  manner 
in  which  the  moneys  arising  from  fines  and  commutations^  have  been  ex- 
pended by  him. 

Sbc.  21.  Every  such  overseer  shall  also  then  and  there  pay  over  to 
Sapervisors  all  moneys  remaining  in  his  hands  unexpended,  to  be  applied 
^J  the  Supervisors  in  making  and  improving  the  roads  and  bridges  in 
the  town. 

Sic.  22.  If  any  Overseer  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  render  such  ac- 
totint  or  if  having  rendered  the  same,  he  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  par 
toy  balance  which  may  then  be  due  from  him,  he  shall  for  every  such  ol^ 
fence,  forfeit  the  sum  of  five  dollars,  to  be  recovered  with  the  balance  of 
the  moneys  remaining  in  his  hands,  by  the  Supervisors  of  the  town  and 
applied  to  the  making  or  improving  of  roads  and  bridges  in  such  town. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

Skgtiok.  1.  The  Supervisors  of  the  town  may  alter  or  discontinue  any 
road,  or  lay  out  any  new  road,  when  petitioned  by  any  number  of  legal 
▼oters,  not  less  than  twelve,  residing  within  three  miles  of  the  road  so  to 
^  altered,  discontinued,  or  laid  out.  Said  petition  shall  set  forth  in  wri- 
^&g,  a  description  of  the  road  and  what  part  thereof  is  to  be  altered  or 
discontinued  ;  and  if  for  a  new  road,  the  names  of  the  owners  of  the  land, 
if  known,  over  which  the  road  is  to  pass,  the  point  at  which  it  is  to  com- 
nence,  its  general  course,  and  the  point  near  which  it  is  to  terminate. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  any  number  of  legal  voters  determine  to  petition 
the  Supervisors  for  the  alteration  or  discontinuance  of  any  road,  or  lay* 
ittg  out  of  any  new  road,  they  'shall  cause  a  copy  of  their  petition  to  be 
42 
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posted  up  in  three  of  the  most  pablio  pUcea  of  the  town,  twenty  ivjs 
before  any  action  shall  be  bad  in  relation  thereto. 

Sue,  3.  Whenever  the  Supervisors  shall  receive  a  petition  in  conpli- 
.ance  with  the  two  preceding  sections,  they,  or  a  msgority  of  them,  dbaU, 
within  ten  days  after  the  expiration  of  the  twenty  days  named  in  Sectua 
Two,  personally  examine  the  proposed  alteration,  discontinnaDcey  or  route 
for  the  new  road  proposed,  and  shall  hear  any  reasons  that  may  be  offered 
for  or  against  altering,  discontinuing,  or  laying  out  the  same.  If  thej 
shall  consider  such  alteration,  discontinuance,  or  laying  out,  necessaij 
and  proper,  and  that  the  public  interest  will  be  promoted  thereby,  they 
ahail  grant  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sia  4.  Whenever  the  Supervisors  shall  determine  to  lay  out  any  new 
road,  or  alter  any  old  one,  they  shall  cause  a  survey  to  be  made,  by  a 
competent  surveyor,  who  shall  make  a  report  to  them  of  such  survey, 
accompanied  wi^  a  plat>  particularly  describing  the  route  by  metes  hid 
bounds,  courses  and  distances  ;  they  shall  incorporate  such  report  sad 
fiurvey,  accompanied  with  a  plat  in  an  order  to  be  signed  by  tnem,  de- 
claring such  road,  so.  a^ltered  or  laid  out,  to  be  a  public  highway,  which 
order,  together  with  the  petition,  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Town  Clerk, 
who  shall  note  the  time  of  filing  the  same.  In  case  the  Supervisors  shall 
determine  not  to  alter  discontinue,  or  lay  out  any  road  in  accordanoe 
with  any  petition  to  them  presented,  they  shall  note  the  fact  on  the  back 
of  such  petition,  and  deposit  it  with  the  Town  Clerk,  vpfao  shall  note  the 
time  of  filing  the  same. 

Ssa  5.  It  shf^U  be  the  duty  of  the  Town  Clerk,  whenever  any  order 
of  the  Supervisors  for  laying  out,  altering  or  discontinuing  a  road  shall 
be  received  by  him,  to  carefully  file  the  same,  and  the  time  hereinafter 
limited  for  appealing  from  such  order,  shall  be  computed  from  the  time  of 
*  filing  the  same  ;  but  the  Town  Clerk  shall  not  record  such  order  until  a 
final  decision  is  made,  and  not  then,  unless  such  order  is  confirmed, 

Sxc  6.  The  damages  sustained  by  reason  of  laying  out,  or  openmg, 
or  altering  ai^  road,  may  be  ascertained  by  the  agreement  of  the  owners 
and  the  Supervisors,  and  unless,  such  agreement  be  made,  or  the  owneit 
shall,  in  writing,  release  all  claim  to  damages,  the  same  shall  be  asaeseed 
in  the  manner  hereinafter  prescribed  before  such  road  shall  be  opened  or 
worked,  or  used.  Every  agreement  and  release  shall  be  filed  in  ^e  Tows 
Clerk's  ofQce,  and  shall  forever  preclude  such  owners  of  such  lands  from 
all  further  claim  for  such  damages.  In  ease  the  Supervisors  and  the 
owners  of  land  claiming  damages  cannot  agree,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Supervisors  to  assess  the  damages  at  what  they  may  deem  just  and 
right  to  each  individual  claimant  with  whom  they  cannot  agree,  and  de> 
posit  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  damages  so  assessed  to  each  Individ* 
nal,  with  the  Town  Clerk,  who  shall  note  the  time  of  filing  the  same.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Supervisors,  in  all  cases  of  assessing  damagei^ 
to  estimate  the  advantages  and  benefits  the  new  road,  or  alteration  of  as 
old  one  will  confer  on  the  claimants  for  the  same,  as  well  as  the  dissd- 
Tantages. 

Skc  7.  Any  person  or  persons,  being  owners  of  or  agents  for  any 
tract  of  land  over  which  any  highway,  altered,  discontinued,  or  laid  oo^ 
shall  run,  feeling  themselves  aggrieved  by  any  order  made  by  the  Sape^ 
visors,  may  appeal  from  the  same  at  any  time  within  thirty  days  after  the 
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filing  of  SQcb  order  in  the  Town  Clerk's  office.  Such  appeal  shall  note 
the  time  sach  order  was  filed,  and  shall  be  made  to  any  three  members  of 
liie  Board  of  County  Supervisors,  neither  of  whom  shall  be  a  resident  of 
the  town  in  which  such  highway  is  situated.  All  persons  who  wish  to 
make  an  appeal  from  such  order^  shall  act  in  concert  and  make  their  ap- 
peal to  the  same  three  Supervisors. 

Sec.  8.  Every  such  appeal  shall  be  in  writing,  addressed  to  the  Su- 
pervisors, and  signed  by  the  party  or  parties  appealing.  It  shall  briefly 
itate  the  ground  on  which  it  is  made,  and  whether  it  is  brought  in  rela- 
tion to  damages  assessed  by  the  Supervisors,  or  in  relation  to  the  altera- 
taon,  discontinuance  or  laying  out  of  the  road,  or  whether  it  is  brought  to 
reverse  entirely  the  determination  of  the  Supervisors,  or  only  to  reverse  a 
part  thereof ;  and  in  the  latter  case  it  shall  specify  what  part.  The  ap- 
peal shall  be  left  with  one  of  the  three  County  Supervisors,  by  the  person 
or  persons  appealing,  and  such  person  or  persons  shall  also  leave  a  notice 
of  such  appeal  to  the  other  County  Supervisors  to  whom  the  appeal  is 
made. 

SEa  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Supervisors  to  whom  the  appeal  is 
made,  as  soon  as  may  be  convenient  after  the  expiration  of  thirty  days 
from  the  filing  of  the  order  in  the  Town  Clerk's  office,  from  which  the  ap- 
peal is  made,  to  agree  on  a  time  when  and  whore  they  will  meet  to  con* 
aider  the  same  ;  which  shall  be  at  some  place  deemed  convenient  at  or 
Bear  the  road  to  be  examined. 

Sec.  10.  The  person  or  persons  making  the  appeal  shall  cause  a  notice 
in  writing,  of  the  time  and  place  agreed  on  by  tne  throe  Commissioner* 
v^en  and  where  they  will  meet,  to  be  served  on  each  of  the  Town  Super- 
visors from  whose  order  they  appealed,  and  also  on  at  least  three  of  tiie 
petitioners  who  petitioned  in  relation  to  such  road  ;  which  notice  shall 
be  served  at  least  eight  days  before  the  time  named  therein,  by  delivering 
one  to  each  Town  Supervisor,  or  hjaving  one  at  each  of  their  dwellings, 
and  in  like  manner  shall  notice  be  served  on  each  of  the  three  peti-» 
tionerd. 

Sec  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  County  Supervisors  to  convene  af 
the  time  and  place  mentioned  in  the  notice,  and  to  hear  the  proodOB  and 
allegations  of  the  parties.  They  shall  have  power  to  issue  process,  to 
compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses,  and  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time 
as  may  be  necessary.  Their  decision,  or  that  of  any  two  of  them  shall 
embrace  the  whole  matter  in  controversy.  They  shall  first  consider  the 
propriety  and  expediency  of  locating,  altering  or  discontinuing  the  road  • 
secondly,  the  subject  of  damages,  if  such  subject  was  embraced  in  the 
appeal  under  which  thepr  are  acting,  and  they  shall  fix  on  the  amount  of 
damages  which,  in  their  judgment,  is  light  and  just  to  be  paid  to  each 
person  claiming,  but  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  a  re-assessment  of 
damages  unless  his  or  her  name  appears  in  the  appeal  in  reference  to  that 
mbject. 

Sic.  13,  Every  such  Supervisor  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  three  dol- 
lars for  each  day  employed  in  hearing  and  deciding  such  appeal,  to  h% 
paid  by  the  party  appealing,  when  the  determination  of  the  Town  Super- 
visors is  sustained,  but  if  reversed  to  be  paid  by  the  town. 

^  Sec  13.    Upon  the  refusal  of  the  Town  Supervisors  to  alter,  disooi^ 
tinue  or  lay  out  any  new  road  petitioned  for  as  provided  in  Ssction  one  of 
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this  Article,  any  one  of  the  petitioners  may  appeal  from  such  deteimma- 
tion,  in  the  same  manner  and  subject  to  the  same  provisions  and  rettii*- 
tions  as  relates  to  persons  who  feel  themselves  aggrieved  by  a  detenni- 
nation  of  the  Supervisors  to  alter,  discontinue  or  lay  out  a  new  road. 

Sec.  14.  When  an  appeal  shall  have  been  made  from  the  determinir 
tion  of  the  Town  Supervisors,  refusing  to  lay  out^  alter,  or  discontinue  % 
road  and  the  County  Supervisors  shall  reverse  such  determination,  suck 
County  Supervisors  shall  alter,  discontinue  or  lay  out  the  road  appliei 
for,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  in  doing  so  shall  proceed  in  the  same  manner 
in  which  Supervisors  are  directed  to  proceed  in  like  cases.  Such  roadi 
■hall  be  opened  by  the  Supervisors  of  the  town,  in  the  same  manner 
as  if  laid  out  by  themselves. 

Sbg.  15.  In  case  any  one  of  the  County  Supervisors  to  whom  such 
application  shall  have  been  made  shall  become  unable  to  attend  before 
the  determination  of  such  appeal,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Supervison 
named  therein  to  select  another  of  the  Supervisors  of  the  county,  whs 
shall  act  with  tiiem  in  all  subsequent  proceedings  in  the  same  manner  m 
if  he  had  been  originally  named  in  the  appeal.  In  case  the  term  of  office 
of  any  County  Supervisor  shall  expire  before  the  determination  of  suA 
appeal,  he  shall  continue  to  act  in  the  premises  the  same  as  if  he  had  beet 
re-elected. 

Sec.  16.  The  amount  of  damages  as  finally  settled  by  the  three  Coun^ 
Supervisors,  or  as  agreed  on  by  the  Town  Supervisors  together  with  afl 
charges  of  officers  and  other  persons  employed  in  laying  out  or  disoof 
tinning  any  road,  shall  be  rendered  by  the  Town  Sunervisors  to  the  Boari 
of  Town  Auditors,  with  the  amount  of  damages  and  charges  due  each  m- 
dividual,  which  accounts  shall  be  audited  by  said  Board,  certified  to  ant 
deposited  with  the  Town  Clerk.  The  Town  Clerk  shall  make  out  tlie 
aggregate  amount  of  such  damages  and  charges,  with  his  oertificatB 
tiiereto  attached,  and  deliver  the  same  to  the  chairman  of  Supervisors  of 
the  town  previous  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  County  Super 

visors. 

Sbo.  11.  After  a  final  decision  bv  any  three  Supervisors  to  whom  as^ 
road  difficulty  has  been  appealed,  if  in  the  opinion  of  the  Town  Supervi- 
sors, Town  Clerk  and  Justices  of  the  Peace,  or  any  four  of  them,  the  dam- 
ages are  manifestly  too  high,  and  that  in  providing  for  the  payment 
thereof  an  oppressive  tax  will  have  to  be  levied  on  the  property  of  sail 
town,  they  may  petition  the  Board  of  County  Supervisors,  at  any  meeting 
of  said  Board  held  within  six  months  after  such  decision,  for  relief  either 
from  the  whole  or  part  of  the  damages.  The  Board  shall  hear  the  reasons 
for  and  against  gpranting  such  relief,  and  if  a  majority  of  them  shall  be  tf 
opinion  that  the  town  should  be  relieved  from  the  whole  amount  of  dama- 
ges, then  and  in  that  case  the  opening  of  said  road  shall  be  pospone^ 
until  the  damages,  or  a  major  part  thereof,  are  in  some  other  way  pre- 
vided  for  than  by  levying  a  tax  on  the  property  of  the  town. 

Sbo.  is.  Whenever  the  Supervisors  of  any  tovm  shall  disagree  wttk 
tiie  Supervisors  of  any  other  town  of  the  same  county  or  of  another 
county,  relating  to  the  laying  out  of  a  new  road,  or  the  alteration  of  as 
old  road,  which  shall  extend  into  both  of  such  towns,  the  Supervisors  of 
both  towns  shall  meet  together^  at  the  request  of  either  disagreeing 
Supervisors  and  make  their  decision  on  the  subject  of  disagreement. 
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Sec,  19.  Whenever  the  Superyiflors  of  any  town  receiTe.a  petition 
ptajing  the  location  of  a  new  road,  alteration  or  discontinuance  of  an 
dd  one,  on  the  line  between  two  towns,  sach  road  shall  bo  laid  out, 
altered  or  discontinued  by  two  or  more  of  the  Supervisors  of  each  of  said 
I0WD8,  either  on  such  line  or  as  near  thereto  as  the  convenience  of  the 
gromid  will  admit,  and  they  may  so  vary  the  same,  either  to  the  one  side 
«r  the  other  of  such  line  as  they  may  think  proper. 

Sic.  20.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Town  Supervisors  when  liiere 
maybe  such  highway,  to  divide  it  into  two  or  more  road  districts,  in  such 
Buuiner  that  the  labor  and  expense  of  opening,  working  and  keeping  in 
Tepair  such  highway,  through  each  of  the  said  districts,  mav  be  equal,  as 
lear  as  may  be,  and  to  allot  an  equal  number  of  such  districts  to  each  of 
•aid  towns. 

Sic.  21.  Each  district  shall  be  considered  as  belonging  wholly  to  the 
town  to  which  it  may  be  alotted  for  the  purpose  of  opening  and  improv- 
ing the  road  and  keeping  it  in  repair,  and  the  Supervisors  shall  cause 
sach  highway  and  the  petition  and  allotment  thereof,  to  be  recorded  in 
the  office  of  the  Town  Clerk  in  each  of  said  towns. 

Sic.  22.  All  roads  heretofore  laid  out  on  the  line  between  any  two 
tovzis,  shall  be  divided,  allotted,  recorded,  and  kept  in  repair  in  the  man* 
ler  above  directed. 

Sic.  23.  Whenever  the  Supervisors  shall  have  laid  out  any  public  road 
tbrongh  any  inclosed,  cultivated  or  improved  lands,  in  conformity  with 
the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  their  decision  shall  not  have  been  appealed 
from,  they  shall  give  the  owner  or  occupant  of  the  land  through  whicb 
nch  road  shall  have  been  laid,  sixty  days  notice  in  writing,  to  remove 
his  fences.  If  such  owner  does  not  remove  his  fences  within  sixty  days, 
the  Town  Supervisors  shall  oause  such  fences  to  be  removed,  and  shall 
&ect  the  road  to  be  opened  and  worked. 

Skc.  24.  If  the  decision  of  the  Town  Supervisors  shall  have  been 
appealed  from,  then  the  sixty  days  notice  shall  be  given  after  the  decision 
•f  the  County  Supervisors  upon  such  appeal  shall  have  been  filed  in  the 
•ffice  of  the  Town  Clerk  of  the  town. 

Sia  25.  The  public  roads  now  legally  existing  are  declared  the  high- 
ways of  the  towns  in  which  they  shall  lie. 

Sic.  26.  All  public  roads  to  be  laid  out  by  the  Supervisors  of  any 
town  shall  not  be  less  than  four  rods  wide. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

Sic.  1.  Each  town  acting  under  this  Act  shall  constitute  an  election 
irecinct,  and  the  Supervisors  shall  be  the  Judges  of  Elections.  The 
Town  Clerk  shall  cause  notices  of  general  elections  to  be  posted  up  i& 
the  same  manner  as  is  now  required  by  Sheriffs. 

Sic.  2.  Each  City  shall  be  allowed  one  member  of  the  Board  of  County 
Snpervisors  from  each  Ward  contained  in  such  city.  And  the  senior 
Councilman  in  each  Ward  shall  be  such  member,  unless  the  city  shall

Resolved,  That  in  any  scheme  of  a  Pacific  Railroad,  then 
should  bo  urged  the  paramount  advantages  of  the  northen 
route  surveyed  by  <jov.  Stevens,  in  a  national  point  of  viev, 
the  question  being  whether  the  great  railroad  line  connectiDf 
the  basin  of  the  St.  Lawrence  and  the  Upper  Mississippi,  and 
the  waters  of  the  Pacific  flanking  tJio  newly  discovered  goM 
region  shall  run  through  American  or  foreign  terriUnx. 
This  route  moreover  is  the  shortest  route  connecting  watff 
*  lines  across  the  territory  of  the  United  States,  passes  throng 
the  most  fertile  region,  is  in  nearer  connection  with  Europe 
and  Asia,  and  is  backed  up  directly  by  the  largest  railroti 
enterprise  and  capital  in  the  country.  The  experience  of  Ik 
Grand  Trunk  and  other  railroads  of  Canada,  and  three  of  tk 
northern  States,  show  conclusively  how  futile  are  the  ob- 
jections to  the  northern  route  as  regards  snow  and  cold,  aal 
the  ability  of  that  portion  of  the  country  to  pushing  its  ral* 
road  system  to  the  shores  of  the  Pacific. 

Resolved,  That  the  general  government  shonld  give  equin- 
lent  aid  in  any  scheme  of  a  Pacific  Railroad,  to  at  least  three 
roads.  That  this  aid  should  consist  of  grants  of  land  ani 
the  capitalizing  the  amounts  which  the  government  must  ef 
necessity  pay  to  send  its  mails,  troops,  supplies,  and  mmr 
tions  of  war,  on  the  several  lines.  That  beyond  this  the  m 
eral  government  should  not  go.  That  with  this  aid,  the  whole 
undertaking  should  be  left  open  to  the  free  competiti(m  of 
our  railroad  geniu  ^  and  enterprise,  and  that  it  should  be  em- 
phatically  the  work  of  the  people  and  not  of  the  governmoii 
of  the  country.

The  month  of  tk 
Yellowstone,  and  the  Great  Falls  of  the  Missouri  on  the  formei 
river,  and  Port  Walla- Walla  and  Fort  Colville  on  the  latter, 
are  points  at  which  large  posts  are  indispensable  with  coi- 
necting  posts  through  Dakota  Territory,  and  these  are  proba- 
bly the  only  points  at  which  large  posts  are  reauired  west  of 
the  State  of  Minnesota,  as  far  as  the  river  Columbia.  Tk 
intermediate  country  can  be  held  by  moveable  colums  opef^ 
ating  from  these  poets  according  to  circumstances. 
Resolved,  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor,  be  requested

eoltaral  resources,  the  greatest  liberality  shonld  be  extended  ud  te » immT^ 
to  those  who  will  occupy  and  cultiyate  our  soil,  not  only  in< 
procariog  title  thereto,  but  in  enabling  them  to  cultiyate  the 
same  scientifically,  and  with  the  greatest  degree  of  6ucceis& 

Speculation  in  the  public  lands,  although  not  in  itself  im« 
moral,  long  experience  has  s^own  to  be  detrimental  to  the 
interest  of  the  great  mass  of  the  people,  and  that  it  is  the 
duty  of  Congress  to  protect  them,  as  much  as  may  be,  against 
land  monopoly,  and  in  the  primary  disposition  of  the  pdblic 
domain,  to  place  the  same  in  limited  quantities  in  the  posses* 
Bion  of  actual  and  bona  fide  settlers,  to  be  permanently  occu- 

CI  and  cultivated,  which  object  the  legislation  heretofore 
granting  the  right  of  pre-emption,  has  failed  to  a  great 
extent  to  secure. 

Although  the  greater  portion  of  the  pre-empted  land  has 
been  secured  in  good  faith  for  the  homes  of  the  settlers,  yet» 
the  pre-emption  laws  have  been  a  fruitful  source  of  perjury, 
and  a  larg^  quantity  of  land  pre«empted  in  Minnesota  and 
the  Adjoining  States,  has  been  solely  for  the  purpose  of  im* 
mediate  sale  ;  and  the  same  hiiving  passed  into  the  hands  of 
specalaton,  is  wild  and  uncultivated  as  when  first  discovered. 
^  demand  of  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  per  acre  ia 
i^Uy  and  practtcally  a  tax  apon  the  producer  for  the  pr ivi^ 
kgsof  cultiviating  the  soil ;  and  many  of  the  pre^mptors,  in 
iome  pertions  of  this  and  adjacent  States,  have  been  obliged 
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to  hire  the  money  to  ^ay  for  th^ir  claims  at  three  and  foor 
per  cent  a  month  interest,  who  are  now  straggling  to  nqK 
port  their  families,  erect  buildings,  and  open  np  their  ftnoi^ 
and  meet  these  exorbitant  rates  of  interest  This  actii,BO 
far,  discouraging  rather  than  fostering  and  protecting  ih» 
agricultural  interest  of  the  country,  the  fountain  which  sop- 
pues  every  channel  of  industry,  and  constitutes  the  real  anA 
principal  wealth  of  the  nation. 

While  large  appropriations  hare  been  made  for  Naval  aod 
Custom  House  establishments,  and  for  Military  Acadendei 
and  Colleges,  and  extensive  grants  of  land  have  been  made 
for  the  improvement  of  rivers  and  harbors,  for  railroad  pm^ 
poses,  and  the  like,  yet  but  little  or  nothing  has  been  dose  to 
aid  the  farmers  and  promote  the  interests  of  agriculture,  and 
for  the  practical  and  industrial  education  of  the  people. 

Tour  memorialists,  therefore,  pray  that  a  liberal  grant  of 
land  ma^  be  made  to  this  State,  and  to  others  similarly  situ-

'W'e,  your  memorialists,  do  most  respectfully  represent 
lu^t  we  have  attentively  observed  and  considered  the  effects 
jjon  the  growth  and  prosperity  of  Western  States,  produced 
*7  putting  into  market  large  bodies  of  public  land  at  any 
onetime. 
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Onr  experience  has  demonstrated  to  us  that  such  pdiicf 
has  heretofore,  and  will  again  throw  large  quantities  of  the 
J!^T?*^*°^.be8t  soil  and  timber  lands  into  the  hands  of  capitalistB,  bj 
whom  they  will  remain  uncultivated,  and  driving  the  actoti 
settler  elsewhere,  or  else  obliging  him  to  take  inferior  or 
refttse  land. 

Further  ;  That  there  are  now  hnndreds  and  thousands  <£ 
actual  and  bona  fde  settlers  who  have  expended  their  last 
dollar  in  selecting  and  openmg  their  claims,  and  planting 
themselves  and  their  families  thereon,  which  said  claims 
thej  would  be  compelled  to  surrender,  were  the  same  offerel 
at  public  sale  ;  for  so  stringent  is  the  monetary  world  nov, 
with  no  hope  of  immediate  relief  here,  that  they  are  without 
the  power  of  helping  themselves,  nor  can  assistance  be  ob- 
tained from  friends  immediate  or  remote.  And  provided  that 
said  lands 'do  not  fall  directly  into  the  bands  of  speculatotsst 
the  time  of  sale,  private  entry  by  Land  Warrants  would  aooi 
absorb  every  improved  claim,  thereby  crushing  the  very  life 
of  the  hardy  pioneer,  and  rendering  abortive  the  pre-emptiaa 
invitation.  Time  alone  therfore  will  render  the  aid  necessaiy 
to  draw  from  the  soil  and  their  own  labor  the  means  wherebj 
to  pre-empt  the  same. 

The  proof  of  these  facts  and  the  results  are  so  familiar  td 
the  whole  community,  that  conviction  deep  and  strong^  hai 
been  fixed  on  the  public  mind  that  no  more  land  sales,  except 
to  actual  settlers  by  pre  emption,  should  take  place  in  Minne- 
sota during  the  next  two  years,  nor  until  the  adual  settler  tHio 
comes  from  States  or  the  old  world  have  an  opportunity  of 
making  their  claim  and  improvements  under  the  pre-emption 
laws  of  the  United  States. 

We  therefore  most  earnestly  and  respectfully  ask  your  Ex- 
cellency to  regard  the  prayer  of  this  Memorial  and  permit 
our  future  State  to  be  filled  by  an  upright,  industrious,  and 
productive  class  of  actual  settlers.

The  Memorial  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Minnesota 
tein-  respectfully  showeth,  that  in  accordance  with  the  proTisiont 


teiamnM^-  ®^  ^^^  Enabling  Act,  passed  by  your  honorable  body  to  an- 
**'*'*^  '  thorize  the  people  of  the  Territory  of  Minnesota  to  form  & 
Constitution  and  State  Government  preparatory  to  admissian 
into  the  Union  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  original  States, 
the  citizens  of  the  said  Territory  in  the  loyal  and  faithful

<^  the  fact  that  certain  female  captives,  wives  and  daugb-vrutioiitodibv 
tera  of  our  murdered  citizens  were  then  in  the  hands  of  the  JJ^^Jan^. 
■Avage  foe,  and  the  then  apparent  disafiection  of  the  Sioux,  ptdittoBacyut 
ti)6. occasion  was  deemed  urgent  and  necessary  to  call  out  iMa^'^iBdiMaiB 
and  equip  certain  volunteer  companies^  of  the  Territorial^*'"**^ 
Militia,  from  Mue  Earth,  Nicollet  and  fitot^  Oounties,  for 
the  preservation  of  the  peace  and  protection  of  the  Territory,  the 
expense  of  which  expeditions  has  been  ascertained  by  tMs

That  of  all  appropriations  by  your  honorable  body,  there  ^^^^^^^^^^1^^ 
is  probably  no  appropriation  more  needed,  or  which  would  ap(KoprutioA  fcr 
be  of  greater  benefit  to  the  public,  and  especially  to  emi-*h*»»ctf<»of«' 
grants  coming  west,  as  well  as  for  the  safety  of  the  United  J^J^*^ 
States  Mail,  than  would  be  an  appropriation  for  the  erection 
of  a  bridge  across  the  Root  River,  in  town  one  hundred  and 
four,  (104),  range  eight  (8),  west,  in  the  county  of  Fillmore, 
at  the  point  where  the  State  road  and  mail  route  from  La 
Crosse,  in  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  to  Mankato,  in  this  State, 
and  the  mail  route  from  Winona,  in  this  State,  to  Burr  Oak, 
in  the  State  of  Iowa,  are  crossing  the  same. 

Your  memorialist  would  further  represent,  that  in  time  of 
high  water,  the  United  States  Mails  have  been  hindered  from 
crossing  the  said  river  for  several  days,  and  on  one  occasion 
last  summer  the  mail  carrier,  in  attempting  to  cross,  had  his 
team  carried  off  by  the  stream,  drowned  one  of  his  borMS, 
and  lost  the  United  States  Mail  bag,  which  has  never  since, 
(we  believe),  been  recovered.  Emigrants  also  are  known 
to  have  been  detained  from  crossing  as  long  a^  three  weeks, 
and  have  often  in  attempting  to  cross,  encountered  imminent 
danger,  and  sustained  groat  Josses  of  property,  by  havings 
-had  their  teams  and  loads  carried  down  the  swift  stream. 

Your  memorialists  would  further  represent,  that  at  this 
point  of  the  said  river,  there  is  no  ferry,  for  the  reason  that 
the  river,  at  this  point  is  so  swift  in  its  current,  that  it  would 
be  very  difficult  to  manage  a  ferry  on  its  waters. 

The  said  river  also  at  times  raises  to  ^uch  an  eztraordi* 
nary  height  that  it  rec^inres  a  greater  amount  to  erect  ft 
brid^  over  it  than  the  county  of  Fillmore  is  able  to  raise, 
er  will  be  able  to  raise  for  some  years  to  come;  and  our 
State  being  in  a  tran*jition  from  a  Territorial  to  a  State  or- 
ganization, our  finances  iorbid  us  making  appropriations  of 
aby  kind.

To  thi  Honorable  A,  V.  Brown,  Postmaster  General : 

The  Legislature  of  Minnesota  respectfully  represents,  that 
the  contractors  and  others  in  charge  of  the  mails  in  the 
Southern  portion  of  the  State,  are  very  remiss  in  the  discharge  JIJ'toBuaiiw^ 
of  their  duties,  often  making  the  public  service,  as  required  tIm  in!Kmth*ni 
by  their  contracts,  and  the  regulations  of  the  Post  Office  De-*^*"*^***^ 
purtment,  subservient  to  their  private  interest ;  inasmuch  as 
the  carrying  and  prompt  delivery  of  the  mails  is  made  of 
secoodary  importance,  and  contingent  upon  the  carrying  of 

Sasaeugers,  more  especially  upon  the  principal  mail  lines, 
[ail  bags  are  allowed  to  accumulate  along  the  lines,  and,  be- 
ing subjected  to  the  caprice  or  convenience  of  careless  and 
irrespoDsible  drivers,  are  often  carried  to,  and  left  at  points 
remote  from  their  proper  destination,  and  often  lost.  By  this 
careless  neglect,  or  dilatory  and  inefficient  discharge  of  duty, 
on  the  part  of  those  to  whom  the  mail  service  is  entrusted, 
the  interest  and  convenience  of  the  public  is  sacrificed,  and 
to  such  an  extent  as  not  to  be  longer  endured  with  patience 
The  people  of  the  southern  portion  of  the  State,  therefore, 
through  the  Legislature,  call  upon  the  Department  to  take 
Buch  measures  in  relation  thereto  as  will  prevent,  for  the  fu- 
ture, the  evil  complained  of.  To  this  end  the  Legislature 
submits,  that  the  appointment  of  an  efficient  traveling  Mail 
Agent,  with  usual  powers,  would,  in  its  opinion,  be  most  con- 
dacive ;  and  respectfully  request  the  appointment  of  such 
Agent  for  the  Southern  District  of  Minnesota.

That  the  navigation  of  the  Mississippi  River,  betweei;!  the 
moath  of  the  Minnesota  or  St  Peters  River  and  the  Falls  of 
8t  Anthony,  a  distance  of  about  seven  miles  by  the  river,  is 
during  the  season  of  low  water,  obstructed  by  rocks  and 
other  impediments  which  a  mooerate  appropriation,  judi- 
cioosly  expended,  would  remove  and  render  me  navigation 
of  said  river  between  the  points  above  named,  free  to  the 
lu-gest  class  of  Ste'amboats  used  upon  the  Upper  Mississippi 
^d  other  water  crafts  during  the  entire  season  of  naviga- 
tion. 
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That  within  the  two  years  last  past,  the  citizens  of  St  Aik 
thoDj  and  Minneapolis  have  expended  for  the  improTement 
of  the  navigation  of  said  river,  between  the  points  aforesaid, 
to  Con- about  ten  thousand  dollars,  and  during  last  season  a  line  of 
^^   boats  was  established  between  the  places  aforesaid  and  Ful- 
ton City,  and  during  the  season  fifty-two  steamboats  arrived 
at  the  landing  at  St.  Anthony  and  Minneapolis,  leaving  nearly 
six  thousand  tons  of  freight,  which  however  is  a  smul  quan- 
tity compared  with  what  would  have  been  landed  there,  had 
boats  been  able  to  run  the  whole  season  of  navigation. 

Your  memorialists  further  represent  that  the  navigation  of 
the  Mississippi  River  between  the  Falls  of  St.  Anthoby  and 
Sauk  Rapids,  a  distance  of  about  eighty  miles^  is  during  the 
time  of  low  water  obstructed  by  rocks,  with  a  moderate  ap- 
propriation  properly  expended,  would  remove  and  enable 
boats  to  run  there  during  the  entire  season  of  navigation. 

The  benefits  government  would  derive  from  the  improve- 
ments above  contemplated,  would  far  exceed  the  amount  re* 
quired  to  remove  the  obstacles  to  the  free  navigation  of  said 
river.  Large  quantities  of  goods  and  supplies  are  annually 
transported  by  the  government  at  great  expense,  over  a  lon^ 
and  tedious  land  route,  to  furnish  the  different  nations  and 
tribes  of  Indians  in  the  northern  and  western  portions  of  the 
Territory,  and  also  the  military  forces  stationed  at  Fort  Rip- 
ley and  the  fort  at  Pembina,  which  expense  would  be  mate- 
rially lessened  were  the  impfovera^its  herein  prayed  for 
made.

Mle,  but  in  Minnesota  would  result  in  the  ruin  and  bank- 
nptcy  of  a  large  majority  of  those  hardy  pioneers,  who  have 
tettled  upon,  improved,  and  made  valuable  the  public  lands 
of  the  State.  Very  many  have  no  means  of  pre-empting  ; 
thej  have  no  money  themselves  and  such  is  the  present  con- 
dition of  the  business  publio  that  they  cannot  even  borrow 
the  necessary  means,  unless  at  ruinous  rates  of  interest, 
tiding  thereby  not  only  to  protract,  but  render  permanent 
fte  embarrassmente  under  which  they  now  labor.

STATE  OF  MINNESOTA. 


PREAMBLE. 


We,  the  people  of  the  State  of  Minnesota,  grateful  to  God,»^^M^ 
for  oar  civil  and  religious  liberty,  and  desiring  to  perpetuate 
its  blessings,  and  secure  the  same  to  ourselves  and  our  poa- 
teritj,  do  ordain  and  establish  this  Constitution  : 

ARTICLE  I. — BILL  OP  BIGHTS. 

SscnoN   1.    Government  is  instituted  for  tae   security, 
benefit  and  protection  of  the  people,  in  whom  all  political  ^''"*^"'« 
power  is  inherent^  together  with  the  right  to  alter,  modify  or "'"^ 
reform  such  Government,  whenever  the  public  good  may  re* 
quire  it. 

Sic.  2.  No  member  of  this  State  shall  be  disfranchised, 
or  deprived  of  any  of  the  rights  or  privileges  secured  to  any  ^*«'^*» ■■*»**' 
citizen  thereof,  unless  by  the  law  of  the  land,  or  the  judg-^**** ''"**'''" 
ment  of  his  peers.  There  shall  be  neither  slavery  nor  invol- 
imtary  servitude  in  the  State,  otherwise  than  in  the  punish* 
ment  of  crime,  whereof  the  party  shall  have  been  duly  coa- 
victed. 

Skc.  3.    The  Liberty  of  the  press  shall  forever  remain  iA-i^bOTtroftte 
violate,  and  all  persons  may  freely  speak,  write  and  publish  pranMeotd 
their  sentiments  on  all  subjects,  being  responsible  for  the 
abuse  of  such  right. 

Sec.  4.    The  right  of  trial  by  jury  shall  remain  ^^^^^^l^^iawitofbkibr 
and  shall  extend  to  all  cases  at  law  without  regard  to  thejgx, 
amount  in  controversy,  but  a  jury  trial  may  be  waived  by  the 
parties  in  all  cases,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law.

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AMENDMENT  TO  SECTION  TEN,  ARTICLE  NINE  OF

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Legidatwrt  of  the  State  of  Minnesota, 

SiCTioH  10.    The  credit  of  this  State  shall  neyer  be  given 
or  loaned  in  aid  of  an^  individual,  association  or  corporation, 
except  that  for  the  purpose  of  expediting  the  construction  of  ^^ 
ihe  lines  of  Railroads,  in  aid  of  which  the  Congress  of  the^^^i^ 
(United  States  has  granted  lands  to  the  Territory  of  Minneso-  wtpomb 
ta,  the  Governor  shall  cause  to  be  issued  and  delivered  to 
«ach  of  the  Companies  in  which  said  grants  are  vested  by 
the  Legislative  Assembly  of  Minnesota,  the  special  Bonds  of 
(be  State,  bearing  an  interest  of  seven  per  ceut.  per  annum, 
payable  semi-annually  in  the  City  of  New  York,  as  a  loan  of 
pablic  credit,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  twelve  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  or  an  aggregate  amount  to  all  of 
odd  Companies  not  exceeding  five  millions  of  dollars,  in 
manner  following,  to  wit : 

Whenever  either  of  the  said  Companies  shall  produce  to 
Ae  Governor  satisfactory  evideice,  verified  by  the  affidavits  JJ^^JJJ^ 
of  the  Chief  Engineer,  Treasurer  and  two  Directors  of  said 
<k)mpany,  that  any  ten  miles  of  the  road  of  said  Company, 
Kas  been  actually    constructed  and    completed,  ready  for 
placing  the  superstructure  thereon,  the  Governor  shall  cause 
to  be  issued  and  delivered  to  such  Company,  bonds  to  the 
^amount  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  ;    and  whenever 
thereafter,  and  as  often  as  either  of  said  Companies  stiall 
produce  to  the  Governor,  like  evidence  of  a  further  construc- 
tion of  ten  miles  of  its  road,  as  aforesaid,  then  the  Governor 
ahall  cause  to  be  issued  to  such  Company  further  like  bonds 
to  the  amount  of  one  hundred  thousand  doUarR  for  each  and 
every  ten  miles  of  road  thus  constructed;  and  whenever  such 
Company  shall  furnish  like  evidence  that  any  ten  miles  of  its 
road  is  actually  completed  and  cars  running  thereon,  the 
Covernor  shall  cause  to  be  issued « to  such  Company  like 
bonds  to  the  amount  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  ;  and 
whenever  thereafter,  and  as  often  as  either  of  said  Companies 
•shall  produce  to  the  Governor  like  evidence  that  any  further 
ten  miles  of  said  road  is  in  operation  as  aforesaid,  the  Cover* 
nor  shall  cause  to  be  issued  to  such  Company  further  like 
bonds  to  the  amount  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  until 
&e  full  amount  of  the  bonds  hereby  authorized  shall  be  is- 
6Qed :  Provided,  That  two-fifths,  and  no  more,  of  all  bonds 
issued  to  the  Southern  Minnesota  Railroad  Company,  shall 
be  expended  in  the  construction  and  equipment  of  the  line  of 
road  from  La  Cresoent  to  the  point  of  junction  with  the  Tran« 
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sit  Boad,  as  provided  by  law.  And  further  provided,  that 
the  Minneapolis  and  Cedar  Yallej  Railroad  Company  shall 
commence  the  construction  of  their  road  at  FarribauU  and 
Minneapolis,  and  shall  grade  an  equal  number  of  miles  from 
each  of  said  places 
tiMprmiititiTtT  of     '^^^  ^^^^  bonds  thus  issued  shall  be  denominated  "Minne- 


sota State  Railroad  Bonds,''  and  the  faith  and  credit  of  this 
State  are  hereby  pledged  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  and 
the  redemption  of  the  principal  thereof.  They  shall  be  signed 
by  the  Governor,  countersigned  and  registered  by  the  Treaa 
urer,  sealed  with  the  seal  of  the  State,  of  denominations,  not 
exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  payable  to  the  order  of  the 
company  to  whom  issued,  transferrable  by  the  endorsement 
of  the  President  of  the  said  Company,  and  redeemable  at  anj 
time  after  ten  and  before  the  expiration  of  twenty-five  years 
from  the  date  thereof.  Within  thirty  days  after  the  Gover- 
nor shall  proclaim  that  the  people  have  voted  for  a  loan  of 
^'*******  ^  State  Credit  to  Railroad^  any  of  said  Companies  proposing 
to  avail  'themselves  of  the  loan  herein  provided  for,  and  to 
accept  the  conditions  of  the  same,  shall  notify  the  Governor 
thereof,  and  shall,  within  sixty  days,  commence  the  constmc- 
tion  of  their  roads,  and  shall,  within  two  years  thereafter, 
construct  ready  for  the  superstructure,  at  least  fifty  (50) 
miles  of  their  road.  Each  company  shall  make  provision  for 
the  punctual  payment  and  redemption  of  all  bonds  issued  and 
delivered  as  aforesaid,  to  said  Company,  and  for  the  punctual 
payment  of  the  interest  which  shall  accrue  thereon,  in  snch 
manner  as  to  exonerate  the  Treasury  of  this  State  from  any 
advances  of  money  for  that  purpose  ;  and  as  security  there- 
for, the  Governor  shall  demand  and  receive  from  each  of  said 
Companies,  before  any  of  said  bonds  are  issued,  an  instro- 
ment  pledging  the  net  profits  of  its  road,  for  the  payment  of 
said  interest,  and  a  conveyance  to  the  State  of  the  fir^  two 
hundred  and  forty  sections  of  land,  free  from  prior  incom- 
brances,  which  such  Company  is  or  may  be  authorized  to  sell 
in  trust  for  the  better  security  of  the  Treasury  of  the  State 
from  loss  on  said  bonds,  which  said  deed  of  trust  shall  ao- 
thorize  the  Governor  and  Secretary  of  State  to  make  convey- 
ances of  title  to  all  or  any  of  such  lands,  to  purchasers  agree- 
ing with  the  respective  Railroad  Companies  therefor.  Frm- 
dedf  That  before  releasing  the  interest  of  the  State  to  Bvch 
lands,  such  sale  shall  be  approved  by  the  Governor^  but  the 
proceeds  of  all  such  sales  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of 
interest  accruing  upon  the  bonds  in  case  of  default  of  the 
payment  of  the  sauie,  and  as  a  sinking  fund  to  meet  any  for 
tnre  default  in  the  payment  of  interest  and  the  principsl 
thereof  when  due  ;  and  as  further  security,  an  amount  of  first 
mortgage  bonds  on  the  roads,  lands  and  franchises  of  the 
respective  Companies,  corresponding  to  the  State  boads  is- 
sued, shall  be  transferred  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  at 
the  time  of  the  issue  of  State  bonds,  and  in  case  either  of

Frmded,  That  Ames',  Boal  and  Lamb's  Islands  shall  be  in 
the  First  Ward,  Raspberry  in  the  Second,  and  Bams  and 
Harriet  Islands  in  the  Third  Ward : 

Sbc.  4.  Three  Aldermen  shall  be  elected  in  the  said  Fourth 
Ward  as  provided  in  the  other  Wards  of  said  city  ;  and  at 
the  next  annual  election  of  said  city,  there  shall  he  elected  ^«*'<>"<»'  ^ 
three  Aldermen  in  said  Ward,  one  for  the  term  of  one  year,  "•'™*'^ 
one  for  the  term  of  two  years,  and  one  for  the  term  of  three 
years,  and  at  each  annual  election  thereafter,  there  shall  be 
elected  one  Alderman  in  said  Ward,  for  the  term  of  three 
years,  and  where  other  officers  are  elected  or  appointed  from 
Ihe  other  Wards  respectively,  the  like  officers  shall  be  elected 
or  appointed  in  the  same  manner  from  the  said  Fourth  Ward, 
and  until  such  Aldermen  or  other  officers  are  elected  or  ap- 
pointed in  said  Fourth  Ward;  the  Aldermen  and  officers  elec- 
ted or  appointed  from  the  Third  Ward  shall  act  for  and  rep- 
resent the  Fourth  Ward,  and  the  present  Aldermen  and 
officers  elected  and  appointed  from  and  to  represent  the  First, 
Second  and  Third  Wards,  as  heretofore  limited,  shall  continue 
in  office  and  act  for  and  represent  said  last  named  Wards 
within  the  limits  thereof,  fixed  by  this  Chapter,  until  their 
term  of  office  expire  :  Provided,  That  if  either  of  the  Alder- 
men now  representing  the  Third  Ward,  shall,  upon  the  divi- 
sion of  Wards  as  provided  in  this  Chapter,  be  residents  within 
the  limits  of  the  said  Fourth  Ward,  then  such  Aldermen 
shall  represent  the  said  Fourth  Ward  for  the  balance  of  the 
term  for  which  they  were  elected  in  said  Third  Ward,  and 
the  said  Third  Ward  may  elect  Aldermen  to  fill  the  vacancies 
occasioned  thereby. 

CHAPTER  II.— Elections.

w  each  year,  at  such  place  in  each  Ward  as  the  Conmion  tio^

J^  ten  days  previous,  liotice  shall  be  given  by  the  Common 
^^cil  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  such  election,  and 
w  the  officers  to  be  elected. 
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Sio.  2.  The  elective  o£Bcer8  of  said  citj^shail  be  a  Major, 
Treasurer,  Comptroller,  and  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  the  city, 
^^dthefr  w^  shall  be  styled  City  Justice,  all  of  which  said  oScct 
duties.  shall  be  residents  within,  and  qualified  voters  of  said  dtj ; 
each  Ward  shall  elect  three  Aldermen,  who  shall  be  iesi4eitti 
within,  and  qualified  voters  of  the  Ward  for  which  they  nuij 
be  elected ;  all  other  officers  necessary  for  the  proper  mat 
agement  of  the  affairs  of  said  city  shall  be  appointed  by  tbe 
Common  Council  unless  otherwise  provided. 

At  every  annual  election  there  shall  be  elected  one  Alde^ 
men  for  each  Ward,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  three  years. 
The  City  Justice  shall  hold  his  office  for  two  years  and  untQ 
his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified.  All  other  elective  offi- 
cers shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  one  year,  and  untQ 
their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  3.    Every  person  appointed  to  any  office  by  the  Com- 
mon Council,  or  elected  to  any  office  by  the  people,  may  be 
Bemoval  of  of-  removed  from  such  office  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the 
fleers  Aldermen  authorized  to  be  elected.    But  no  officer  elected  by 

the  people  shall  be  removed  except  for  cause,  nor  unless  first 
furnished  with  or  notified  of  the  charges,  nor  until  such  pex- 
son  shall  have  had  a  reasonable  opportunity  to  be  heard  in 
his  defense.  The  Common  Council  shall  fix  a  time  and  place 
for  the  trial  of  such  officer,  of  which  not  less  than  ten  days 
notice  shall  be  given,  and  to  compel  the  attendance  of  vitr 
nesses  and  the  production  of  papers,  and  to  hear  and  det»- 
mine  the  case;  and  if  such  officer  shall  neglect  to  appear  and 
answer  to  such  charge,  the  Common  Council  may  declare  tbe 
office  vacant. 

Sbg.  4.  Whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  office  of 
Mayor  or  Alderman,  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  a  new 
YaoEncieB— election,  which  shall  be  ordered  and  held  within  ten  days 
how  filled  after  such  vacancy  shall  occur,  and  reasonable  notice  of  such 
election  shall  be  given.  Any  vacancy  happening  in  any 
other  office  shall  be  filled  by  the  Common  Council.  The  per- 
son elected  or  appointed  to  fill  a  vacancy  shall  hold  his  office 
and  discharge  the  duties  thereof  for  the  unexpired  term,  and 
with  the  same  rights  and  subject  to  the  same  liabilities  as 
the  person  whose  office  he  may  be  elected  or  appointed  to  fill 

Sec.  5.  All  elections  by  the  people  shaU  be  by  ballot,  and 
each  ballot  shall  contain  all  the  names  of  the  persons  voted 
HectioM-howfor,  with  a  proper  designation  of  the  office  written  or  printed 
conducted  thereon,  and  a  plurality  of  votes  shall  constitute  an  election. 
When  two  or  more  candidates  for  an  elective  office  shall  re- 
ceive an  equal  number  of  votes  for  the  same  office,  the  elec- 
tion shall  be  determined  by  the  casting  of  lots  in  the  presence 
of  the  Common  Council,  at  such  time  and  in  such  manner  aa 
they  shall  direct. 

Sec.  6.    All  persons  entitled  to  vote  for  State  and  Conn^ 

'«■«"    e^- officers  and  who  shall  have  resided  for  ten  days  next  preoed- 

^      ing  the  election  in  the  Ward  where  they  offer  their  vote,  shall 
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be  mititled  to  vote  for  any  oflBloer  to  be  elected  under  this 
1ft V  and  to  hold  any  office  hereby  created;  and  the  different 
Wards  established  by  law,  and  such  precincts  as  may  be  herfr> 
after  established  shall  constitute  the  election  precincts  for 
State  and  County,  as  well  as  city  elections;  and  the  mode  of 
conducting  all  State  and  County  elections  in  said  city  shall 
be  in  the  manner  herein  provided  in  reference  to  city  elec- 
tions, except  that  the  returns  thereof  shall  be  made  by  the 
Jadges  of  election  to  the  Register  of  Deeds  of  the  county  of  * 
Ramsey  within  the  time  and  in  the  manner  prescribed  by 
law. 

Sec.  7.  The  elections  in  said  city  shall  be  held  and  con* 
docted  by  the  Aldermen  of  each  Ward,until  such  Wards  shall 
be  divided  into  precincts  as  hereinafter  provided,  who  shall  Aldermen  to 
be  the  inspectors  of  elections,  and  shall  take  the  usual  oaths  ^^S^ 
or  affirmations  as  prescribed  by  the  general  laws  of  this  State 
to  be  taken  by  the  Judges  and  Inspectors  of  elections,  and 
•hall  have  the  power  to  appoint  Clerks  of  such  elections,  and 
to  administer  the  necessary  oaths.  Said  elections  shall  be 
held  and  conducted  in  the  manner  and  under  the  same  penal- 
ties, and  vacancies  in  the  Board  of  Inspectors  thereof  filled  as 
required  by  the  laws  of  this  State  regarding  elections;  Pro- 
^idtdj  That  no  Inspector  or  Clerk  of  an  election  shall  be  eligi- 
ble to  any  office  voted  for  at  such  election. 

Sic.  8.  If  either  of  the  Inspectors  of  election  shall  sus- 
pect that  any  person  offering  to  vote  does  not  possess  the  quail* 
fications  necessary  for  an  elector,  or  if  the  vote  of  such  person 
be  challenged  by  a  qualified  voter  of  the  ward,  the  Inspector,  niegal  voting- 
before  receiving  the  vote  of  any  such  person  shall  require  him  ^^^  pnntoed 
to  take  the  following  oath:  You  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm, 
M  the  case  may  be)  that  you  are  twenty-one  years  of  age; 
that  you  are  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  (or  have  declared 
jom*  intention  to  become  a  citizen  conformably  to  the  laws  of 
tbe  United  States  on  the  subject  of  Naturalization) ;  that  you 
liave  resided  within  this  State  four  months,  and  within  this 
ward  or  precinct  ten  days  next  preceding  the  election;  that 
yon  have  not  voted  at  this  election;  and  that  you  have  made 
Jto  bet  or  wager,  or  become  directly  or  indirectly  interested 
in  any  bet  or  wager  depending  on  the  result  of  this  election. 
And  if  the  person  offering  to  vote  shall  take  such  oath  his 
vote  shall  be  received;  and  if  such  person  shall  take  such 
<^th  falsely,  he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  wilful  and  corrupt 
P^oiy,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  upon  indictment,  shall 
suffer  the  punishment  provided  by  law  for  persons  guilty  of 
P^rjvy.  If  any  person  who  is  not  a  qualified  voter  shall 
yote  at  any  election,  or  if  any  person  duly  qualified  shall  vote 
in  any  other  ward  than  in  the  one  in  which  he  resides,  or 
Bhall  yote  more  than  once  at  any  election,  he  shaU  be  liable 
to  indictment^  and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
«  snm  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  or  less  than  twen- 
ty-five dollars.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  t^e  Inspectors  to  keep 
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a  list  of  the  names  of  all  persons  whose  votes  may  becbal- 
lenged  as  aforesaid  and  who  shall  make  the  oath  aforenid; 
and  if  any  Inspector  shall  knowingly  and  corruptly  reeene 
the  vote  of  any  person  not  authorized  to  vote,  or  shall  nike 
ont  false  returns  of  an  election,  or  any  Clerk  shall  not  write 
down  the  name  of  every  voter  as  he  votes,  or  shall  wiM; 
make  nntrue  and  incorrect  counts  and  tallies  of  votes,  each 
and  every  such  Inspector  and  Clerk  shall  be  liable  to  indict^ 
ment,  and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  severally  forfeit  vA 
pay  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  nor  less  than 
one  hundred  dollars.    All  such  indictments  shall  be  tried  in 
the  District  Court  of  the  County  of  Ramsey.

CHAPTER  III. — Officers,  their  Powers  and  Duties. 

Sec.  I.  Every  person  elected  or  appointed  to  any  office 
under  this  Act,  shall,  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his 
office,  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  of  office,  and  file  the  s&me,  and**bo^d«Mh 
duly  certified  by  the  officer  taking  the  same,  with  the  Clerk  qnired 
of  the  city,  and  the  Treasurer,  Clerk,  Comptroller,  Wharf 
Master,  Street  Commissioners,  Collectors  and  such  other  offi- 
cers as  the  Common  Council  may  direct,  shall  severally,  be- 
fore they  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  , 
execute  to  the  city  of  St.  Paul,  a  bond  with  at  least  two  sure- 
ties, who  shall  make  affidavit  that  they  are  each  worth  the 
penalty  specified  in  said  bonds  over  and  above  all  debts,  ex- 
Bmptions  or  liabilities,  and  said  bonds  shall  contain  such 
penal  sum,  and  such  conditions  as  the  Common  Council  may 
deem  proper;  and  they  may  from  time  to  time  require  new  or 
additional  bonds,  and  remove  from  office  any  officer  refusing 
or  neglecting  to  give  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  The  Mayor  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  of  the 
State  and  the  ordinances  of  the  city,  are  duly  observed  and  en- 
forced, and  that  all  other  executives  officers  of  the  city  dis-^^^J^  Jj 
charge  their  respective  duties.  He  shall  from  time  to  time  hia  powers 
give  the  Common  Council  such  information  and  recommend 
BQch  measures  as  he  may  deem  advantageous  to  the  city. 
The  Mayor  shall  be  chief  executive  officer  and  head  of  the 
police  of  the  city,  and  shall  appoint  all  police  officers  and 
watchmen;  and  in  case  of  a  riot  or  other  disturbances,  he 
^y  appoint  as  many  special  or  temporary  'Constables  as 
he  may  deem  necessary,  and  any  Police  officer  or  Watch- 
^n  appointed  by  the  Mayor  as  aforesaid,  may  be  dis- 
charged from  office  by  him,  whenever  in  his  opinion  the  wel- 
ure  of  the  city  may  demand  it,  or  a  reduction  of  their  num- 
her  render  it  necessary. 

All  ordinances  and  resolutions  shall,  before  they  take 
^ect,  be  presented  to  the  Mayor,  and  if  he  approve  liiereof, 
he  shall  sign  the  same,  and  such  as  he  shall  not  sign  he  shall 
return  to  the  Common  Council  with  his  objections  thereto,  by 
depositing  the  same  with  the  City  Clerk  to  be  presented  to 
*^  Common  Council  at  their  next  meeting  thereafter ; 
^n  the  return  of  any  ordinance  or  resolution  by  the  Mayor, 
^vote  by  which  the  same  was  passed  shall  be  reconsidered^ 
w  if  aflier  such  reconsideration  the  Common  Council  shall 
PW8  the  same  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds,  it  shall  have  the  same

'effect  as  if  approved  by  the  Mayor,  and  In  such  case  tlie  vote 
shall  be  by  ayes  and  nays,  which  shall  be  enterered  br  tbe 
City  Clerk  of  Records.

Common  Council  shall  from  time  to  time  direct.    The  TreBS- 
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nrer  shall  ejchibit  to  the  Common  Council,  at  least  fifteen 
days  before  the  annual  election,  oi:  sooner  if  reqniced  by 
them,  a  fall  and  detailed  account  of  all  receipts  and  expen^ 
ditores,  after  the  date  of  the  last  annual  report,  and  also  of 
the  state  of  the  treaeory,  which  account  shall  be  filed  with 
tl^e  Clerk,  and  a  copy  of  the  same  shall  be  published  in  all 
the  daily  papers  of  the  City.

All  police  officers  and  watchmen  of  said  City  shall  possess 
the  powers  of  Constables  at  Conunon  Law  or  by  the  laws  of 
this  State,  and  it  shall  be  theif  duty  to  execute  and  serve  all 
warrants,  process,  commitments  and  all  writs  whatever  is« 
sued  by  the  City  Justice  for  any  violation  of  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  Minnesota,  or  of  the  ordinances  or  by-laws  of  said 
City ;  and  they  shall  have  power  to  pursue  and  arrest  any 
person  fieeing  from  justice  in  any  part  of  this  State,  and 
when  performing  the  duties  of  Constables  as  aforesaid,  shall 
be  entitled  to  like  fees.

Sbc.  9.  The  Aldermen  in  each  ward  shall,  at  the  first 
meeting  of  the  Council  after  each  annual  election,  select  one 
of  their  number  a  Street  Commissioner  of  such  ward,  who  street  corn- 
shall  hold  his  office  for  one  year;  and  the  Aldermen  of  each  ^^^^"^^ 
ward  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancy  in  such  office  of 
Street  Conmiiasioner  as  often  as  the  same  may  occur.  It 
shall  be  the  dntv  of  the  Street  Commissioners  so  selected,  to 
superintend  all  local  improvements  in  their  respective  wards^ 
and  carry  into  effect  all  orders  of  the  Commcm  Council  in 
relation  thereto  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  he 
herein  preBcribed  or  ordaiined  by  the  Common  CouiMsil.

All  prosecutions  for  assaults,  batteries  and  affrays,  not  is- 
dictable  and  for  a  breach  or  violation  of  any  sndi  by-l»v» 
ordinance  or  regulation,  shall  be  commenced  in  the  name  of 
the  City  of  St.  Paul,  and  the  same  proceedings  shall  be  W 
in  all  civil  and  criminal  suits  before  said  Justice,  where  sot 
otherwise  herein  directed,  as  are  established  and  required  (o 
be  had  in  civil  and  criminal  actions  by  the  laws  d  ^ 
State  before  a  Justice  of  the  Peace. 

Provided^  That  in  case  of  prosecutions  for  a  breach  or  fio- 
lation  of  an  ordinance,  by-law,  or  regulation  of  said  Citf 
or  its  charter  or  for  an  assault,  battery  or  affray,  not  indictar 
ble,  committed  within  the  City  limits,  no  appeal  shall  be  » 
lowed  where  the  judgement  or  fine  imposed,  exdnsiTe  of 
costs,  is  less  than  ten  dollars. 

In  all  cases  of  convictions  for  assaults,  batteries,^ 
affrays,  within  said  City,  and  in  all  cases  of  conviction  onder 
any  ordinance  of  said  city,  for  breach  of  the  peace,  difi^ 
derly  conduct,  keeping  houses  of  ill-fame  or  frequenting  the 
same,  and  of  keeping  or  maintaining  disorderly  and  iUfp^' 
erned  houses;  the  said  Justice  shall  have  power,  in  additiflj 
to  the  fine  or  penalty  imposed,  to  compel  such  offenders  to 
give  security  for  their  good  behavior,  and  to  keep  the  ^^ 
for  a  period  not  exceeding  six  months,  and  in  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding &ve  hundred  dollars.

Street  Commissioner  of  the  proper  Ward  to  cause  snii  ^ 
tice  to  be  served  on  the  owner  of  any  land  to  be  taken  for 
public  use  residing  within  the  County  of  Ramsey,  tnd  te 
occupants  thereof,  if  the  names  and  residences  of  snch  pe^ 
sons  shall  be  known  to  him,  or  stated  in  the  petition,  bype^ 
sonal  service  on  them  or  by  mailing  the  same. 

Second, — Upon  the  day  and  time  specified  in  said  notice 
the  Common  Council  shall  choose  by  ballot  five  disinterested 
freeholders,  residents  and  qualified  voters  of  said  city,  who 
shall  not  be  residents  of  such  Ward  nor  interested  in  the  w- 
suit  as  Commissioners;  and  it  shall  be  the  right  of  any  ptf^ 
interested,  at  the  time  of  the  appointment  of  such  Gommit- 
sioners  to  object  to  any  person  selected  as  Commissiosv 
aforesaid,  upon  the  jrround  of  interest  or  disqnalificatko,  ^ 
^  the  Common  Councu  shall  thereupon  determine  such  ohjee* 
tion,  and  fill  any  vacancy  in  the  manner  before  provided,  aB» 
when  the  appointment  of  such  Commissioners  shall  be  000* 
pleted,  the  Common  Coundl  shall  thereupon  issue  their  p^ 
cept  to  the  Chief  of  Police  of  said  city,  commanding  hifflj^ 
summon  the  said  Commissioners  to  attend  at  the  office  of  oe 
City  Clerk  at  a  day  and  time  therein  named,  and  act  as  Gob* 
missioners  in  the  said  matter,  and  to  make  return  of  their 
actingfif  and  doings  to  the  Common  Council  within  tfair^ 
^  days,  thereafter,  of  which  day  and  time  of  meeting  of  isj" 

Commissioners  at  least  three  days  notice  shall  be  gi^^  ^ 
the  official  paper  by  the  City  Clerk.  ^ 

TAird,-^l(  any  Commissioner  ^pointed  as  aforesaid  ehM 
Ujeglect  or  refuse  to  attend  as  aforesaid,  be  diall  foiieii  sst 
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pay  a  fine  to  the  said  City  not  exceeding  fift(y  dollara,  and 
shall  be  liable  to  prosecution  tterefor  before  the  City  Justice 
of  said  city  ;  and  the  Commissioners  in  attendance  shall  be  ^2rS  rtreeto"^ 
authorized  to  fill  such  vacancy  by  the  appointment  of  any  ,  / 

person  possessing  the  qualifications  of  Commissioner  afore- 
said. 

JFVmrih. — ^The  Commissioners  shall  be  sworn  by  the  City 
Clerk  to  discharge  their  duties  as  Commissioners  in  the  mat- 
ter -with  impartiality  and  fidelity,  and  to  make  due  return  of 
their  actings  and  c^oings  to  the  Common  Council. 

Fifth, — ^ftie  said  Commissioners  after  being  sworn  as  afore- 
said shall  proceed  in  a  body  accompanied  by  the  Street  Com- 
missioner of  the  proper  Ward,  and  the  City  Surveyor  to  view 
the  said  premises  and  also  such  other  premises  as  may  be. 
benefitted  by  the  proposed  improvement,  and  may  adjourn 
from  time  to  time  until  such  view  is  completed  ;  after  their 
said  view  is  completed,  they  shall  adjourn  to  some  convenient 
time  and  place  not  exceeding  ten  days  thereafter,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  hearing  testimony  and  evidence  on  the  part  of  parties^* 
interested,  which  said  evidence  and  testimony  shall  be  reduced 
to  writing  by  one  of  the  Commissioners,  and  any  of  the  Com- 
missioners shall  be  authorised  to  administer,  the  necessary 
oath  to  witnesses,  of  which  meeting  at  lea^t  three  days  notice 
i&all  be  given  in  the  officis^l  paper  by  the  Commissioners. 

iSir<A. — After  viewing  the  premises  and  hearing  such  testi- 
mony and  evidence  as  maybe  offered  the  said Commii^sionerB 
shall  determine. 

Ist:  Whether  in  their  judgment  it  is  necessary  to  take  such 
premises  for  the  purposes  speqified  in  such  application. 

2iid  :  If  the  said  Commissioners  shall  be  satisfied  that  it  is. 
necessary  to  take  such  premises  for  the  purposes  aforesaid, 
and  shall  so  determine — 

They  shall  next  determine  the  amount  of  damages  to  be 
paid  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  property  proposed  to  be undguSen  " 
taken,  and  also  what  lands  or  premises  will  be  benefited  by 
such  taking  ;  and  to  assess  and  return  within  the  time  limit- 
ed, such  damages  and  benefits  to  the  Common  Council ;  and 
in  case  the  said  Commissioners  shall  determine  that  it  is  not  '^ 

necessary  to  take  said  premises  aforesaid,  they  shall  so  report 
to  the  Common  Council  without  making  further  return  ;  and 
in  all  cases  the  testimony  and  evidence  taken  before  the 
GommiBsioners,  and  all  proceedings  had  before  them  shall  ac- 
company their  return. 

Saxnth.  If  there  should  be  any  building  standing  in  whole 
or  in  part  npon  the  land  to  be  taken,  the  Commissioners  be- 
fore proceeaing  to  make  their  assessment,  shall  first  estimate 
and  determine  the  whole  value  of  such  building  to  the  owner, 
aside  from  the  value  of  the  land,  and  the  injury  to  him  in 
having  such  building  taken  from  him;  and  secondly,  the  value 
of  snch  building  to  him  to  remove. 

Eighth, — At  least  five  days'  personal  notice  of  such  deterr 
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mination  shall  bo  given  to  the  owner  or  his  agents  if  known. 
and  a  resident  of  the  dity,  or  left  at  liis  usual  place  of  abode. 
If  not  known  or  a  non-resident,  notice  to  all  persona  inter- 
Wotiqe  to  be  ested  shall  be  given  for  ten  days  in  the  official  paper,  sndi 
jiTM^to  Und  j^q^Iqq  giji^ii  specify  the  building  and  the  tfward  of  the  Com- 
missioners ;  it  shall  also  require  the  parties  interested  to 
appear  by  a  day  to  be  therein  named,  or  give  notice  in  wn- 
ting  of  their  election  to  the  Common  Council,  either  to  accept 
the  award  of  the  Commissioners  and  allow  such  building  to 
be  taken  with  the  land  appropriated,  or  of  their  inteotioD  to 
remove  such  building,  at  the  value  set  thereon  by  the  Coo*' 
missioners  to  remove.  If  the  owner  shall  agree  to  remoTe 
such  building,  he  shall  have  such  time  for  this  purpose  as  the 
Comtoon  Council  may  allow. 

'  Ninth. — If  the  owner  refuse  to  take  the  bvilding  at  the 
value  to  remove,  or  fail  to  givie  notice  of  his  election  as  afore- 
said within  the  time  prescribed,  the  Common  Council  shaSL 
Jiave  power  to  direct  the  sale  of  such  building  at  public  auc- 
tion for  cash  giving  ten  days  notice  of  the  sale.  The  proceeds 
shall  be  paid  to  the  owner,  or  deposited  tp  his  use. 

Tenth.  The  Commissioners  &hall  thereupon  proceed  to  make 
their  assessment  and  to  determine  and  to  appraise  to  He 
owner  or  owners,  the  value  of  the  real  estate  appropriated 
for  the  improvement,  and  the  injury  arising  to  tliem  respect- 
ively in  consequence  of  the  taking  thereof,  which  shall  be 
awarded  to  sucli  owners  as  damages,  after  making  due  allow- 
ance therefrom  of  any  benefits  which  such  owners  may  re- 
spectively derive  from  such  improvement.  In  the  estimate  of 
damages  to  the  land,  the  Commissioners  shall  include  the 
value  of  the  building  or  buildings,  (if  the  property  of  the 
owner  of  such  land,)  as  estimated  by  them  as  aforesaid,  leas 
the  p^-oceeds  of  the  sale  thereof ;  or  if  taken  by  the  owner  at 
the  value  to  remove,  in  that  case  they  shall  only  include  the 
diiference  between  such  value  and  the  whole  estimated  ralne 
of  such  building  or  buildings. 

Eleventh.  If  the  damage  to  any  person  be  greater  than  the 
Bekitiye  to  l^eiicfits  received,  or  if  the  benefits  be  greater  than  the  dam- 
streets  ages,  in  either  case  the  Commissioners  shall  strike  a  balance 
and  carry  the  difference  forward  to  another  column  ;  so  that 
the  assessment  will  show  what  amount  is  to  be  paid  or  re- 
ceived by  such  owner  or  owners  respectively  and  the  differ^ 
ence  only  shall,  in  any  case,  be  collected  of  them  or  payable 
to  them. 

Twelfth.  If  the  lands  and  buildings  belong  to  differeiit 
persons,  or  if  the  land  be  subject  to  lease,  mortgage  or  judg- 
ment, or  if  there  be  any  estate  in  it  less  than  an  estate  in  fee, 
the  injury  done  to  such  persons  or  interests  respectively^  may 
b(^  awardbd  to  them  by  the  commissioners,  less  the  benefits 
resulting  to  them  from  the  improvement.    .    . 

T^irteinih.  > Having  ascertained  the  damages  andexpeiwes 
oF  the  improvement"  as  aforesaid,  the.  Commissioners  shall 
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kereapon  apportion  and  assess  the  same,  torcthw  with  the 
costs  of  the  proceedings  and  the  fees  of  the  Uonunissioneri^ 
irhich  shall  he  two  dollars  per  day  each,  to  be  included  th^e- 
in,  upon  the  real  estate  by  them  deemed  benefits  resulting 
lihereto  from  the  improvements,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  and 
shall  describe  the  real  estate  upon  which  the  assessments  may 
be  made.  The  award  of  the  Uommissioners  shall  be  signea 
by  them  and  returned  together  with  the  testimony  taken,  to 
t£e  Common  Council,  within  the  time  limited  by  their  appoint- 
ment 

Fourteenih.    The  City  Clerk  shall  give  ten  days'  notice  in 
the  official  paper  that  such  assessment  has  been  returned, 
and  on  a  day  to  be  named  therein,  will  be  confirmed  by  the 
Common  Council  unless  objections  are  made  in  writing  by 
persons  interested  j  objections  may  be  heard  before  ^^^^  vom^-^^^J^**^*^ 
men  Council,  and  the  hearing  may  be  adjourned  from  day  to 
day.     The  Council  shall  have  power  in  their  discretion  to 
confirm  or  annul  the  assessment,  or  refer  the  same  back  to 
the  Commissioners.    If  annulled,  all  the  proceedings  shall  be 
void ;  if  confirmed,  as  hereinafter  provided,  a  warrant  shall 
he  issued  to  the  City  Treasurer  for  the  collection  thereof ;  and 
such  lands  and  buildings  may  be  taken  and  appropriated  foir 
the  purpose  reauired  in  making  such  improvements,  and  such 
Btreetfi,  alleys,  nighways,  or  otiher  improvement  may  be  mad^ 
and  opened,  and  shall  thereafter  be  subject  to  all  the  laws 
&nd  ordinances  of  the  city  in  the  same  manner  as  strelBts^  al- 
leys, and  other  public  grounds  heretofore  opened  and  laid 
out.    If  referred  back  to  the  same  or  other  Commissioners, 
they  shall  prooeed'to  make  their  assessments  and  return  the 
same  in  like  manner,  and  give  notices  as  herein  required  in 
relation  to  the  first,  and  all  parties  in  interest  shall  have  the 
lie  notice  and  rights,  and  the  Common  Counc^  shall  perform 
li^e  duties  and  have  like  powers  in  relation  to  any  siibse*' 
jvent  determination  as  are  herein  given  in  relation  to  the 
frst ;  and  the  said.  Common  Council  shall  have  the  power,  at 
their  discretion,  to  enlarge  the  time  limited  for  the  Commis- 
rioners  to  make  their  returns. 

Kfteenth,^  Wliere  the  whole  of  apy  lot  or  tract  of  land,  or 
other  premises  under  lease  or  other  contract,  shall  be  taken 
^^rtue  of  this  act,  all  covenants,  contracts  or  engagements 
hetween  landlord  a^id  tena^it,  or  any  other  contracting  par- 
ties touching  the  same  or  any  p^rt  thereof,  shall,  upon  the 
coBfinnation  of  such  report,  respectively  cease  and  be  abso- 
lutely discharged.  When  only  part  of  a  lot  or  tract  of  land^ 
or  other  premises  so  under  lease  or  other  contract  shall  be 
tAken  for  any  of  the  purposes  aforesaid,  all  the  covenants, 
eontracts  or  agreements  respecting  the  same,  upon  the  con- 
firmation of  such  report,  shall  be  absolutely  discharged  as  to 
the  part  thereof  so  taken,  but  shall  remain  valid  as  to  the 
^idue  thereof,  and  the  rents,  considerations  and  payments 
reserved,  payable  and  to  be  paid  for  or  in  respect  to  the 
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i^ame,  sball  be  so  proportioned  so  that  the  part  therof  justly 
and  eqnitab!y  payable  for  such  residue  thereof,  and  no  more, 
shall  be  paid  or  recoverable  for,  in  respect  to  the  same.

SeventeerUL  When  any  known  owner  of  lands  or  tenements

shall  be  served  upon  such  gilardian. 

Eightetnzh.  It  case  it  shall  appear  that  the  assessment  of 
benefits  are  insfficient  in  amount  to  discharge  the  auiount  of 
damages  awarded  and  necessary  expenses,  the  Common  Coun- 
cil may,  in  their  discretion,  lipon  the  recommendation  in 
writing,  filed  with  the  City  Clerk,  of  any  two  of  the  Alder- 
men of  the  ward  wherein  the  proposed  improvement  lies, 
order  the  deficiency  to  be  paid  out  of  the  fund  of  such  ward, 
and  thereupon  may  confirm  the  said  report,  but  if  in  sach

Whenver  any  public  ground,  street  or  alley  shall    ^^rr^n 
be  laid  out,  widened  or  enlarged,  under  the  provisions  of  this 
efaapter,  the  Common  Council  shall  cause  an  accurate  survey 
and  profile  thereof  to  be  made  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
City  Surveyor. 

Sk.  4.  In  all  cases  where  the  return  of  a  Jury  may  have 
established  the  necessity  of  taking  private  property  for  the  Damages  to 
purpose  of  opening  streets,  previous  to  the  passage  of  this  ^»  »**«***^ 
act,  the  Common  Council  may  cause  the  damages  ajid  bene^

BsG.  6.  Any  lot  or  traot  of  land  so  sold,  or  any  poitici 
fbereof,  may  be  redeemed  within  one  year^  from  the  dajol 
sale,  and  at  any  time  before  the  deed  is  execnted  by  tfe 
Redemption  owner  or  any  person  interested  therein,  paying  to  the  l^tM- 
of  Und  gold  ^ifer  the  amount  for  which  the  same  was  sold,  together  witk 
tibe  interest  at  the  rate  of  thirty  per  cent  per  annnm,  tnd 
the  legal  charge  thereon  after  the  time  of  redemption  ahafl 
expire;  the  Treasurer  shall  execute  a  deed  to  the  pnrcbaMr 
or  his  assigns  as  provided  in  tax  sales  herein.

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CHAPTER  Vn.— Cmr  Improvii«nts. 

Sic.  1.  The  Oommon  Council  of  said  City,  sball  have  power 
to  order  and  contract  for  the  making,  grading,  repairing  and  Gontraot  for 
•cleanaing  of  streets,  alleys,  public  grounds,  reservoirs,  gut-*®'*'^  ^®'^ 
ters  and  sewers,  within  said  Uity,  and  to  direct  and  control 
the  persons  employed  therein;  and  all  such  improyem^nts 
shall  be  superintended  by  the  Street  Commissioner  of  the 
Ward  wherein  the  work  is  to  be  done. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  the  Common  Council  shall  deem  it 
necessary  to  construct  or  repair  any  sidewalk  within  the  -  ^^^^  ^ 
Cify,  they  shall  require  the  Street  Commissioner  of  the  proper  sidewalks 
Ward  to  tfotify  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  lot  adjoining 
such  sidewalk  to  make  or  repair  the  same  at  his  own  proper 
cost  and  charge,  by  publication  in  the  official  paper  for  ten 
days.  If  such  work  is  not  done  in  the  manner  and  within 
Ihe  time  prescribed,  the  Common  Council  shall  order  the  same 
to  be  done  at  the  expense  of  the  lots  adjoining  such  sidewalks, 
and  the  expense  thereof,  shall  be  assessed  upon  such  lots  so 
chargeable  by  the  Street  Commissioner  of  the  proper  Ward, 
and  returned  to  the  Common  Council,  and  collected  in  the 
same  manner  and  under  the  same  regulations  as  assessments 
for  Street  Improvements,  and  shall  bear  a  like  rate  of  inter- 
est after  confirmation. 

Sec.  3.  The  cost  and  expense  of  surveying  streets,  alleys, 
sidewalks,  sewers,  and  estimating  work  thereon,  and  of  re- 
pairing and  cleansing  streets  and  alleys,  and  of  constructing  i^^^Jfi?^^ 
and  repairing  reservoirs,  and  sewers,  shall  be  chargeable  to  wards 
and  payable  out  of  the  fund  of  the  proper  Ward.  Graveling, 
grading,  planking,  macadamizing  or  paving  streets  and 
Alleys,  to  the  center  thereof,  shall  be  chargeable  to  and  pay- 
able by  the  lots  fronting  on  such  street  or  alley,  within  the 
line  of  improvemeot  so  far  as  the  work  extends;  and  the 
whole  expense  thereof  shall  be  assessed  upon  such  lots  in 
proportion  to  their  fronts  thereon.  Sewers  and  drains  com- 
municating with  main  sewers  or  clrains,  may  be  built  by 
order  of  the  Common  Council,  through  any  street  or  alley 
for  the  purpose  of  draining  the  lots  in  the  blocks  fronting 
Buch  street  or  alley,  and  in  such  case  the  expense  thereof 
may  be  assessed  upon  the  lots  so  drained  and  benefitted  in 
anch  blocks,  and  being  within  the  line  of  the  improvement. 
Prmded,  That  in  all  cases  where  improvements  or  works  of 
Any  kind  are  chargeable  by  virtue  of  this  section  upon  lots 
benefitted,  all  such  improvements  across  streets,  alleys  and 
pnblic  grounds,  shall  be  made  and  paid  for  out  of  the  funds 
of  the  proper  Ward,  in  proportion  to  the  width  of  the  streets, 
alleys  or  public  grounds. 

Skc.  4.  The  Common  Council  shall,  as  early  as  practicable, 
&dopta  general  system  of  Sewerage  for  the  city,  the  cost  of  System  of 
which  together  with  the  expense  of  surveying  and  constructing  ■®'^®™«* 
same,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  general  sewer  fund  of  the  city,

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and  for  that  purpose  the  Common  Gonnoil  are  hereby  antiior- 
ized  to  levy  and  collect  a  general  sewer  tax,  which  shaH  be 
assessed  on  all  real  property  witiiin  the  city  limits  gqicx»- 
ponding  with  the  general  assessment  rolls  of  the  city,  tad 
aaid  sewer  tax  when  collected,  shall  be  set  apart  and  no  appio- 
priation  made  therefrom  except  for  the  purposes  as  provided 
for  in  this  section  ;  and  for  the  liiore  e&ctual  carrying  oat 
the  provisions  of  this  section,  the  Common  Council  may  ap- 
point one  competent  person  as  Commissioner  of  Sewers  f(x 
the  whole  city,  who  shall,  be  under  their  control  and  direc- 
tion and  whose  powers  and  duties  shall  be  defined  by  an  or- 
dinance of  the  city. 

Sec.  5,    No  grading  of  streets  or  alleys  to  be  do|^e  at  the 

expense  of  lots  fronting  such  improvements  or  sewers,  the 

Ezemptionfl  expense  of  which  is  to  be  charged  to  the  lots  drained  or  bcur 

ineertamcaMBefited,  as  before  provided,  shall  be  ordered  by  the  Commoa 
Council,  except  upon  the  petition  in  writing  of  a  majority  of 
the  owners  of  the  property  residing  on  the  street,  whose 
lots  win  be  so  chargeable  with  the  expenses  unless  by  a 
two-third  vote  of  the  Common  Council ;  and  whenever  the 
Common  Council  shall  determine  upon  a  public  improvement 
tmder  this  section,  upon  such  petition  or  by  a  two- third  vote, 
they  shall  pass  a  resolution  to  that  effect,  and  shall  require 
the  Street  Commissioner  of  the  proper  Ward,  with  the  assis- 
tance of  the  City  Surveyor,  to  examine  the  premises  and  re-

^oBtre^ts  and  the  City  Surveyor,  said  Street  Commissioner  shall  give  no- 
tice by  publication  in  the  official  newspaper  of  said  city,  for  ten 
days,  that  the  expense  thereof,  (in  case  of  streets  and  alleys,) 
will  be  assessed  upon  the  lots  fronting  such  street  or  alley 
within  the  line  of  such  improvment  in  proportion  to  their

The  Street  Commissioner  shall  thereupon  complete  his  as- 
sessments for  such  improvement,  making  the  necessary 
abatements  or  exemptions  in  accordance  witk  the  report  of 
the  Commissioners  ;  and  in  case  of  grading  streets  and  al- 
leys, the  amount  deducted  for  such  abatements  shall  be  made 
^  and  charged  to  the  fund  of  the  proper  Ward,  and  in  case 
of  sewers,  the  amount  deducted  for  such  abatements  shall  be 
assessed  upon  the  other  lots  chargeable  with  the  expense 
afcresaid,  in  the  manner  before  prescribed.  Such  assess- 
nient,  when  completed,  shall  be  returned  to  the  Common 
Conncil,  and  the  said  Common  Council  shall  thereupon  fix  a 
time  for  confirmation  of  the  same,  of  which  notice  shall  be 
given  in  the  official  paper  of  the  city.  Upon  the  confirma.- 
tion  thereof,  a  warrant  for  the  collection  thereof  shall  issue 
to  the  Treasurer,  and  the  same  shaU  be  levied  and  collected  '

Sec.  7.    The  Common  Council  shall  have  power  to  regnlate 
and  cause  to  be  constructed,  altered  and  maintained,  wharves 
and  piers,  or  grading  and  paving  along  the  banks  of  the  Mia- 
^^piBiy^  M»d  flissippi  River,  and  shall  have  and  exercise  the  same  pow«i 
^  "  and  control  over  the  said  river  within  the  limits  of  said  city, 

that  they  may  possess  over  streets,  highways  and  alleys,  so 
far  as  such  power  and  control  may  not  b&  inconsistent  with 
the  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State.  The  expense 
of  constructing,  altering  and  maintaining  such  wharves, 
piers,  grading  and  paving,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  general 
fund  of  said  city. 

Seo.  8.  No  error  or  informality  in  the  proceedings  shaD 
vitiate  the  assessments  made  by  virtue  of  this  Chapter,  where 
the  notices  hereinbefore  provided  shall  have  been  given  and 
No  error  to  ^^  assessments  for  work  or  expenses  chargeable  to  lots 
Tltiftte  asseu-  hereinbefore  provided,  shall  be  payable  from  the  time  of  the 
mentB  _  confirmation  thereof  by  the  Common  Council,  and  shall  bear 
interest  ten  days  thereafter,  at  the  rate  of  thirty  per  cent 
per  annum,  and  the  Common  Council  shall  fix  a  time  for  tiie 
sale  of  such  premises  for  the  unpaid  assessments,  not  less 
than  three  months  from  the  time  of  the  confirmation  thereof 
to  be  specified  in  the  warrant,  or  may  order  the  same  to  be 
entered  in  the  annual  assessment  roll,  to  be  sold  at  the  time 
of  sales  for  taxes  in  said  city.

CHAPTER  VIII. — Assessing,  Levying,  and  Collecting 

Taxes. 

Section  I.  All  property,  real  or  personal,  within  the  city, 
except  such  as  may  be  exempt  by  the  laws  of  this  State, 
shall  be  subject  to  taxation  for  the  support  of  the  City  gov-  pf^^^jg^ 
eminent,  and  payment  of  its  debts  and  liabilities  ;  and  the  ject  to  taxation 
same  shall  be  assessed  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided; 
the  assessors  elected  under  this  act  shall  have  and  possess 
the  same  powers  that  are,  or  may  be  conferred  upon  town- 
bhip  or  county  assessors,  except  so  far  as  they  may  be  alter- 
ed by  this  act.  The  Common  Council  may  prescribe  the  form 
of  assessment  rolls,  and  may  fully  define  the  duties  of  asses- 
sors, and  make  such  rules  and  regulations  in  relation  to 
revisiag,  altering  or  adding  to  such  rolls  as  they  may  from 
time  to  time  deem  advisable. 

Sec.  2.  Within  ten  days  after  receiving  notice  of  their 
election,  the  assessors  shall  assemble  at  the  City  Hall,  in  . 
said  City,  and  after  taking  the  official  oath,  shall  proceed  to  Daties  otib» 
organize  by  electing  one  of  their  number  chairman,  who^**®"®" 
shall  be  authorized  to  administer  such  oaths  as  shall  be  re-

When  there 
we  buildings  upon  any  lot  or  parcel  of  land,  the  value  of 
the  same  shall  be  set  forth  in  a  separate  column,  the  assess- 
ors may,  if  they  deem  it  advisable,  assess  any  lot  or  tract 
of  land  in  such  parcels  or  sub-divisions  as  they  may  deem 
proper,  and  shall,  as  far  as  practicable,  enter  the  name  of  the 
owner  opposite  to  every,  parcel  or  tract  of  land.  Any  act 
done  by  a  majority  of  the  assessors  shall  have  the  same  force 
and  effect  as  if  done  by  all.

Sec.  1.  The  Common  Council,  for  the  purpose  of  guarding 
against  the  calamities  of  fire,  shall  have  power  to  prescribe 
veat^ureofSrea*^®  limits  within  which  wooden  buildings,  or  buildings  of 
other  materials  that  shall  not  be  considered  fire-proof,  shall 
not  be  erected,  placed  or  repaired,  and  to  direct  that  all  and 
any  buildings  within  the  limits  prescribed  shall  be  made  and 
constructed  of  fire-proof  materials,  and  to  prohibit  the  re- 
pairing or  re-building  of  wooden  buildings  within  the  fire 
nre  limits  when  the  same  shall  have  been  damaged  to  the  ex- 
tent of  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  value  thereof,  and  to  prescribe 
the  manner  of  ascertaining  such  damage. 

Sec.  2.    The  Common  Council  shall  have  power  to  prevent 
the  dangerous  construction  and  condition  of  chimneys,  fire- 
Powers    of  places,  hearths,  stoves,  stove-pipes,  ovens,  boilers,  and  appa- 
the  coundl       ratus  used  in  and  about  any  building,  and  to  cause  the  same 
to  be  removed  or  placed  in  a  safe  and  secure  condition  when 
considered  dangerous ; 

To  prevent  the  deposit  of  ashes  in  unsafe  places,  and 
throwing  of  ashes  in  the  streetb  and  highways; 

To  require  the  inliabitants  to  provide  as  many  fire-buckets 
.   and  in  such  manner  and  time  as  they  shall  prescribe,  and  to 
Regulate  the  use  of  them  in  lime  of  fire; 

To  regulate  ajid  prevent  the  cariying  on  of  manufactoriet 
dangerous  in  causing  or  promoting  fires; 

To  regulate  and  prevent  the  use  of  fireworks  and  firearms; 
,  J  To  compel  the  owners  or  occupants  of  buildings  io  have 
scuttles  in  the  roofs,  and  stairs  or  ladders  io  the  same: 
[  To  authorise  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  Fke-Wardens,  and  other 
officers  of  the  city,  to  keep  away  from  the  viginiW  of  any 
fire  air  idle  and  suspepted  piersons;  and  to  compel  all  by- 
standers to  aid  in  tixe  extinguishment  of  fires,  and  in  the  pre- 
servation of  property  exposod  to  dansers  thereat;  and  gea- 
erally  to  establish  such  regulations  for  the  prevention  and 
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eztm^ishment  of  fires  as  the  Common  Council  may  deem 
expedient.  , 

Sec.  3.  The  Common  Council  shall  have  power  to  purchase 
fire-engines  and  other  fire  apparatus,  and  to  authorize  the 
formation  of  fire-engine,  hook-and-ladder  and  hose  companies,  porchaM  lire 
and  to  provide  for  the  due  and  proper  support  and  regulation  ftppAntns 
of  tbe  same;  and  to  order  such  companies  to  be  disbanded, 
and  their  meeting  to  be  prohibited,  and  their  apparatus  to  be 
given  up.  Each  company  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  able- 
bodied  men,  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  fifty  years, 
and  may  elect  their  own  officers  and  form  their  own  by-laws, 
not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  State  or  the  ordinances 
of  said  city,  and  shall  be  formed  only  by  voluntary  enlist- 
ments. Every  member  of  each  company  hereby  authorized 
to  be  formed  shall  be  exempt  from  nighway  work  and  poll- 
tax,  from  serving  on  juries,  and  from  military  duty,  during 
file  continuance  of  such  membership ;  and  any  person  having 
«erved  for  the  term  of  five  years  in  either  of  said  companies 
shall  be  forever  thereafter  exeapt  from  serving  on  juries, 
from  poll  tax,  and  from  military  duty  except  in  cases  of  in- 
surrection and  invasion. 

Seo.  4.    There  shall  be  a  meeting  of  the  members  of  said 
Companies  on  the  third  Monday  of  November  in  each  year.    Meeting  of 
at  such  places  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Chief  Engineer,  fl"  oompanieg 
when  they  may  nominate  and  recommend  to  the  Common 
Oonncil  for  appointment  one  Chief  Engineer  and  two  As- 
sistant Engineers,  and  the  Common  Council  shall  thereupon 
confirm  said  nominations;  and  the  persons  so  appointed  shall 
persorm  such  duties  as  the  Common  Council  shall  prescribe. 
Sec  5     At  the  same  time,  the  members  of  said  Companies 
sball  nominate  and  the  Common  Council   shall   appoint  the    J^wardeaB 
same  three  Fire  Wardens,  who  shall  perform  such  duties  as 
tbe  Common  Council  prescribe;  and  they  may  at  any  time 
enter  into  or  upon  any  house,  bam,  or  other  building  or  en- 
cloBurey  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  the  same. 

Sec  6.    The  net  proceeds  of  all  fines  and  penalties  re- 
covered  for  the  breach  of  any  ordinance,  by-law,  or  regulation  flredepStm't 
made  in  pursuance  of  this  chapter,  shall  be  paid  to  the  fire 
department. 

Sec  T.    Whenever  any  person  shall  refuse  to  obey  any     p    igu      ♦ 
lawful  order  of  any  Engineer,  Fire  Warden,  Mayor  or  Al-for  dUobeylDg 
derman,  at  any  fire,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  officers  giving  ordera 
such  order  to  arrest,  or  to  direct  orally  any  instable,  police 
officer,  watchman  or  any  citizen  to  arrest  such  person,  and  to 
confine  him  temporally  in  any  safe  place,  until  such  fire  shall 
be  extinguished;  and  in  the  same  manner,  such  officers  or 
any  of  them  may  arrest  or  direct  the  arrest  and  confinement 
of  any  person  at  such  fire  who  shall  be  intoxicated  or  disor- 
derly; and  any  person  who  shall  refuse  to  obey  any  such 
law&l  order,  or  who  shall  refuse  to  arrest  or  aid  in  arresting 
any  person  so  refusing  shall  be  liable  to  such  penalty  as  the 
Common  Council  may  prescribe,  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars. 
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CHAPTES  X. — MiecEiXANBOus  Proyisionb.

foreties  ^^d  £mc|^  bond  shall  contain  such  conditions  as  the  Coamos 

Council  may  deem  proper,  and  they  may  require  new  or  ad- 
ditional bonds,  and  remove  from  office  any  officer  refusing  or 
neglecting  to  give  the  same. 

Sbo.  2.  The  Mayor  shall,  when  present^  preside  over  the 
meetings  of  the  Common  Council,  and  take  care  that  the  laws 

Xft7or,h]sdii.^£  ^^  State  and  the  ordinances  of  the  city  be  strictly  en- 
forced and  duly  observed,  and  all  other  executive  offioers 
of  the  city  discharge  their  respective  duties.  The  Mayor,  or 
two  aldermen  may  call  special  meetings  of  the  Common 
Council.

Sic.  14.  The  Mayor,  Sheriff  of  Wabashaw  county,  and 
each  and  every  Alderman,  Justice  of  the  Peace,  Marshal,  Re-  Peace  oflicera 
corder,  and  constables  of  the  townships  or  precincts  of  which  ^^^^^ 
laid  citj  is  a  part,  sliall  be  officers  of  the  peace,  and  may 
command  the  peace  and  Suppress  in  a  summary  manner  all 
rioting  and  disorderly  behavior  within  the  limits  of  the  city, 
and  for  such  purpose  may  conunand  the  assistance  of  all  by- 
standers, and  if  any  person  so  commanded  shall  refuse  to  aid 
in  maintaining  the  peace,  every  such  person  shall  pay  a  fine 
of  twenty-five  dollars.

force, alter,  modify,  correct,  and  repeal,  all  such  ordinaDcea, 
rules  and  by-laws,  for  the  government  and  good  order  of  the 
city  ;  for  suppression  of  vice  as  they  shall  deem  expedient : 
and  declare  and  impose  penalties,  by  fine  and  imprisonmeat, 
or  both,  and  to  enforce  the  same  against  any  person  or  per- 
sons who  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  sudi  ordinances, 
rules  or  by4aw8,  and  which  ordinances,  rules  and  by-laws,  are 
hereby  declared  to  be  and  have  the  power  of  law  j  and  £or 
those  purposes  shall  have  auttiority  by  ordinances,  resofah 
tioufi  or  by  laws,  provided  they  be  not  repdgnant  to  the 
Constitution  and  Laws  of  the  United  States,  and  of  this  State 
Ist.  To  license  and  regulate  the  exhibition  of  common  show- 
men, or  shows  of  any  kind  or  the  exhibition  of  Caravans,  (Xr- 
To  grtnt  li*  cuses,  or  Theatrical  performances,  Billiard  Tables,  Bo?^ingSa-^ 
^'''^  loons,  ^nd  to  provide  for  the  abatement  and  removal  of  all  nnis- 

ances  under  the  ordinances,  or  at  common  law,  or  under  this

rictoallijig  JiooBea,  and  all  persoofl  Tending  or  dealing  in  spir- 
itoona,  Tinona,  fermented,  mixed,  or  intoxioating  liquors ; 
frmded,  that  the  license  for  so  dealing  in  spintuous,  vinous, 
lennented  or  intoxicating  liquors,  shall  be  at  least  fif^  dol- 
Ian,  and  as  much  high^  as  the  Council  may  direct ;  and  shall 
be  for  the  current  year,  whidi  shall  expire  on  the  second 
Moiidsj  in  May.

The  Common  Council  shall  examine  and  adjust 
Accounts  of  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer,  Marshal,  Recorder  and  all  other 
be  examined^^  officers  and  agents  of  the  city,  at  sudi  times  as  they  may 
deem  proper,  and  at  the  end  of  each  vear  and  before  the  term

e  issue  tificate  under  the  hand  of  the  Mayor,  and  seal  of  the  Com- 

mon Council,  stating  therein  the  amount  of  work  done  by  snch 
contractor,  the  nature  thereof,  and  the  description  of  ihe  lot 
or  parcel  of  land  upon  which  the  same  is  chargeable,  which 
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«ilid  certificate  shall  be  transferable  by  endorsement  there- 
on,  and  shall  bear  interest  at  such  rate  as  the  Council 
shall  direct,  and  if  the  amount  thereof  shall  not  be  paid  be- 
fore tlie  time  of  making  out  the  annual  assessment  roll,  the 
same  shall  be  assessed  and  levied  upon  the  lots  or  parcels  of 
land,  respectively  and  collected,  together  with  interest  up  to 
the  time  of  such  collection,  such  as  the  certificate  shall  bear, 
fur  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  holder  of  such  certificate  as 
other  taxes  on  real  estate  are  collected  by  virtue  of  this  act ; 
and  if  tlie  notice  to  do  the  work  required  shall  have  been 
giv^n,  no  informality  or  error  in  the  proceedings  shall  vitiate 
such  assessment,  and  in  no  event  when  work  is  ordered  to  be. 
done  at  the  expense  of  any  lot  or  parcel  of  land,  shall  the  city 
be  held  responsible  for  the  payment  thereof. 

Sfic.  13  In  all  cases  where  work  shall  be  ordered  to  be  Appeal 
done  by  the  owner  of  any  lot  under  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
such  owner  shall  make  his  appeal  as  hereinafter  provided  in 
cases  of  taking  property  for  the  public  use  at  any  time  wiUi- 
in  twenty  days  after  the  publication  of  the  notice  required  to 
be' given,  and  until  the  expiration  of  twenty  days,  no  such 
order  shall  be  given. 

CHAPTER  V — AssBSSiNO,  Levying  and  Ooi-lbctino  Taxes. 

All  property,  real  or  personal,  within  the  city,  ex- 
cept such  as  may  be  exempted  by  the  laws  of  the  State,  or  by  Property  mb* 
ordinance  of  the  city,  shall  be  subject  to  taxation  for  the  sup- J«<>*^  *^****«"^ 
port  uf  the  city  government,  and  the  payment  of  its  debts 
aiid  liabilities,  and  the  same  shall  be  assessed  in  the  manner 
hereinafter  provided,  but  such  assessment  shall  not  exceed 
five  mills  on  the  dollar  of  real  valuation,  and  all  qualified 
voters  shall  bo  liable  to  a  poll  tax  not  exceeding  one  dollar 
in  any  one  year,  to  be  levied  by  the  Common  Council.

Sec  3.  The  assessors  so  appointed  are  hereby  authorized  tieg^faatMtor 
to  administer  such  oaths  as  shall  be  required  by  this  chapter, 
and  within  fifteen  days  after  the  appointment  the  said  asses- 
sorR,  shall  make  out  a  complete  and  accurate  assessment  roll, 
which  shall  contain  a  description  sufficient  to  identify  the

week's  notice  in  the  official  paper  or  give  notice  thereof  by 
posting  notices  thereof  in  three  of  the  most  public  places,  in 
the  city,  and  after  hearing  such  objections  the  assessors  my 
make  such  alterations  or  revisions  as  justice  and  eqoitiy 
may  require. 

Sec.  5.  Within  six  days  after  the  time  limited  for  bearing

Council  shall,  by  resolution  levy  snch  sum  or  sums  of  money 
as  may  be  sufficient  for  the  purpose  for  which  taxes  are  here- 
in authorized  to  be  levied,  but  not  exceeding  the  authorized 
limits. 
Taxei  a  lien     Sec.  7.  All  taxes  and  assessn^ents  general  or  special,  levied 
upon  property  nQ^Qi.  this  act,  shall  be  and  remain  a  lien  upon  the  lands  and 
tenements  upon  which  they  may  be  assessed  from  the  time 
of  the  order  comprising  the  assessment  roll,  and  upon  aU 
personal  property  of  any  person  or  body  politic  from  the  de- 
livering of  the  warrant  for  the  collection  thereof  to  the  Mar- 
shal until  such  tax  shall  be  paid,  and  no  sale  or  transfer  of 
such  real  or  personal  estate  after  said  time  shall  effect  said 
liens.

CHAPTER  VI. — Opening  of  Streets,  Alleys,  &c. 

Sec.  1.  The  Common  Council  shall  have  power  to  lay  out 
public  squares,  grounds,  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  and  to  widen 
and  enlarge  the  same,  as  follows:  Whenever  twenty  or  more  ^^JJJJS^JJSr 
freeholders  residing  in  said  city,  by  petition  represent  to  the  be  laid  out 
Common  Council  that  it  is  necessary  to  take  certain  lands 
within  the  city  for  the  purpose  of  laying  out  public  squares, 
grounds,  streets  or  alleys,  or  the  enlarging  or  widening  the 
same,  the  courses,  distances,  metes  and  bounds  of  the  land 
proposed  to  be  taken,  together  with  the  names  and  residences 
of  the  owners  of  such  premises,  if  known  to  the  petitioners, 
to  be  set  forth  in  the  petition,  the  Common  Council  shall 
^ose  notice  thereupon  of  such  application  to  be  given  to  the 
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oooupant  or  occnpants  of  such  lands  if  there  be  any,  and  if  sodt 
lands,  or  any  portion  of  them,  shall  not  be  in  the  actnal  occa- 
pation  of  any  one,  then  the  Common  Council  shall  canse  sad 
notice,  describing  as  near  as  may  be  the  premises  propotei

CHAPTER   I.— BOUNDARIKB. 

Sec.  1.     That  so  much  territory  as  is  contained  in  sections 
twenty-three,  twenty-four,  twenty-five,  twenty-six,  town  one         ^^ 
hundred  and  three,  range  four,  shall  be  and  constitute  the    ^"^"•'^ 
town  of  Brownsville. 

$EC.  2.  That  for  the  good  order  and  government  of  said 
town,  it  fihall  be  lawful  for  the  male  inhabitants  thereof,  ^^*  electiou 
having  the  qualifications  of  electors,  to  meet  at  some  suitable 
place  in  the  town  of  Brownsville,  on  the  first  Monday  of 
AprU  next,  and  annually  thereafter,  at  such  time  and  plaoe 
in  said  town  as  the  Town  Council  may  direct,  and  then  and 
there  proceed  by  ballot  to  elect  one  President,  one  Eecorder, 
and  three  Trustees,  being  house-holders  of  said  town,  and 
having  the  qualifications  of  electors  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  3.  The  President,  Recorder  and  Trustees  to  be  elect-  t^^  •  >,♦ 
ed  as  aforesaid,  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year  and  until  ofoffl  m? 
their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified,  shall  constittite 
the  Town  Council  of  said  town,  any  three  of  whom  shall  con- 
Btitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  pertaining 
to  their  duties;  and  in  said  Town  Council  shall  be  vested  the

tions  and  trials  in  criminal  cases  within  the  city,  cognizable 
before  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  ;  but  warrants  returnable  be- 
fore the  said  Justice  may  be  issued  in  criminal  cases  by  any 
other  Justice  of  the  city,  but  no  fee  shall  be  received  there- 
from by  said  justice.  Said  justice  shall  have  exclusive  juris- 
diction in  all  cases  in  which  the  city  is  a  party;  and  he  shall 
have  the  same  power  and  authority  in  cases  of  contempt  as- 
a  court  of  record :  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  be  deemed  to  divest  the  district  judges  of  their  authori- 
ty as  conservators  of  the  peace,  nor  to  effect  in  any  mano^ 
the  jurisdiction  or  powers  of  the  District  or  Supreme  Courts 
of  this  State.  In  case  of  the  absence,  sickness  or  inability 
of  said  justice  or  for  any  sufficient  reason,  the  Mayor  by 
warrant,  may  authorize  any  other  Justice  of  iiie  Peace  within 
the  said  city  to  perform  the  duties  of  said  justice,  and  it 
shall  thereupon  be  the  duty  of  the  Mayor  to  inform  the  Attor* 
ney  and  Marshal  of  such  snbiftitution,  and  make  report  there- 
of to  tiie  Common  Council,  and  they  may  confirm  or  set  aside 
such  appointment,  or  appoint  some  other  Justice  of  the 
Peace,  and  the  Justice  so  appointed  shall,  for  the  time  being, 
possess  all  the  authority,  powers  and  rights  of  said  Justice 
of  the  Peace  for  the  city.

purchasers,  and  which  said  certificate  shall  be  filed  with  the 
City  Treasurer.  If  the  city  shall  become  the  purchaser  of 
any  personal  property  by  virtue  of  this  chapter,  the  Trea^

Section  twenty,  (20,)  twenty-nine,  (29,)  thirty-two,  (33,i 
thirty-three,  (33,)  thirty-fuur,  (34,)  and  thirty-five,  (35,)  lad 
fractional  sections  sixteen,  (16,)  seventeen,  (IT,)  twenty<H«. 
(21,)  twenty-two,  (22,)  twenty-three,  (23,)  twenty-six,  (26, 
twenty-seven,  (27,)  and  tweaty-eight,  (28^)  all  being  in  town- 
ship number  one  hundred  and  fifteen,  (115,)  north  of  range 
number  seventeen,  (17,)  west  of  the  fifth  principal  meridiu, 
and  in  the  aforesaid  county  of  Dakota,  and  the  jurisdiction  of 
said  city  shall  also  extend  on  the  north  front  thereof  over  tbe 
Mississippi  River  to  the  left  bank  thereof  descending.  Hi^ 
said  city  is  hereby  divided  into  three  Wards,  viz:  The  First 
Ward  to  comprise  all  the  Territory  within  the  city  limits  eut

CHAPTER  II. 

Sbc.  1.  After  the  first  election,  the  annual  election  of 
city  officers  shall  be  held  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  Mayof  eack 
year,  at  such  places  within  each  Ward  as  the  City  Oonid 
shall  designate,  and  the  polls  shall  be  kept  open  firom  tea 
o'clock,  A.  M.,  till  four,  F.  M.,  and  ten  days  previous  notioe 
shall  be  given  by  the  City  Council,  of  the  time  and  places  of 
holding  such  elections,  and  the  officers  to  be  elected,  by  postr 
ing  notices  thereof  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  tk 
city,  and  by  publishing  the  same  in  at  least  one  of  the  psr 
pers  published  in  the  city. 

Seo.  2.  The  elective  officers  of  the  city  shall  be  a  Major- 
Clerk,  and  one  Alderman  from  the  First  and  Third  Wards,  tad 
two  Aldermen  from  the  Second  Ward,  who  shall  have  bees 
residents  of  the  Ward  from  which  they  are  elected  for  at  letft 
thirty  days  next  preceding  the  day  of  election,  and  shall  hoU 
their  office  for  one  year  from  the  first  of  June,  and  until  their 
successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 
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Sec.  3.  WheDever  a  vacancy  shall  occar  in  the  office  of  ^ 
Mayor  or  Alderman,  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  a  newhowflUed*" 
election,  which  shall  be  ordered  and  held  within  twelve  days 
after  such  vacancy  shall  occur;  any  vacancy  occurring  in  any 
other  office,  shall  be  filled  by  the  City  Council.  Any  person 
elected  or  appointed  to  fill  a  vacancy,  shall  hold  his  office  and 
discharge  the  duties  thereof  for  the  unexpired  term,  and  with 
flie  same  rights  and  subject  to  the  same  liabilities  as  the  per- 
son whose  office  he  may  he  elected  or  appointed  to  fill. 

Sec.  4.  All  elections  by  the  people  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  pi^y^jity  ^^^ 
a  plurality  of  votes  constitute  an  election;  whenever  two  or  for  an  eleotloD 
more  candidates  for  an  elective  office  shall  receive  an  equal 
nnmbor  of  votes  for  the  same  office,  the  election  shall  be  de- 
termined by  the  casting  of  lots  in  the  presence  of  the  City 
Goancil,  at  such  times  and  in  such  manner  as  they  may 
direct 

Sec.  5.  All  persons  entitled  to  vote  for  County  and  State 
Officers,  and  who  shall  have  resided  in  the  city  for  six  months,  Who  may  vote 
and  in  the  Ward  in  which  he  may  offer  to  vote,  thirty  days 
next  preceding  the  day  of  election,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote 
lor  any  officer  to  be  elected  under  this  Act,  and  to  hold  any 
office  hereby  created. 

Sec.  6.  After  the  first  election,  the  election  in  said  city 
shall  be  held  and  conducted  by  the  Adermen  of  each  Ward,  •Jg'StcUon^^^ 
who  shall  be  Inspectors  of  Elections,  and  who  shall  take  the 
oath  or  affirmation  prescribed  by  the  general  laws  of  this 
State,  to  be  taken  by  the  Judges  and  Inspectors  of  Elections. 
The  Inspectors  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  Clerk,  and  to 
administer  the  necessary  oaths.  The  said  elections  shall  be 
held  and  conducted  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same 
penalties,  and  vacancies  in  the  Board  of  Inspectors  thereof, 
filled  as  required  by  the  general  laws  of  this  State  regarding 
elections. 

Sec.  7.  When  an  election  shall  be  closed,  and  the  number 
of  votes  for  each  candidate  or  person  voted  for,  counted  and  Return  of  eieo- 
ascertained,  the  said  Inspectors  shall  make  returns  thereof,  ^<>^ 
stating  the  number  of  votes  for  each  person,  for  each  and 
every  office,  and  shall  deliver,  or  cause  to  be  delivered,  such 
returns  to  the  City  Clerk,  who  shall  within  ten  days,  give 
notice  to  each  of  the  persons  so  elected,  of  their  respective 
elections. 

Sec.  8.    Special  elections  to  fill  vacancies,  or  for  any  other 
purpose,  shall  be  held  and  conducted  in  the  same  manner,  and  special  eleo- 
the  returns  thereof  shall  be  made  in  the  same  form  and  man-^o°" 
ner  as  annual  elections. 

Sec.  9.    Any  officer  removing  from  this  city,  or  any  Alder- 
man removing  from  the  Ward  for  which  he  was  elected,  or  paiiur*  of  ofll- 
*ny  officer  who  shall  neglect  or  refuse,  for  ten  days  after  cer  to  enter 
notice  of  his  election  or  appointment,  to  qualify  and  enter  'P^*^  ^"*^ 
npon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  be  deemed 
to  have  vacated  his  office,  and  the  City  Council  shall  proceed

Sec.  10.  The  first  election  for  citj  officers,  of  the  hddin^ 
nnt  election  of  which,  the  passage  of  this  Act  shall  be  deemed  soffidoit 
notice,  shall  be  held  on  the  fourth  Wednesday  of  JaBesext, 
at  which  time  an  election  shall  be  held  in  each  Waid,  and 
the  voters  of  the  First  Ward  shall  vote  at  the  hoose  of  P.

CHAPTER  III. 

OFFICERS — THEIB  POWERS  AND  DUTIES. 

Sec.  1.     Every  person  appointed  or  elected  to  any  oia 
under  this  Act,  shall,  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  c(  ios 
uTl^  token  *   office,  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  of  office,  and  file  the  smk, 
duly  certified  by  the  officer  taking  the  same,  with  the  Ckd 
of  the  city;  and  the  Treasurer  and  Tax  Collector,  and  sni 
other  officers  as  the  City  Council  may  direct,  shall  sevenQj, 
before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  ex- 
ecute to  the  city  of  Hastings,  a  bond  with  at  least  two  soR- 
Bond  and  snre*  ties,  to  be  approved  by  the  City  Council,  and  such  bond  shall 
'^^  contain  such  conditions  as  the  Ci  .y  Council  may  deem  proper, 

and  they  may,  from  time  to  time,  require  new  or  additiooil 
bonds  y  and  remove  from  office  any  officer  refusing  or  n^lect- 
ing  to  give  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  The  Mayor  shall,  when  present,  preside  over  the 
jj  yj^  ^^  meetings  of  the  City  Council,  and  take  care  that  the  laws  of 
ties  ~  ^  the  State  and  the  ordinances  of  the  city  be  strictly  enforced 
and  duly  observed,  and  that  all  other  execotiTe  officers  of 
the  city  discharge  their  respective  duties.  The  Mayor  or 
any  two  Aldermen  may  call  special  meetings  of  the  Ci^ 
Council.  He  shall  have  power  to  execute  all  acts  thatmaj 
be  required  of  him  by  an  ordinance  made  in  pursuance  of  thv 
Act,  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  call  upon  every  male  inhab- 
itant of  said  city  over  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  to  aid  in 
enforcing  the  laws  and  ordinances,  and  in  case  of  riot,  v> 
call  out  the  militia  to  aid  him  in  suppressing  the  same  inca^ 
rying  into  efiect  any  law  or  ordinance;  any  person  who  shall 
not  obey  such  call,  shall  forfeit  to  said  city  a  fine  notezcetd* 
ing  twenty-five  dollars,  and  not  less  than  five  dollars. 

Sbc.  3.  In  case  the  Mayor  shall  be  guilty  of  any  willfnl  op- 
pression or  corrupt  partiality  in  the  discharge  of  the  dotieB 
of  his  office,  he  shall  be  liable  to  indictment,  and  bn  coDTi^ 
Keglee^  of  dn-  tion  threof,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  not  more  than  five  hundred 
ties  bj  Mayor  ^QUj^pg^  and  the  Court  shall  have  power,  (upon  the  recoai- 
mendation  of  the  jury  in  the  cause,)  to  add  to  the  judgment 
for  the  fine,  that  he  be  removed  from  office. 
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Sec.  4.    In  case  of  the  absence  of  the  Mayor  from  the  city,  Absence  of 
or  his  inability  from  any  reason  to  discharge  the  duties  of  his  Mayor 
office,  the  CouDcil  shall  elect,  by  ballot,  from  their  own  num- 
ber, an  officer  who  shall  be  styled  ''Acting  Mayor,''  and  all  acts 
performed  by  him  shall  have  the  same  force  and  validity  as 
if  performed  by  the  Mayor. 

Sec.  5  The  Clerk  shall  keep  the  corporate  seal  and  all  the 
papers  and  records  of  the  city,  and  keep  a  record  of  aUSj^^'^JJi 
the  proceedings  of  the  City  Council.  He  shall  draw  or- 
ders on  the  Treasurer,  in  pursuance  of  any  order  or  resolu- 
tion of  the  City  Council,  and  keep  a  full  and  accurate  account 
thereof  in  books  provided  for  that  purpose,  and  make  a  full 
and  fair  record  of  all  the  by*laws,  rules  or  ordinances  made 
or  passed  by  said  City  Council.  The  Clerk  shall  have  power 
to  administer  oaths  or  affirmation  and  copies  of  all  papers 
filed  in  his  office,  and  transcripts  from  the  records  of  the 
City  Comicil,  certified  to  by  him  under  the  corporate  seal, 
shall  be  evidence  in  all  Courts  in  like  manner  as  if  the 
original  were  produced.  He  shall  report  annually,  on  or 
about  the  first  day  of  June,  to  the  Council,  an  estimate  of 
the  expenses  of  the  city  for  the  current  year,  and  the 
revenaes  necessary  to  be  raised  therefor,  and  the  fiscal  year 
of  the  city  shall  commence  on  the  first  day  of  June.  He  shall 
countersign  aU  contracts  made  in  behalf  of  the  city,  and  all 
certificates  of  work  done  by  order  of  the  City  Council  He 
shall  negotiate  such  temporary  loans  for  the  city  as  the  City  . 
Council  shall  direct,  and  such  loan  shall  be  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  City  Council.  He  shall  examine  the  reports, 
books,  papers,  vouchers  and  accounts  of  the  Treasurer,  and 
from  time  to  time,  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the 
Council  shall  direct.  He  shall  not  be  directly  or  indirectly 
interested  in  any  contract  or  job  to  which  the  city  is  a  party, 
or  in  any  loan  to  be  negotiated  by  the  city. 

Sec.  6.    The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  elect  a  City  ofucen  to  b* 
Attorney,  Treasurer,  Marshal,  Tax  Collector,  Surveyor  and  elected  bj 
Police  Justice,  and  define  their  duties.  comwfl 

Sec.  T.    The  City  Attorney  shall  perform  all  professional 
duties  incident  to  his  office,  and  when  required,  shall  furnish  ^JJ^^^JJ"**" 
written  opinions  upon  any  subject  submitted  to  him  by  the 
City  Council  or  its  committees;  Frovidedf  He  shall  not  receive 
to  exceed  fifty  dollars  per  year  for  such  services. 

Sec.  8.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  belonging 
to  the  city,  and  keep  an  accurate  and  detailed  account  thereof,  TreMorer, 
and  on  the  first  day  of  June,  and  quarterly  thereafter,  he  shall  o^"®" 
exhibit  to  the  City  Council  a  full  and  detailed  account  of  all 
the  receipts  and  expenditures  after  the  date  of  the  last  quar- 
terly report,  and  also  the  state  of  the  treasury,  which  ac- 
counts shall  be  filed  with  the  Clerk. 

Sec.  9.    The  Marshal  shall  execute  such  orders,  and  per-  Marshal, 
form  such  duties  as  are  prescribed  by  the  City  Council,  for  his  dntiea. 
the  preservation  of  the  public  peace,  for  the  good  order. 
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cleanliness  and  gorernment  of  the  city,  and  for  all  other  pnF- 
poses.    He  shall  possess  the  powers  of  a  constable  at  common 
law,  and  under  the  statutes  of  this  State  and  receive  like 
fees. 
Sec.  10.    The  City  Surveyor  shall  hold  his  office  during 
Cft  Bvn        *^®  pleasure  of  the  City  Council,  who  shall  prescribe  bu 
hta^aii€8*^^'*  duties  and  fix  the  fees  of  compensation  for  any  services  per- 
formed by  him ;  all  surveys,  profiles,  plans  or  estiaiates  made 
by  him  for  the  city,  shall  be  the  property  of  the  city,  and  shall 
be  carefully  preserved  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk,  open  to  the 
inspection  of  parties  interested. 
Sec.  11.    The  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  the  city,  shall  pos* 
City  Justice  ofsess  all  the  authority,  power  and  rights  of  a  Justice  of  the 
tk»  Petee        Peace,  and  shall  have  sole  exclusive  jurisdiction  to  hear  aH 
complaints,  and  conduct  all  examinations  and  trials  in  crim- 
inal cases  within  the  city,  cognizable  before  a  Justice  of  tbe 
Peice,  but  warrants  returnable  before  the  said  City  Justice, 
may  be  issued  in  criminal  cases  by  any  Justice  of  tbe  Peace 
of  said  county  of  Dakota,   but  no  fee  shall   be   receired 
therefor  by  such  Justices.     Said  Justice  shall  have  exclnslTe 
jurisdiction  in  all  cases  in  which  the  city  is  a  party.     Incase 
of  the  absence,  sickness  or  other  disability  of  said  Justice,  or

CHAPTER  IV. 

THl  CrTY  OOUNOIL — ITS  GBNERAL  POWERS  AND  DtJTlBS. 

Seo.  1.    The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall   constitute   tbe

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Gityooiincil—  City  Council,  and  the  .style  of  all  ordinances  shall  be:  *The 
ftimiud  meet-  Council  of  the  City  uf  Hastings  do  ordain."  The  first  annual 
^  meeting  of  the  City  Council  shall  be  on  the  first  Monday  xji 

June  of  each  year,  and  a  majority  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 
But  the  first  City  Council  elected  under  this  Act,  shall  noeet 
on  the  first  Monday  of  July,  1858,  at  seven  o'clock,  P.  M. 
The  City  Council  shall  determine  the  rules  of  its  proceedings, 
and  be  judges  of  the  election  and  qualification  of  their  own 
members,  and  have  the  power  to  compel  the  attendance  of 
absent  members. 

Sec.  2.  The  City  Council  shall  have  the  control  and  man- 
powers of  the  agement  of  the  finances  and  of  all  the  property  of  the  city, 
coQneil  ^^^  ^^  q^^^  Council  shall  likewise  have  full  power  and  aa- 

tority  to  make,  enact^  ordain,  establish,  publish,  enforce,  alter, 
modify,  correct  and  repeal  all  such  ordinances,  rules  and  by- 
laws for  the  government  and  good  order  of  the  city,  and  for 
the  suppression  of  vice,  as  they  shall  deem  expedient,  and 
declare  and  impose  penalties  by  fine  and  imprisonment,  or 
both,  and  to  enforce  the  same  against  any  person  or  persons 
who  may  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  such  ordinances, 
rules,  and  by-laws^  and  such  ordinances,  rules,  and  by-laws  are 
hereby  declared  to  be,  and  have  the  full  force  of  law,  and  for 
these  purposes,  shall  have  authority  by  ordinances,  resolutions, 
or  by  laws;  Provided,  That  they  be  not  repugnant  to  the  Con- 
stitution and  laws  of  th^  United  States,  or  of  this  State.

to  provide  for  the  abatement  and  removal  of  all  nuisances 
within  the  limits  of  the  city.

Tenth,  To  prevent  any  person  from  bringing,  depositing, 
or  having  within  the  city,  any  putrid  carcass  or  other  car-  ** 
caas,  or  other  unwholesome  substance,  and  to  require  the 
emoval  of  the  same,  and  on  default,  to  authorise  the  re- 
moval thereof  by  any  competent  oflScer,  at  the  expense  of  such 
person  or  persons. 

To  make  and  establish  public  pounds,  pumps,  yg^ng^  4^ 
water  cisterns,  and  reservoirs,  and  to  provide  for  the  erec-

After  the  completion  and  performance  of  any 
contract  entered  into  by  the  City  Conncil  for  the  work  g^^^^^  ^^^^11^ 
chargeable  to  lots  or  lands  by  virtue  of  this  Act,  they  shall  cataa,  how  iL 
give  to  the  contractor  a  certificate  under  the  hand  of  the  ■'*•* 
Mayor  and  seal  of  the  city,  countersigned  by  the  Clerk, 
stating  therein  the  amount  of  the  work  done  by  such  con- 
tractors, the  nature  thereof,  and  the  description  of  the  lot  or 
parcel  of  land  upon  which  the  same  is  chai^*eable,  which 
said  certificate  shall  be  transferrable  by  endorsement  there- 
on, and  shall  bear  interest  at  such  rate  as  the  Council  shall 
direct;  and  if  the  amount  thereof  shall  not  be  paid  before 
the  time  of  making  out  the  annual  assessment  roll,  the  same 
shall  be  assessed  and  levied  upon  the  lots  or  parcels  of  land 
respectively,  and  collected,  together  with  interest  up  to  the 
time  of  such  collection,  such  certificate  as  the  shall  bear, 
for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  holder  of  such  certificate,  as 
other  taxes  on  real  estate  are  collected  by  virtue  of  this 
Act;  and  if  the  notice  to  do  the  work  required  shall  have 
been  given,  no  informality  or  error  in  the  proceedings  shall 
vitiate  such  assessments. 

CHAPTER  V. 

ASSESSING,  LEVYING  AXD  COLLECTING  TAXES. 

Sec.  1.    All  property,  real  and  personal,  within  the  city, 
except  such  as  may  be  exempt  by  the  laws  of  this  State,  or 
by  ordinance  of  this  city,  shall  be  subject  to  taxation  for  the  property  ■  nb- 
support  of  the  city  government,  and  the  payment  of  its  debts  Jeet  to  tax 
and  liabilities,  and  the  same  shall  be  assessed  in  the  manner  ^^^ 
hereinafter  provided,  but  s^ch  assessment  shall  not  exceed 
three  cents  on  the  dollar  of  the  real  valuation,  and  all  quali- 
fied voters  shall  be  liable  to  a  poll  tax  not  exceeding  one 
dollar,  in  any  one  year,  to  be  levied  by  the  city  council. 

Sbc.  2.  The  City  Council  shall  annually  appoint  two  per- 
sons city  assessors,  who  shall  have  and  possess  the  same  AueflBon 
powers  that  are  or  may  be  enforced  by  the  laws  of  this 
State  upon  town  or  county  assessors,  except  so  far  as  they 
may  be  altered  by  this  Act;  Provided^  That  the  City  Coun- 
cil may  prescribe  the  form  of  the  assessment  rolls,  and  may 
fully  define  the  duties  of  assessors,  and  make  such  rules  and 
regulations,  in  regard  to  revising,  altering  or  adding  to  such 
jolls,  as  they  may,  from  time  to  time,  deem  it  advisable. 

Sec.  3.  The  assessors  so  appointed,  are  hereby  author- 
ized to  administer  such  oaths  as  shall  be  require i,  and  with- 
in such  time  as  the  City  Council  shall  designate;  the  said

aesessors  shall  make  out  a  complete  and  accurate  asaefle- 
(Hthanddn-  ™^°^  ^^^h  which  shall  contain  a  description  sufficient  to 
ties  of  A«ea-  identify  the  same,  of  all  lands,  lots,  or  parcel  oi  lands  witb- 
eors  In  gaid  city,  and  also  of  all  persons  or  bodies  politic  liable 

to  pay  taxes,  on  personal  property  or  capitation  tax,  and  op- 
posite to  eaeh  parcel  or  lot  of  land  shall  be  affixed  the  value 
thereof,  and  opposite  the  name  of  each  person  or  body  pel- 
itic  shall  be  affixed  the  value  of  the  personal  property  for 
which  such  person  or  body  politic  be  assessed.    When  there 
are  buildings  upon  any  lot  or  parcel  of  land,  their  value 
shall  be  set  forth  in  a  separate  column.    The  assessors  may 
assess  any  lot  or  tract  of  land  in  such  parcels  or  subdivis- 
ions as  they  deem  proper,  but  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to 
enter  the  name  of  the  owner  opposite  to  every  tract  or  par- 
cel of  land.

Sow'SStfd**'    P*P^r  of  the  city,  or  give  notice  thereof  by  posting  notices 
in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  the  city,  fixing  a  time 
and  convenient  place,  when  they  will  meet  for  the  purpose 
of  hearing  any  objections  of  parties  declaring  themselves 
aggrieved  by  such  assessment;  and  after  hearing  such  ob- 
jections, the  assessors  may  make  such  alterations  or  revisions 
as  justice  and  equity  may  require;  Provided,  The   time  of 
hearing  such  objections  shall  not  be  extended  more  than  five 
days  from  the  expiration  of  such  notice. 

Sec.  5.     Within  six  days  after  the  time  limited  for  hear^ 
ing  such  objections,  the  assessors  shall  return  the  said  as- 
Powen  of       sessment  roll  to  the  City  Council,  and  they  may  confirm  or 
council  over     refer  the  same  back  to  the  assessors.     The  City  Council  may 
aBseagmentrollg^ppjy  omissions  in  said  roll,  and  for  the  purpose  of  equal- 
izing the  same,  may  alter,  add  to,  take  from  and  otherwise 
revise  and  correct  the  same. 
Sec.  6.    When  the  assessment  roll  shall  have  been  revised 
Piling  of  tk«     and  coiTected,  the  same  shall  be  filed  with  the  Clerk,  there- 
^^  upon  the  said  City  Council  shall,  by  resolution,  levy  such 

sum  or  sums  of  money  as  mayl^e  sufficient  for  the  purpose 
for  which  taxes  are  herein  authorized  to  be  levied,  but  not 
exceeding  the  authorized  limita. 
Sec.  Y.    All  taxes  and  assessments,  general  or  special, 
Taxes  t  lien     levied  under  this  Act  shall  be   and  remain  a  lien   upon  the 
upon  property  lands  and  tenements  upon  which  they  may  be  assessed,  from 
the  time  of  the  order  confirming  the  assessment-roll,  and  up- 
on all  personal  property  of  any  person  or  body  politic,  from 
the  time  of  delivery  of  the  warrant  for  the  collection  to  the  tax- 
collector  until  such  tax  shall  be  paid;  and  no  sale  or  trans- 
fer of  such  real  or  personal  estate  after  said  time  shall  effect 
said  lien.  Any  personal  property  belonging  to  the  taxed,  may 
be  taken  and  sold  for  the  payment  of  taxes  on  personal 
property. 

Sec.  8.    As  soon  as  the  tax  shall  be  levied,  the  clerk  shall 
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the  City  Council  within  the  time  limited  in  this  order  of  ap« 
pointment.  Should  they  fail  so  I  o  do,  they  shall  receive  no 
compensation  for  their  services,  and  the  City  Council  shall 
appoint  new  Commissioners,  which  further  time  the  Council 
may  by  order  grant. 

Sbc.  8.    The  said  assessment  shall  be  collected  by  the^„   ^     ^ 
City  Collector  in  the  same  manner  as  he  is  by  law  empow-aBsesmient 
-eied  to  collect  taxes  upon  personal  property,  and  the  return 
of  the  Collector  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  that  fact. 

Sec.  9.  The  land  required  to  be  taken  for  the  purpose 
mentioned  in  this  Chapter,  shall  not  be  taken  until  the  dam- 
ages awarded  to  the  owner  thereof  for  the  taking^  of  the^|^J^[*** 
same  shall  be  paid  or  tendered  the  owner  or  his  agent,  or 
deposited  for  Ms  use  with  the  City  Treasurer,  in  case  said 
owner  or  his  agent  are  unknown,  and  the  said  lands  and 
premises  so  taken  and  appropriated  shall  thereafter  be  sub- 
ject to  all  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  the  city  in  the  same 
manner  as  streets,  alleys,  or  public  grounds,  heretofore 
opened  or  laid  out,  and  the  damages  so  assessed  shall  be 
paid  or  tendered  or  so  deposited  within  eight  months  of  the 
confirmation  of  such  assessment  and  report,  and  if  not  so 
paid,  tendered  or  deposited,  all  the  proceedings  in  any  such 
case  shall  be  void.  The  benefits  so  assessed  shall  be  a  lien 
upon  the  premises  assessed  from  the  confirmation  of  such 
report. 

Sec.  10.  When  the  whole  or  part  of  a  tract  of  land  or 
other  premises  under  lease  or  contract,  shall  be  taken  by 
virtue  of  this  Act,  all  the  covenants,  contracts,  and  engage- 
ments between  landlord  and  tenant,  or  any  other  controlling 
parties  respecting  the  same  upon  the  confirmation  of  the 
Commissioners  report,  shall  be  absolutely  discharged  as  to 
the  part  thereof  so  taken,  but  shall  remain  valid  as  to  the 
residue  thereof,  and  the  same  considerations  and  payments 
received,  payable  and  to  be  paid  for  in  respect  to  the  same, 
shall  be  so  apportioned  the  part  thereof  justly  and  equitably 
payable  for  such  residue  and  no  more  shall  be  paid. 

Sec  11.  When  any  known  owner  of  any  lands  or  premi- 
ses affected  by  any  proceeding  under  this  Act,  shall  be  an  Notice  to  in- 
infant  or  labor  under  any  other  legal  disability,  the  Judge  f&nts&o 
of  Probate  of  Dakota  county  shall,  upon  the  application  of 
the  person  laboring  under  such  disability,  his  next  friend,  or 
the  City  Council  appoint  a  guardian  for  such  person,  upon 
whom  shall  be  served  all  notices  required  by  this  Act. 

S£c.  12.     The  said  Commissioners  before  entering  upon 
the  discharge  of  their  duties,  shall  severally  take  an  oath  ^^. JJ^'^JJ"^" 
and  file  the  same  with  the  Recorder,  that  they  are  not  at  all 
interested  in  the  premises  proposed  to  be  taken,  and  that 
they  will  faithfully  discharge  the  trust  reposed  in  them.

charges,  together  with  the  interest  thereon,  at  tbe  rate  of 

thirty-six  per  cent,  per  annum,  and  the  legal  charges  and 

taxes  thereon  since  the  time  of  sale.    If  the  estate  of  anm* 

fant  or  lunatic  be  sold,  the  same  may  be  redeemed  npon  liw 

terms)  within  one  year  after  such  disability  is  removed,  or  at 

any  time  before  the  expiration  of  such  time.

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Sic.  20.  The  Oollector  shall  receive  the  moneys  that  nsj 
be  legally  tendered  him  for  the  redemption  of  lands  sold'  &r 
Collector  dtt.  i^xes;  and  he  shall  keep  account  thereof^  and  immediat^ 
pay  the  same  over  to  Ithe  City  Treasurer,  and  take  bis  rece^ 
therefor,  who  shall  also  keep  an  account  thereof,  and  tlii 
Treasurer  shall  pay  the  same  over  on  demand  to  the  persot 
entitled  to  receive  the  same.  The  Treasurer  shall  cancel  all 
certificates  so  redeemed  and  preserve  the  same  in  his  office, 
and  at  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office  he  shall  deliver  to 
his  successor  all  redemption  moneys  in  his  hands,  with  a 
statement  of  the  amount  so  received,  and  of  the  amoist  aad 
to  whom  paid.

For  each  certificate  by  him  issued  on  the  sale  of  lands  ftr 
the  payment  of  taxes,  twenty  cents,  to  be  added  to  the  siaoimt 
of  such  tax  or  assessment  and  included  in  such  certificate. 

For  each  lot  or  parcel  of  land  redeemed  for  which  be  AmSL 
issue  a  certificate,  twenty-five  cents,  and  five  cents  for  eack 
additional  lot  or  parcel  embraced  in  such  certificate,  to  be 
paid  by  the  person  redeeming  before  he  shall  be  entitled  to 
redeem. 

Sec.  23.  Whenever  any  person  shall  bid  off  any  lot  or 
Certifioate  of  P^^^^^  ^^  ^^^^  offered  for  sale  for  taxes,  which  lot  shall  haw 
tax  iale  been  bid  off  in  the  name  of  the  city  for  taxes  for  any  pre^ 

vious  year,  and  shall  at  the  time  of  such  subsequent  eak 
remain  the  property  of  the  city,  such  person  shall,  before  b^ 
ing  entitled  to  his  certificate  of  such  sale  and  purchase,  pur* 
chase  of  the  city  its  certificate  by  paying  the  amount  «f 
principal,  interest  and  charges  thereon,  and  receive  froB 
the  Treasurer  an  assignment  thereof ;  and  if  such  purchase 
of  the  city  be  not  paid  and  executed  before  ten  o'clock  of  tiis 
day  following,  the  bid  therefor  shall  be  considered  as  snil 
and  ihe  land  again  offered  for  sale. 

Seo.  24.  When  there  shall  be  a  sale  by  the  Register  of 
Deeds  of  Dakota  County  or  other  county  officer,  and  by  ^tte 
city  Collector,  of  any  lot  or  parcel  of  land,  for  taxes  in  tlie 
same  year,  the  purchaser  of  any  such  lot  or  parcel  who 
shall  be  first  in  point  of  time  may  redeem  the  same  from  d» 
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to  appoint  any  two  of  their  number  to  perform  the  duties  of 
President  and  Becorder  for  the  time  being. 

Sec.  7.  The  President,  and  in  his  absence  the  Recorder, 
shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Town  Council,  and  t^^^J^p^^^J^*. 
Recorder  shall  make  a  fair  and  accarate  record  of  all  their  ties 
proceedings  and  of  all  the  by-laws,  rules  and  ordinances 
made  and  passed  by  the  Common  Council,  and  the  same  shall 
at  all  times  be  open  for  the  inspection  of  the  electors  of  said 
town. 

Sec.  8.  The  Town  Council  shall  have  [power]  to  make, 
ordain  and  establish  by4aws,  ordinances,  rules  and  regula-Powenof 
tions  for  the  government  of  said  town,  and  the  same  to  alter,  ^*>'*'*®" 
amend  and  repeal  at  pleasure  ;  to  provide  for  the  election  or 
appointment  of  a  Treasurer,  Town  Marshal,  and  such  other 
subordinate  officers  as  they  may  think  necessary  for  the  good 
government  and  well-being  of  said  town  ;  to  prescribe  their 
duties  and  determine  the  period  of  their  appointment  or  elec- 
tion, and  the  fees  they  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  for  their 
services,  and  to  require  of  them  to  take  an  oath  of  office 
previous  to  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  respective 
offices,  and  may  require  of  them  a  bond  with  security,  condi- 
tioned for  the  faithful  performances  of  their  duties  while  in 
office.  The  Town  Council  shall  also  have  power  to  fix  to  the 
violation  of  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  this  corporation,  rea- 
sonable fines  and  penalties  ;  Provided,  That  such  by-laws  and 
ordinances  be  consistent  with  the  laws  of  the  United  States 
and  of  this  State  ;  And  Provided  also,  that  no  by-law  or  ordi- 
nances of  said  corporation  shall  take  efifect  or  be  in  force  un- 
til the  same  shall  have  been  posted  at  least  ten  days  in  one 
of  the  most  public  places  in  said  town,  and  the  certificate  of 
the  Recorder  entered  upon  the  record  of  the  Town  Council, 
shall  be  deejned  and  taken  to  be  sufficient  evidence  of  such 
publication. 

Sec.  9.  The  Town  Council  shall,  at  the  expirs^tion  of  each  Powers  of 
year,  cause  to  be  made  out  and  posted  up  as  aforesaid,  the^^^^^  / 
receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  preceding  year. 

Sec  10.  The  Town  Council  shall  have  power  to  regulate  ^JJPJ^^jJ*^***

Be  it  enacted  by  the  LegishUwre  of  the  SteUe  of  Minnesota : 

Section  1.  That  so  much  land  as  is  contained  in  the  plat 
of  the  Town  of  St.  Joseph,  in  the  County  of  Steams,  and  re 
corded  in  the  Register  of  Deeds'  office  in  said  county,  con-^J^jS**  ^ 
taining  three  hundred  and  twenty  (320)  acres,  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  created  a  town  corporate  by  the  name  of  St. 
Joseph,  and  shall  have  and  enjoy  all  the  powers,  priyileges 
and  responsibilities  usually  ei\joyed  by  municipal  corpo- 
rations. 

Sec.  2.    That  for  the  good  order  and  govemment  of  saidFini  eleetion^

dollar,  in  any  one  year,  to  be  levied  by  the  city  council 

Sec.  2.  The  City  Council  shall  annually  before  the  first 
Monday  in  March  of  each  year,  appoint  two  persons  city 
Appointment  assessors,  who  shall  have  and  possess  the  same  poTPers 
that  are  or  may  be  enforced  by  the  laws  of  this  State  upon 
township  and  county  assessors,  except  so  far  as  theymaj 
be  altered  by  this  Act;  Provided,  That  the  City  Council  mij 
prescribe  the  form  of  the  assessment  rolls,  and  may  ful^ 
define  the  duties  of  assessors,  and  make  such  rules  sisd 
regulations,  in  regard  to  revising,  altering  or  adding  to  such 
rolls,  as  they  may,  from  time  to  time,  deem  it  advisable.

officers  as  the  Common  Council  may  direct,  shall  severally, 
before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  ex* 
ecate  to  the  city  of  Rochester,  a  bond  with  at  least  two  sure- 
ties, (to  be  approved  of  by  the  Common  Council,)  who  shall 
make  affidavit  that  they  are  each  worth  the  penalty  specified 
in  said  bond  over  and  above  all  debts,  exemptions  or  liabili- 
ties, and  said  bonds  shall  contain  such  penal  sum,  and  such 
conditions  as  the  Common  Council  may  deem  proper,  ^nd  they 
may,  from  time  to  time,  require  new  or  additional  bonds,  and 
remove  from  office  any  officer  refusing  or  nteglecting  to  give 
the  sanie.

of  the  foreman  or  publisher  of  such  newspaper,  and  the  said 
affidavit  shall  be  recorded  therewith,  and  at  all  times  dttO 
be  deemed  and  taken  as  sufficient  evidence  of  such  pnblv 
cation. 
SxG.  4.  All  funds  in  the  City  Treasury  shall  be  under  the 
(MjtimH  control  of  the  Common  Council,  and  shall  be  drawn  out  upon 
the  order  of  the  Mayor  and  Recorder,  duly  authorized  bj 
vote  of  the  City  Council,  and  all  orders  shall  specify  tht 
purpose  for  which  they  were  drawn.  No  appropriation  sfaiO 
be  made  without  a  majority  of  a  full  Council  voting  in  faiv 
of  it^  and  the  vote  shall  be  taken  by  calling  the  roU,  and  the 
vote  of  each  member  of  the  Council  shall  be  entered  on  the 
journal  of  the  Council,  and  no  moneys  shall  be  appropriated 
except  such  as  are  expressly  authorized  by  this  Act.

Houses  or  buildin>cs  of  any  kind  wfaeie- 
in  more  than  twenty  pounds  of  gunpowder  are  deposited, 
stored  or  kept  at  any  time,  gambling  houses,  houses  of  31> 
fame,  disorderly  taverns,  or  beer  shops,  or  places  where  spir- 
ituous, vinous,  fermented,  mixed  or  intoxicating  liquors  are 
sold,  given  away,  or  .dealt  in  without  the  license  required 
therefor,  within  tiie  limits  of  said  city,  are  hereby  declared 
and  deemed  public  or  common  nuisances. 
Sjbc.  6.    The  Common  Council  shall  exiMnine  and  a4i»i 
AeeouBts  of    ^®  accounts  of  the  Treasurer,  Marshal,  Recorder,  and  ail 
eity  offloen     other  officers  an4  agents  of  the  city,  at  such  times  as  they  nay 
deem  proper,  and  at  the  end  of  each  year  and  bef(»e  the  time 
for  which  such  officers  were  appointed  or  elected  shall  haie 
expired,  and  the  Council  shall  require  eaph  and  every  Moh 
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officer  or  agent  to  exhibit  his  books,  accounts,  and  vonchers 
for  such  examination  and  settlement,  and  if  any  snob  pablic 
officer  or  agent  shall  refuse  to  comply  with  the  order  of  said 
Gomicil  in  discharge  of  their  dnties,  in  pursnance  of  this  Sec-

CHAPTER  VII. 

FINAKCES   AND  TAXATION. 

Sectiox.  1.  All  funds  in  the  treasury,  except  State  and 
coonty  funds,  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  Common  ^^/Jj^nlJ'j'J 
Council,  and  be  drawn  out  upon  the  order  of  the  Mayor  and  oonnofl 
Clerk,  and  countersigned  by  the  Comptroller,  duly  author- 
ized by  a  vote  of  the  Common  Council;  and  all  orders  drawn 
upon  the  Treasurer,  sbaU  specify  the  purpose  for  which  they 
were  drawn,  and  shall  be  payable  generally  out  of  any 
funds  in  the  treasury  belonging  to  the  city;  and  all  such 
orders  shall  be  received  in  payment  for  any  tax  or  assess- 
ment levied  by  authority  of  the  oily.  All  ordera  shall  be 
payable  to  the  order  of  the  person  in  whose  favor  they  may 
be  drawn,  and  may  be  transferred  by  endorsement. 

Sec  2.  The  said  Council  shall  hare  power  to  annually 
levy  a  tax  upon  all  the  property  in  said  city,  subject  to  tax-^J?^*'  *•  ^•^ 
ation,  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  five  hundred  dollars 
per  annum,  to  defray  the  current  expenses  of  the  city.  • 
Every  qualified  voter  in  said  city  shall  annually  pay  a  capi- 
tation or  poll  tax  of  two  days  work  upon  the  highways, 
streets,  alleys  or  bridges  within  the  city,  under  the  direction 
of  a  street  commissioner.  All  persons  liable  to  pay  such 
capitation  or  poll  tax,  may  in  lieu  of  work,  pay  to  the  street 
commissioner  one  dollar  per  day,  and  the  street  commis- 
sioner shall  expend  all  money  so  received  on  the  streets, 
highways,  alleys  or  bridges,  under  the  direction  of  the  Com- 
mon Council. 

CHAPTER  VIII. 

SmCBfS.  ALLEYS,   STC. 

Section  1.  The  Common  Ooiincit  shall  lave  the  care, 
supervision  and  coottol  of  all  public  highways,  bridges, 
streets,  alleys,  public  (Squares  and  grounds  within  the  limits 
of  Mid  city,  and  shall  cause  nil  streets,  alleys  or  faighwikys 
within  the  city,  to  be  tept  op^n  and  in  repair  hnd  free 'from 
nmsanoes.    No  street,  alley  or  highway,  which  has  'befen 
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heretofore  laid  out,  or  surveyed  and  platted,  and  the  surrey 
Boperyiflion  of  *^^  P^**  thereof  recorded,  shall  be  vacated  by  the  Comnoa 
■tcMti  Council  or  the  County  Board  of  SupervisorB,  nor  ehall  any 

alteration  be  made  therein  except  to  straighten  the  same  be- 
tween the  ends  thereof  within  the  city.  No  street  or  aDey 
which  shall  hereafter  be  dedicated  to  public  use  by  the  pro- 
prietor or  proprietors  of  grounds  within  said  city,  shall  be 
recognized  as  a  public  street  or  alley  of  said  city,  unless 
the  Common  Council  shall  first  approve  the  plat  therei^  or 
accept  such  dedication,  or  afterwards  confirm  the  same  by 
an  ordinance  specially  passed  for  such  purpose. 

CHAPTER  IX. 

CITY  IMPROVEMENTS. 

Sec.  1.    The  Common  Council  of  said  city  shall  have  power 
to  ordain  and  contract  for  the  making,  grading,  repairisg, 
City  improve-  cleansing,  improving  and  adorning  of  the  streets,  alleyB, 
m«ata  highways,  publio- grounds,  reservoirs,  gutters  and  sewers,

walk,  to  make  or  repair  the  same  at  his  own  proper  cost  id 
charge,  in  such  manner  and  within  such  time  as  may  bespo- 
fied  in  the  notification.    If  such  work  is  not  done  in  ^ 
,     manner  and  within  tlie  time  prescribed,  the  Common  Coosdl 
shall  order  the  the  same  to  be  done  at  the  expense  of  the  lots 
adjoining  such  sidewalks;  and  the  expense  thereof  shall  be 
assessed  upon  such  lots  so  chargeable,  by  the  Street  Commis* 
sioner,  and  returned  to  the  Common  Council  and  collected  in 
the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  regulations  as  assess- 
ments  for  street  improvements,  and  shall  bear  a  like  rate  of 
interest  after  confirmation.    All  street  crossing  shall  be 
graded,  and  all  cross  walks  built  at  the  expense  of  and  pay- 
able by  the  lots  cornering  on  said  crossings.

1^  out  of  the  funds  of  the  city.     Grading,  gravelling,  planting, 

,  macadamizing  or  paving  streets  and  alleys  to  the  centie 

thereof,  shall  be  chargeable  to  and  payable  by  the  lots  froot- 

,  in^  on  syCh  street  or  alley,  within  the  line  of  improTemcn^ 

so  far  as  the  work  extencU;.  and  the'  whole  expense  thereof 

shall  be  assessed  up^n  such  lots  in  {^oportipn  to  their  fronts 

,  iher^n.    Seiwers  and  drains  communicating  with  main  sew- 
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^etB  may  be  built,  by  order  bf  the  Comnaon  Council,  through 
uny  street  or  alley  for  the  purpose  of  draining  the  lots  ,in  ,  ■  , 
the  blockB  fronting  such  street  or  alley,  and  m  such  case,

feit  and  pay  to  the  use  of  the  town,  one  hundred  doilarsy  b^

CHAPTER  IV. 

THS  TOWN  COUNCIL — ^ITS  OBKIRAL  P0WBS8  AND  DfTTOS. 

SicnoN  1.    The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall  constitiite  thB 
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To^^n  Council,  and  the  style  of  all  ordinances  shall  be  :  ''The 
Clouncil  of  the  Town  of  Henderson  do  ordain,"  The  Town 
Council  shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  shall  direct,  Sro  connS^ 
and  a  majority  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  But  the  first 
Town  Council  elected  under  this  Act  shall  meet  at  the  office 
of  M.  Jl  Severance  on  the  first  Monday  in  September,  A.  D- 
1858,  at  seven  o'clock,  P.  M.  The  Town  Council  shall  deter* 
mine  the  rules  of  its  proceedings,  and  be  judges  of  the  elec- 
tion and  qualification  of  their  own  members,  and  have  the 
power  to  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members. 

Sec.  2.  The  Town  Council  shall  have  the  control  and  man- 
agement of  the  finances  and  of  all  the  property  of  the  town, 
and  the  Town  Council  shall  likewise  have  full  power  and  au- 
thority to  make,  enact,  ordain,  establish,  publish,  enforce,  al- 
ter, modify,  correct,  and  repeal  all  such  ordinances,  rules  and 
by-laws,  for  the  government  and  good  order  of  the  town,  and 
for  the  suppression  of  vice,  as  they  shall  deem  expedient,  and 
declare  and  impose  penalties  by  fine  and  imprisonment,  or 
both,  and  to  enforce  the  same  against  any  person  or  persons 
who  may  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  such  ordinances, 
rules  or  by-laws,  and  such  ordinances,  rules  and  by-laws  are 
hereby  declared  to  be  and  have  the  full  force  of  law,  and  for 
these  purposes  shall  have  authority  by  ordinances,  resolutions, 
or  by-laws,  provided  that  they  be  not  repugnant  to  the  Consti- 
tution and  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State. 

JF^rst — To  license  and  regulate  the  exhibition  of  common 
showmen,  or  shows,  of  any  kind,  or  the  exhibition  of  cara- 
vans, circuses,  or  theatrical  performances,  billiard  tables, 
bowling  saloons,  groceries,  'taverns,  victualing  houses,  and 
M  persons  vending  or  dealing  in  spirituous,  vinouSi  ferment- 
3d ,  mixed,  or  intoxicating  liquors.

ng,  and  of  all  spirituous,  vinous,  fermented,  mixed,  or  intox- 
cating  liquors  of  any  kind,  that  may  be  kept  for  sale  or  dealt 
n  contrary  to  any  ordinance  of  the  town* 

fourth.  To  compel  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  grocery, 
cellars,  tallow  chandlers  shop,  soap  factory,  tannery,  stable, 
)arn,  privy,  sewer,  or  other  unwholesome  or  nauseous 
louse  or  place,  to  cleanse,  remove,  or  abate  the  same,  and 
;o  provide  for  the  abatement  and  removal  of  all  nuisances 
jvitnin  the  limits  of  the  town. 

Fifth.  To  direct  the  location  and  management  of  slaugb- 
;er-houses  and  markets  in  said  city,  and  to  regulate  the  sale, 
storage,  keeping  and  conveying  of  gunpowder  or  other  com-

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Sixth.    To  prevent  the  incnmberiug  of  streets,  sidewalb, 
laues  or  alleys. 
u»wn  coundl*       iSetenM.     To  prevent  immoderate  riding  or  driving  in  the 
streets. 

Eighth.  To  restrain  the  running  at  large  of  cattle,  swice, 
sheep,  poultry  and  geese,  and  to  authorise  the  impomidmg, 
distraining  and  sale  of  the  same. 

Ninth.  To  prohibit  the  running  at  large  of  dogs,  to  impose 
fines  upoii  their  owners,  and  to  authorise  the  destmclion  of 
the  same  when  at  large  contrary  to  the  ordinances. 

Tcfith.  To  prevent  any  person  from  bringing,  depositing, 
or  having  within  the  town,  any  putrid  carcass  or  other  nn« 
wholesome  substance,  and  to  require  the  removal  oi  the 
same  thereof  by  any  competent  oflScer,  at  the  expCLse  of  such 
person  or  persons. 

£feventh, '  To  make  and  establish  public  pounds,  pnmps, 
water  cisterns  and  reservoirs,  and  to  provide  for  tl:e  erec- 
tion of  water  works,  for  the  supply  of  water  to  the  inhabit- 
ants, to  erect  lamps  or  other  means  whereby  to  light  the 
city,  to  regulate  and  license  hacks,  cabs,  drays,  carts,  and 
charges  of  hackmen,  coachmen,  draymeii  and  cartmen  of  the 
town. 

Tuelfth.    To  prevent  damage  to  sidewalks. 

Thirteenth.  Tu  prevent  the  shooting  of  fire-arms,  crackers, 
rockets,  or  any  other  projectiles,  and  to  prevent  the  eihibitioa 
of  any  fireworks  in  any  situation  which  may  be  deemed  bj 
the  Council  dangerous  to  the  town,  or  any  property  therein, 
or  annoying  to  any  citizen  thereof. 

Fourteenth.  To  restrain  druntards,  immoderate  diinkingof 
intoxicating  beverages,  brawling  and  obscenity  in  the  streets 
or  public  places. 

Fifteenth.  To  license  and  regulate  runners  and  solicitors 
for  boats,  vessels,  stages,  public  houses,  railroads,  and  other 
establishments,  and  to  regulate  the  police  of  the  t^)wiL 

Sixteenth.  To  regulate  the  place  and  manner  of  selliDg, 
and  to  provide  for  the  inspection  and  weight  of  hay,  ^ 
stone  coal,  and  measuring  of  charcoal,  firewood  and  other 

fuel.

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Ttriniy-second,    To  alter,  abolishj  open,  widen,  extend,  ^-powers  of  the 
tablish,  grade,  repair,  or  otherwise  improve,  or  keep  in  re-towncoonoQ 
pair,  streets,  avenues,  lanes  and  alleys. 

Twtnly-tAird,  To  establish,  regulate  and  support  niglit 
watches. 

Twenty-fourth,  To  provide  for  the  erection  of  all  needful 
baildings  for  the  use  of  the  town.

«nd  regulating  of  all  public  grounds  belonging  to  the  town, 
and  for  the  adorning  of  the  streets  thereof  with  shade  trees. 

Tweiiiy'sirtk.  To  provide  for  the  taking,  from  time  to  time 
the  enumeration  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town. 

Twtnly-seveTUh.  To  prescribe  the  limits  within  which  wooden precautloiiMj 
baildings,  or  buildings  or  other  materials,  that  shall  not  be  enwtmenU 
deemed  fireproof,  shall  not  be  erocted,  placed  or  repaired. J^^jf®'"'"^ 

Twtniy-dghth.  To  prevent  the  dangerous  construction, 
placing  and  condition  of  chimneys,  fire-places,  hearths, 
stovepipes,  ovens,  boilers,  and  appurtenances  used  in  and 
about  any  building,  and  to  cause  the  same  to  be  removed 
or  placed  in  a  safe  and  secure  condition,  when  considered 
dangerous,  and  to  prevent  the  deposit  of  ashes  in  unsafe 
places,  and  to  regulate  and  prevent  the  carrying  on  of  man- 
factories  dangerous  in  causing  or  promoting  fires  within 
the  town  limits. 

TwetUy-nintk.  The  Town  Council  shall  have  power  to 
purchase  fire  engines  and  other  fire  apparatus,  and  to  authorize 
the  formation  of  fire  companies,  hook  and  ladder  and  hose 
companies,  and  to  provide  for  the  due  support  and  regulation 
of  the  same;  and  to  order  such  companies  to  be  disbanded, 
and  their  apparatus  to  be  delivered  up.

Whenever  the  Town  Council  shall  deem  it  neces- 
sary to  construct  or  repair  any  sidewalk,  or  open,  grade, 
gravel,  plank  or  pave  any  street  or  alley  within  the  town, 
they  shall  direct  the  owner  or  occupants  of  any  lots  adjoin- 
ing such  sidewalk,  street  or  alley,  to  make,  or  repair,  or 
open,  grade,  gravel,  plank  or  pave  the  same  at  his  or  te 
own  proper  cost  and  charge,  in  such  a  manner  and  within 
such  time  as  in  such  direction  specified  ;  and  if  snch  woA  is 
not  done  in  the  manner  and  within  the  time  prescribed,  tbe 
Town  Council  shall  cause  tbe  same  to  be  done  at  the  expense 
of  the  lots  adjoining  such  side  walks,  streets  or  alleys.

Skc  2.     The  Town  Council  shall  annually  appoint  two 
TowntaBeasorsP^'sons   Town  Assessors,  who  shall  have  and  possess  the 
-^^»P-      same  powers  that  are  or  may  be  enforced  by  the  laws  of  this 
^  State  upon  Township  or  County  Assessors,  except  so  far  as 

they  may  be  altered  by  this  Act :  Fraided,  That  the  Town 
Council  may  prescribe  the  form  of  the  assessment  rolls  and 
may  fully  define  the  duties  of  Assessors  and  make  such  rales 
and  regulations  in  regard  to  revising,  altering  or  adding  to 
such  rolls  as  they  may  from  time  to  time  deem  advisable. 
Sec.  3.    The  Assessors  so  appointed  are  hereby  aatho^ 
Dntyiof  aaaea-ized  to  administer  such  oaths  as  shall  be  required,  and  vitJh

Assessors  shall  make  out  a  complete  and  accurate  assess- 
ment roll  which  shall  contain  a  description  to  identify  the 
same  of  all  lands,  lots,  or  parcels  of  lands  within  said  town, 
and  also  of  all  persons  or  bodies  politic,  liable  to  pay  taxes 
cm  personal   property  or  capitation  tax,  and  opposite  to 
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each  parcel  or  lot  of  land  shall  be  affixed  the  value  thereof, 
and  opposite  the  name  of  each  person  or  body  politiCi  Bhall 
be  affixed  the  value  of  the  personal  property  fur  which  such 
person  or  body  politic  shall  be  assessed.  When  there  are 
buildings  upon  any  lot  or  parcel  of  laud,  their  value  shall  be 
set  forth  iu  a  separate  column.  The  Assessors  may  assess 
any  lot  or  tract  of  land  in  such  parcels  or  subdivisions  as 
they  may  deem  proper,  but  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  enter 
the  name  of  the  owner  op[)osite  to  every  tract  or  parcel  of 
laod. 

Sec.  4.    "When  the  assessment-roll  shall  be  completed,  the 
Assessors  shall  give  ten  days  notice  thereof  in  the  official cnnflr^^Wftn 
paper  of  the  town,  or  give  notice  ttiereof  by  posting  notices  of  aBseflsment 
in  three  of  the  most  public 'places  in  the  town,  fixing  a  tim©*^**^^ 
and  convenient  place  when  they  will  meet  for  the  purpose 
of  hearing  any  objections  of  parties  declaring  themselves 
aggrieved  by  such  assessment,  and  after  hearing  such  objec- 
tions, the  Assessors  may  make  such  alterations  or  revisions  as 
justice  and  equity  may  require  ;  Provided,  The  time  of  hear- 
ing such  objections  shall  not  be  extended  more  than  five  days 
from  the  expiration  of  such  notice. 

Sec.  5.  Within  six  days  alter  the  time  limited  for  hearing 
such  objections,  the  Assessors  shall  return  the  said  assess* 
ment-roll  to  the  Town  Council,  and  they  may  confirm  or  refer 
the  same  back  to  the  Assessors.  The  Town  Council  may 
supply  omissions  in  said  roll,  and  for  the  purpose  of  equal- 
izing the  same  may  alter,  add  to,  take  from  and  otherwise 
revise  and  correct  the  same. 

Sec.  6.  When  the  assessment  roll  shall  have  been  revised 
and  corrected,  the  same  shall  bo  filed  with  the  Recorder, 
thereupon  the  said  Town  Council  shall,  by  resolution,  levy 
such  sum  or  suras  of  money  as  may  be  sufficient  for  the 
purpose  for  which  taxes  are  herein  authorized  to  be  levied, 
but  not  exceeding  the  authorized  limits. 

Sec.  7.  All  taxes  and  assessments,  general  or  special, 
levied  under  this  Act,  shall  be  and  remain  a  lien  upon  the?"****^ 
lands  and  tenements  upon  which  they  may  be  assessed  fromperty^ 
the  time  of  the  order  of  confirming  the  assessment-roll,  and 
Bpon  all  personal  property  of  any  person  or  body  politic 
from  the  time  of  the  delivering  of  tae  warrant  for  the  col- 
lection thereof,  to  the  Marshal  until  such  tax  shall  be  paid, 
wid  no  sale  or  transfer  of  such  real  or  personal  estate  after 
said  time  shall  effect  said  lien.  Any  personal  property  be- 
longing to  the  taxed,  may  be  taken  and  sold  for  the  payment 
of  taxes  upon  personal  property. 

Sec.  8.  As  soon  as  the  taxes  shall  be  levied,  the  Recorder 
shall  copy  the  same  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose, 
setting  opposite  to  each  person  naified  under  the  proper 
coluQinB,  such  sum  or  sums  as  may  have  been  levied  upon 
Buch  lot  or  against  such  person,  the  said  copy  shall  be  de- . 
signated  the  Tax  List,  and  to  it  shall  be  appended  a  warrant 
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Coneetion  of  signed  by  the  Mayor  and  Recorder,  and  sealed  with  ^ttie  cor* 
tuM— kow  porate  seal  of  said  town,  directed  to  the  Marshal  requiring 
^^^^  and  commanding  him  to  collect  taxes  and  assessments  on  said 

list,  specified  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  this  Act ;  and  in 
case  said  taxes  and  assessments  shall  not  be  paid  iHritfain 
snch  times  as  therein  directed  and  specified  then,  that  he 
shall  proceed  to  sell  the  several  lots  or  parcels  of  lands,  or 
those  parts  thereof  npon  which  said  taxes  and  assessments 
shall  remain  nnpaid,  and  make  due  retom  to  the  Town  Goim- 
cil  within  snch  time  as  shall  be  fixed  in  said  warrant 

Sec.  9.  Snch  tax  list,  before  being  delivered  to  the  Town 
Marshal,  shall  be  compared  by  the  Recorder,  with  the  assess- 
ment-roll as  confirmed  he  shall  affix  to  it  his  certificate  that 
the  same  has  been  so  compared  by  him,  and  that  the  whole^ 
of  said  assessment-roll  has  been  copied  into  snch  tax  list^ 
and  the  said  tax  list  when  so  certified,  shall  be  prima  fcM 
evidence  in  any  Court  that  the  land  and  person  thereia 
named  were  subject  to  taxation,  and  that  the  assessments 
were  just  and  equal. 

Sec.  10.  On  the  receipt  therof,  the  Marshal  shall  give  one 
week's  notice  thereof  in  the  official  paper,  or  shall  give  ten 
days  notice  thereof  by  posting  np  notices  in  three  of  the 
most  public  places  in  the  town ;  such  notices  shall  specifr 
that  taxes  on  personal  property  shall  be  paid  within  twenty 
days  from  the  first  publication  of  such  notice,  or  from  the 
first  day  of  posting  the  same,  and  taxes  and  assessments  on 
real  estate  before  the  first  day  of  September  following,  that 
if  such  taxes  are  not  paid  till  after  the  first  day  of  Septem- 
ber, interest  will  be  charged  at  the  rate  of  two  per  cent  a 
month  or  fractional  part  of  a  month  after  said  fiirst  day  of 
CoUeetion  of  January,  upon  all  unpaid  taxes,  and  that  all  tracts  or  parcels 
texe*— ^o^  of  land  or  buildings  specified  in  said  tax  list,  upon  which 
said  taxes  and  assessments  shall  not  be  paid  by  the  first  day 
of  January,  will  be  sold  at  a  certain  time  and  place  therein, 
to  be  specified,  for  the  payment  of  such  taxes  and  assess- 
ments, and  the  publication  or  posting  of  such  notices  shall 
be  deemed  a  demand,  and  a  neglect  to  pay  the  taxes  and 
assessments  within  the  time  specified,  shall  be  deemed  a 
refusal  to  pay  the  same. 

Sec.  11.  At  the  expiration  of  twenty  days,  the  Marshal 
shall  proceed  to  enforce  the  collection  of  the  taxes  on  per- 
sonal property  in  the  same  manner  prescribed  by  the'Statates 
and  laws  of  this  State,  and  if  any  such  personal  tax  shall 
not  be  paid  or  collected  in  consequence  of  the  neglect  or 
delay  of  the  Marshal,  the  Town  Council  may  sue  and  recover 
the  amount  thereof  from  the  said  Marshal  and  his  sureties. 

Sec.  13.  On  the  day  and  at  the  place  designated  in  the 
MarshaPs  notice,  he  shall  commence,  by  public  auction,  the 
sale  of  all  tracts  and  lots  of  land  or  parcels  thereof,  upon 
which  the  taxes  or  assessments  shall  remain  unpaid,  and 
continue  the  said  sale  from  day  to  day  until  the  \d)ole  of 
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fluch  tracts,  lots  or  parcels  of  lands  are  disposed  of.    On  re-ip^gij^.jj^^ 

oeiving  the  amount  of  such  purchase  money,  the  Marshal  made 

shall  issue  to  the  purchaser  a  certificate  containing  the  name 

of  the  purchaser,  description  of  the  premises  sold,  the  amount 

paid  thereon,  the  rate  of  interest  said  certificate  may  bear, 

and  the  time  when  the  right  to  redeem  shall  expire.    The 

Marshal  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  lots  or  tracts  so  sold,  the 

name  of  the  purchaser,  date  of  sale,  the  amount  received  for 

taxes  and  charges  respectively,  the  time  when,  by  whom 

and  for  what  amount  the  same  was  redeemed,  and  the  time 

and  to  whom  the  same  same  was  conveyed,  if  not  redeemed, 

and  the  Recorder  shall  act  as  Clerk  at  such  sale. 

Sec.  13.  In  case  any  purchaser  at  such  tax  sale,  shall 
neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  the  amount  for  which  any  lot  or 
tract  was  sold,  before  ten  o'clock  on  the  morning  following 
the  day  of  sale,  the  Marshal  immediately  ofier  such  tract 
again  for  sale,  and  the  person  refusing  or  neglecting  to  pay 
for  the  same  by  ten  o'clock  of  the  day  following  the  day  of 
sale,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  town  five  dollars  for  each 
lot  so  purchased,  to  be  sued  for  and  collected  as  other  penal- 
ties under  this  Act. 

Sec.  14.  Any  lot  or  tract  of  land  so  sold  may  be  redeemed 
by  the  owner  thereof,  his  agent  or  attorney,  or  at  any  other  ^opSFy^ boM^ 
person  having  an  interest  therein,  or  at  any  time  within  onefortaxe* 
year  after  the  day  of  sale,'  by  paying  to  the  Marshal  the 
amoant  for  which  the  same  was  sold  including  taxes  and 
charges,  together  with  the  interest  thereon,  at  the  rate  of 
twenty-four  per  cent,  per  annum,  and  the  legal  charges  and 
taxes  thereon  since  the  time  of  sale.  If  the  estate  of  an 
infant  or  lunatic  be  sold,  the  same  may  be  redeemed  upon 
like  terms  within  one  year  after  such  disability  is  removed 
or  at  any  time  before  the  expiration  of  such  time. 

Sec.  15.  Any  such  tax  certificate  shall  be  assignable  by 
endorsement,  and  the  assignee  thereof  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  a  deed  of  the  premises  in  such  certificate  described 
in  his  own  name  and  with  the  same  effect  as  though  he  had 
been  the  original  purchaser. 

Sec.  16.    In  case  at  any  sale  of  real  or  personal  estate  for 
taxes  or  assessments,  no  bid  shall  be  made  for  any  parcel  of  When  town  ta 
land  or  any  goods  and  chattels,  the  same  shall  be  struck  off  JjJJJJ'^fJx 
to  the  town,  and  thereupon  the  Marshal  shall  execute  to  the  sale 
town  in  its  corporate  name,  a  certificate  of  the  sale  thereof, 
specifying  the  same  facts  as  a  certificate  issued  to  other  pur- 
chasers, and  the  town  shall  be  vested  with  the  same  rights 
as  other  purchasers,  and  which  certificate  shall  be  filed  with 
the  Town  Treasurer.    If  the  town  shall  become  the  purchaser 
of  any  personal  property  by  virtue  of  this  chapter,  the  Treas- 
urer shall  have  the  power  to  sell  the  same  at  public  sale;  and 
In  case  the  town  shall  become  the  purchaser  of  any  real  es- 
tate at  any  tax  sale,  the  Town  Council  may  authorize  the 
Treasurer   to  sell  tho    certificate    issued  therefor,  for  the- 
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amount  paid  therefor,  with  interest,  and  to  endorse  and  trana- 
fer  Buch  certificate  to  the  purchaser  thereof. 

Sec.  it.     If  it  shall  appear  to  the  Assessors  that  any  lot  or 
Omissioninas'  parcel  of  land  was  omitted  in  the  assessment  roll  of  either  or 
remedtod         hoth  of  the  preceding  years,  and  that  the  same  was  then  lia- 
ble to  taxation,  they  shall,  in  addition  to  the  assessment  for 
that  year,  assess  upon  the  lot  or  parcel  of  land  so  oniiiiitted 
for  such  year  or  years  that  it  shall  have  been  so  omitted,  the 
just  value  thereof,  noting  the  year  when  such  omis&ion  oc- 
curred, and  such  assessments  shall  have  the  same  force  and 
effect  as  it  would  have  had  if  made  the  year  when  the  saaie 
was  omitted;  and  the  Town  Council  shall,  in  addition  to  the 
taxes  fc}r  the  current  year,  lay  such  tax  upon  such  lot  or  tract 
of  land  as  the  same  would  have  been  chargeable  with  had 
not  the  same  been  omitted,  and  such  tax  shall  be  collected  as 
other  taxes  or  assessments  for  the  current  year.     All  lands 
shall  be  subject  to  taxes  that  may  have  been  omitted  in  whatr 
soever  hands  they  may  come.     Should  any  tax  or  assessments 
upon  any  lot  or  paicel  of  laud  be  set  aside  or  declared  void 
by  reason  of  any  defect  or  informality  in  the  assessing,  bay- 
ing, selling  or  conveying  the  same,  or  other  matters,  bat  not 
effecting  the  equity  or  justice  of  tlje  tax  itself,  the  Town 
Council  shall  cause  the  tax  or  assessment  so  set  aside  or  de> 
clared  void,  to  be  re-levied  in  such  manner  as  they  shall  di- 
rect; Provided^  That  if  the  defect  \vas  in  the  assessment,  the 
same  shall  be  again  assessed  at  such  time  as  the  Town 
Council  shall  direct,  and  the  said  tax  or  assessment  so  re- 
assessed or  re-levied,  shall  be  and  continue  a  lien  upon  said 
tract  orlot,  and  shall  be  collected  as  other  taxes  or  assessments 
are  collected  under  this  Act. 
Sec  18.    All  deeds  purporting  on  their  face  to  be  executed 
Tax  Bale  deeds  ^^  account  of  sales  for  taxes  or  assessments,  under  this  Act, 
shall  be  in  all  cases  'prima  facit  evidence  of  the  validity  of 
such  tax,  and  in  case  the  title  conveyed  by  such  deed  shall 
come  in  question,  the  same  shall  be  prima  fade  evidence  of 
all  facts  recited  in  such  deeds  so  far  as  they  effect  the  force 
or  validity  of  all  title  conveyed  or  purporting  to   be  con- 
veyed by  such  deeds. 

Sec  19.    All  the  instructions  and  directions  herein  given 
for  the  assessing  of  lands  and  personal  property,  and  the 
levying  and  collecting  of  taxes  and  assessments,  shall  be 
deemed  only  directory,  and  no  error  or  informality  in  the  pro- 
ceedings of  any  of  the  officers  entrusted  with  same,  and  not 
affecting  the  substantial  justice  of  the  tax  itself,  shall  violate 
or  in  any  wise  effect  the  validity  of  the  tax  or  assessment,  or 
of  the  title  conveyed  under  any  sale  for  taxes  under  this 
chapter. 
Tax  money  to      Sfic  20.    The  Marshal  shall  receive  the  moneys  that  may 
be  paid  over  to  be  legally  tendered  him  for  the  redemption  of  lands  sold  for 
treasurer         taxes,  and  he  shall  keep  account  hereof  and  immediately 
pay  the  same  over  to  the  Town  Treasurer  and  take  his  receipt 
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therefor,  who  shall  also  keep  an  acconnt  thereof,  and  the 
Treasurer  shall  pay  the  same  over  on  demand  to  the  person 
entitled  to  receive  the  same.  The  Treasurer  shall  cancel  all 
certificates  so  redeemed  and  preserve  the  same  in  his  oflBce, 
and  a*:  the  expiratioii  of  his  term  of  office  he  shall  deliver  to 
his  successor,  all  redemption  moneys  in  his  hands  with  a 
statement  of  the  amount  so  received  and  of  the  amount  and 
to  whom  paid. 

Sec.  il.  In  all  cases  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act, 
whereby  any  charge  or  assessment  is  made  a  lien  upon  the 
land,  the  assessment  of  such  charge  shall  be  carried  out  in  a 
separate  column  or  columns  opposite  to  the  lot  or  tract  npon 
which  the  same  may  be  a  lien,  and  the  Marshal  may  collect 
and  sell  and  do  all  other  acts  thereto,  in  the  same  manner  as 
if  the  amount  of  such  lien  was  a  general  tax. 

Sec.  22.  The  Marshal  shall  be  allowed  tlie  following  fees, 
to  wit: 

Such  per  cent,  on  all  taxes  collected  as  the  Town  Council  f®*?  ^°^  ^^^ 
may  allow,  not  to  exceed  five  per  cent.,  and  in  case  of  dis- 
tress  and  sale  by  him  of  goods  and  chattels  for  the  payment 
of  any  taxes,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  sucli  fees  as  Sheriffs  are 
allowed  by  law  npon  sale  of  goods  under  execution. 

For  each  certificate  by  him  issued  on  the  sale  of  lands  for 
the  payment  of  taxes,  twenty  cents  to  be  added  to  the  amount 
of  such  tax  or  assessment  and  included  in  such  certiflfcate. 

For  each  lot  or  parcel  of  land  redeemed  for  which  he  shall 
issue  a  certificate,  twenty-five  cents,  and  five  cents  for  each 
additional  lot  or  parcel  embraced  in  such  certificate,  to  be 
paid  by  the  persons  redeeming  before  he  shall  be  entitled  to 
redeem. 

Sbc.  23.  Whenever  any  person  shall  b'd  oflf  any  lot  or  par- 
cel of  land  offered  for  sale  for  taxes,  which  lot  shall  have  ^."'*^®^j  Pf®^*" 
been  bid  off  in  the  name  of  the  town  for  taxes  for  any  pre-  to^ux^Mle 
yious  year,  and  shall  at  the  time  of  such  subsequent  sale 
remain  the  property  of  the  town,  such  person  shall,  before 
being  entitled  to  his  certificate  of  such  sale  and  purchase, 
purchase  of  the  town  its  certificate  by  paying  the  amount  of 
principal,  interest  and  charges  thereon,  and  to  receive  from 
the  Treasurer  an  assignment  thereof,  and  if  such  purchase  of 
the  town  be  not  paid  and  executed  before  ten  o'clock  of  the 
day  following,  the  bill  thereof  shall  be  considered  as  null  and 
the  land  again  offered  for  sale. 

Sec.  24.  When  there  shall  be  a  sale  by  the  Register  of 
Deeds  of  Sibley  county,  or  other  county  oflScer,  and  by  the 
City  Marshal,  of  any  lot  or  parcel  of  land  for  taxes  in  the 
same  year,  the  purchaser  of  any  such- lot  or  parcel  who  shall 
be  first  in  point  of  tinre,  may  redeem  the  same  from  the  sub- 
sequent purchaser,  and  in  case  he  should  not  redeem,  the  right 
of  the  last  purchaser  shall  be  held  paramount,  if  he  obtains 
a  deed  therefor.  If  the  first  purchaser  in  point  of  time  shall 
80  redeem,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  proper  officer  to  make 
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An  entry  in  the  sale  book  of  the  character  in  which  such  vex- 
son  may  have  redeemed,  and  the  person  so  redeeming  uaU 
be  substituted  in  all  the  rights  of  the  holder  of  the  certificate 
so  redeemed  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  25.  No  person  shall  be  permitted  to  institute  any 
proceedings  to  set  aside  assessment  or  special  tax  hereafter 
levied  or  assessed  upon  any  lot  or  tract  of  Jand,  or  to  set 
aside  a  deed  executed  by  reason  of  the  non-payment  of  andi 
taxes  upon  the  sale  of  the  premises  therefor,  unless  such  per* 
^on  shall  first  pay  or  tender  to  the  proper  party,  or  deposit  to 
ills  use  with  the  Treasurer,  the  amount  of  all  town  taxes  that 
remain  unpaid  and  that  have  been  paid  upon  such  lots  or 
tracts  since  the  sale  thereof  for  taxes  by  the  purchaaeiB,  to- 
gether with  the  interest  and  charges  thereon. 

Sec  26.  When  any  lands  sold  for  taxes  shall  not  be  re- 
deemed as  aforesaid,  the  Recorder  of  said  town  shall,  aft^ 
the  expiration  of  said  term  of  one  year,  for  the  redemption 
4;heTeof,  on  the  presentation  to  him  oi  the  certificate  of  sale, 
and  an  order  from  the  Treasurer,  should  execute  in  the  name 
of  the  town  of  Henderson,  under  his  hand  and  seal,  to  the 
purchaser,  his  heirs  and  assigns  a  deed  of  the  lots  or  parcels 
of  land  so  remaining  unredeemed,  and  shall  acknowledge  the 
same,  which  shall  invest  in  the  grantee  an  absolute  estate  in 
fee  simple  of  such  lands,  subject  however,  to  all  unpaid  taxes 
and  charges  that  may  be  a  lien  thereon.  The  fees  of  the 
Recorder  for  executing  and  acknowledging  such  deeds  shaO 
be  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents. 

CHAPTER  71. 

OPENIKO  OF  STBEETS,  JlLLETS,  &C. 

Sec.  1.  The  Town  Council  shall  have  power  to  lay  out 
"Opening  of  public  squares,  grounds,  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  and  to  widen 
£^procee(^  and  enlarge  the  same  as  follows  : 

ingaU)  legalize  Whenever  twenty  or  more  freeholders,  residing  in  said 
town,  by  petition  represent  to  the  Town  Council  that  it  tt 
necessary  to  take  certain  lands  within  the  town,  for  the  pur- 
-  pose  of  laying  out  public  squares,  grounds,  streets  or  alleyi^ 
or  enlarging  or  widening  the  same  ;  and  the  courses,  <&»> 
tances,  metes  and  bounds  of  the  land  proposed  to  be  taken, 
together  with  the  names  and  residences  of  the  owners  of 
such  premises,  if  known  to  the  petitioners,  is  set  forth  in  the 
petition,  the  Town  Council  should  thereupon  cause  notice  of 
such  application  to  be  given  to  the  occupant  or  occupants  of 
such  lands,  if  there  be  any,  and  if  such  lands  or  any  portion 
of  them  shall  not  be  in  the  actual  occupancy  of  any  one,  then 
the  Town  Council  shall  cause  such  notice,  describing  as  near 
as  may  be  the  premises  proposed  to  be  taken,  be  published 
in  the  official  paper  for  three  weeks  successively,  once  at 
Jeast  in  each,  and  the  publisher  of  such  paper  or  his  fore* 
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man  shall  make  affidavit  of  such  publication  and  deposit  the 
same  with  the  Towd  Recorder. 

Ssa  2.  Such  notice  shall  state,  on  a  certain  day  therein 
named,  not  less  than  six  days  from  the  day  of  service  of  such 
notice  or  the  expiration  of  such  publication,  as  the  case  may 
be,  the  Town  Council  will  appoint  three  Commissioners  to 
view  said  premises  and  to  determine  whether  it  is  neces- 
sary to  take  the  same  for  the  purposes  specified  in  said  peti- 
tion. 

And  at  the  time  specified  the  said  Town  Council  shall  pro- 
ceed and  appoint  three  reputable  freeholders,  residents  o^commfationtw 
this  town,  but  not  interested  in  the  result  of  said  petition,  to  determina 
and  shall  enter  an  order  in  their  proceedings  requesting  the  dam«g«« 
said  Commissioners  within  ten  days  to  view  said  premises, 
to  be  specified  in  said  order  and  to  make  return  to  the  Town 
Gonncil,  whether  in  their  judgment  it  is  necessary  to  take 
said  premises  for  the  public  use,  for  the  purpose  specified  in 
the  petition. 

Sec.  3.  The  said  Commissioners  at  such  time  as  they  may 
aj?ree  upon  within  ten  days  of  the  time  of  their  appointment, 
shall  proceed  to  view  the  premises  in  question,  and  shall 
hear  such  testimony  as  may  be  offered  by  any  party  inter- 
ested, which  testimony  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  by  one  of 
their  number,  and  either  of  the  Commissioners  shall  be 
authorized  to  administer  the  necessary  oaths  to  witnesses. 

Sec.   4.     Should  the  Commissioners  deem  it  necessary  • 

to  take  such  premises  for  the  public  use,  they  shall  determine 
the  amount  of  damages  to  be  paid  to  the  owner  or  owners  of 
the  property  proposed  to  be  taken,  and  also  what  lands  or 
|)remises  will  be  benefitted  by  such  taking,  and  to  assess  such 
damages  and  benefits,  and  to  return  the  same  to  the  Town 
Oouncil  within  the  time  limited. 

»iEo.  5.  If  the  damage  to  any  person  be  greater  than  the 
benefits  received,  or  if  the  benefits  be  greater  than  the  dama- 
ges, in  either  case  the  Commissioners  shall  strike  a  balance 
and  carry  the  difference  forward  to  another  column,  so  that 
the  assessments  shall  show  what  amount  is  to  be  received 
or  paid  by  such  owner  or  owners,  or  persons  interested  re- 
spectively, and  the  difference  only  shall  in  case  be  collected 
of  them  or  payable  to  them.

cases  by  any  other  Justice  of  the  city,  but  no  fee  shall  be 
received  therefrom  by  said  Justice.    i:^aid  Justice  shall  bare 
exclusive  jurisdiction  in  all  cases  in  which  the  city  ii  a 
party,  and  he  shall  have  the  same  power  and  authority  in 
cases  of  contempt  as  a  Court  of  Kecord  ;   Provided^  Tbtt 
nothing  herein   contained  shall  be  deemed   to  divest  the 
District  Judges  of  their  authority  as   conservators  of  tbe 
'  peace,  nor  to  effect  in  any  manner  the  jurisdiction  or  powers 

of  the  District  or  Supreme  Courts  of  the  State.  In  case  of 
the  absence,  sickness,  or  other  inability  of  said  Justioe,  or 
for  any  sufficient  reason,  the  Mayor  by  warrant  may  autbonae

When  owners  of  two-thirds  of  the  property  on  a 
street,  lane,  avenue  or  alley,  proposed  to  be  opened,  widened 
gr  altered,  shall  petition  therefor,  the  City  Council  may  open, 
widen  or  alter  such  street,  lane,  avenue  or  alley,  upon  condi- 
tion to  be  prescribed  by  ordinances,  but  no  compensation 
shall,  in  such  case,  be  made  to  those  whose  property  shalf  be 
taken  for  the  opening,  widening,  or  altering  such  street,  lane, 
avenue  or  alley,  nor  shall  there  be  any  assessments  or  bene- 
fits or  damages,  that  may  accrue  thereby  to  any  of  the  peti- 
tioners.

i»r  into,  at  reasonable  times,  and  examine  all  dwelling- 
houses,  lots,  yards,  enclosures  and  buildings  of  every  de- 
scription in  order  to  discover  if  any  of  them  are  in  a  danger- 
ous condition,  and  to  cause  such  as  may  be  dangerous  to  be 
put  in  a  safe  condition  ;  to  regulate  the  manner  of  putting 
'  up  stoves  and  stove  pipes  ;  to  prevent  fires  and  the  use  of 
fire-works  and  fire-arms  within  the  limits  of  said  town,  or  i 

sncb  part  thereof  as  they  may  think  proper  ;  to  compel  the 
inhabitants  of  said  village  to  aid  in  the  extinguishment  of 
fires,  and  to  pull,  break  down  and  raze  such  building  in  the 
- -vicinity  of  the  fire  as  shall  be  directed  by  the  Common  Goun-
